Dr. Alexander Russell, an elder bro- 
flier, had been for a considerable time in 
Turkey, as physician to the English Lit- 
tery at Aleppo. Dr. Patrick joined bun 
there in 1750, and lived with him for 
several years. During this time, he ap- 
plied himself with great diligence, aud 
with remarkable success, to the acqui- 
sition of the different languages of Syria. 

In 1755 Dr. Alexander Uugjdl left 
Aleppo on his return to Biitain, and his

Although his professional labpurs oc- 
cupied much of his time, and were at- 
tended, in that climate, yvith areat per- 
sonal fatigue, his ardent attachment to 
the study of natural history incited him 
to snatch every opportunity for such 
investigations. He occasionally ‘trans- 
mitted communication!* oil their results 
to his friends in Britain. 

Dr. Alexander having in 1756, pub-' 
lished Ins Natural History of Aleppo, 
s^nt a copy to his successor, with an* 
earnest request that lift would • collect 
and send home additional information. 
To Dr. Patrick’s own predilection for 
amh studies, 1 wns thus stiperadded the 
pow erful motive of gratifying a brother, *' 
to wIiok* he was bound by lifts of citeem 
and gratitude, as well as of affection. 
.Vor many years, therefore, did he con-’ 
tiime regularly to correspond with his^ 
brother on scientific subjects connected/ 
with the history M‘ Syria, and to collect 
and transmit authentic information on a 
great variety of topics, in the view of 
correcting aud enlarging a second editiou 
of the Natural History of Aleppo. 

In 1759 several remarkable shocks of 
an earthquake occurred in Syria. Of 
the phenomena attending these, and of 
their consequences, Dr. HUftsell gave a 
particular account in letters to his bro- 
ther Alexander. T liege letters were 
published in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions for 1 7 GO.* 

Aleppo, it is well known, is liable to 
tlmt calamitous epidemic, the plague. 
When ihe first symptoms ot that scourge 
of human nature at any time appeared, 
far from shutting lmhself up, as was 
customary with Kuioprnn*, Dr. Russell 
remained calm and collected, ami dis- 
plijed a etr.uly perseverance m the dis- 
chaige of his duty, which could result 
only from J he guidance of a beneficent,, 
com ageous, nud well regulated mind.

Soon after his return to England m 
1772, he went to Edinburgh, where he 
remained some time, having views of 
settling as a physician in that city. After- 
wards, however, by the advke of thp 
late Dr, Fothergill, (who was always, 
in habits of intimate friendship with, 
him, as well as. with his cider brother) 
he removed to Loudon, on account or 
the wider sphere it ottered for profes-

In London he remained till the latter 
end of the year 1781, when affection fur 
bis brother, Mr. Claud Russell, whose 
precarious state of health at that time 
required constant and particular atten- 
tion, induced him to sacrifice his flatter- 
ing prospects in the capital, and accom- 
pany his brother to the East Indies.

This dissent accompanied the final lie- 
port of the Committee in March, 1800, 
aud was printed along with it. It may 
be considered as a valuable document, 
highly interesting to this country, By 
some strange oversight, the important, 
and solicited services which Dr. llusscll 
at this time gratuitously rendered to 
his country, were never acknowledged 
even by a letter of thanks, although 
the Doctor was the only member of the 
Committee who did noi hold some offi- 
cial situation under Government. 

Previous to i»l* appointment as Na- 
turalist to the India Company, Dr. Rus- 
sell, as before observed, had made con- 
siderable progress in collecting snakes, 
and making experiments on the uflefts 
of their bites ; — a branclfof natural hi? 
tory hitherto little understood or attend- 
ed to, and to many, from the appear- 
ance of the animals, exceedingly dis- 
gusting and terrific. He continued his 
researches with unwearied zeal; and 
after his return home, the Hon. Court 
of Directors took upon themselves the 
expense of publishing coloured figures 
of the Snake's, accompanied with de- 
scriptions by I)r» Russell. The first 
volume was completed and published in 
1790, under the title of “ An Account 
of Indian Serpents collccledon the Coast 
of Coromandel, containing Descriptions 
and Drawings of each species ; together 
with Experiments and Hqmnrks on their 
several Poisons, by Patrick Russell, 
M.D. F.R. S. presented to the Hon. 
Court of Directors of the India Com- 
pany, aud published by tbciir Order, 
under the Superrotendaucc of the Au- 
thor.” The first aud second fasciculus 
of the second volume were published 
under the Doctor's eye, in 1801 aud 
1802. 

It was before stated, that whert on 
the Coast of Coromandel, Dr. llusscll 
had paid particular 4 attention, to the 
fishes caught there, and had deposited ' 
his collection of specimens iu tl\e Com- 
pany's Museum at Madras.. The draw- 
ings and descriptions of these he carried 


with him to Britain, and presented lo 
the Court of Directors; and in 1801, 
there appeared, iu two large and elegant 
volumes I olio, “ Descriptions and Fi- 
gures of Two Hundred Fishes, collected 
at Vizagapatum, ^by Patrick Russell, 
3M.1). and published by Order ot the 
Couit of Directors, undefr the Supcnn- 
tendance of the Author.” 

In 1804, he had laid before the Royal 
Society,* “ Remarks on the voluutary 
expansion of the stein of the neck ol the 
Cobra de Capelin, or Hooded Snake.” 
His friend, Evcrard Home, Esq. surgeon, 
added a description* of the structure of 
the parts which perform the office of 
expansion. + 

0 Dr. lldssell died in’j.ondon on the 2d 
of July, 1805, after a short illness of 
three days. 

Dr. llusscll was neve.’ married. He 
named Sir Hugh Inglis, ISarL. and Josias 
Dupree Porchcr, Esq. along with his 
brother Claud, to be his executors. In

.the practice ot burying in churches, as 
useless to the dead, aud prejudicial to 
the living, thus gave a last practical 
testimony against the custom; and in 
the privacy which Jie requested, inay 
be traced the habitual buimhty ot his 
mind.

In his library the Executors found a 
sealed parcel, containing books directed 
for the British Museum, which was ac- 
cordingly sent unopened to that nalicftial 
repository.

STEPHEN B\WtS. 

IftE only writer deserving the 
name of a poet in the reign 
of Henry the Seventh, js* Stephen 
Hawes,” says the learned and elegant 
author of the History of English i'octrj , , 
who has given a*hst of his woihs, and 
added the following very correct cri- 
ticism on the poeL's chief performance. + 
“ The Pastime of 'Pleasure is almost the 
ouly efForL of imagination ami invention 
which had appeared in our poetry since 
Chaucer. This poem contains no com- 
mon touches of romantic and allegoric 
fiction. The personifications are often 
happily sustained, and indicate the mi- 
ter’s familiarity with the Pro venci a 1 
school. The model of his verification 
and phraseology is that improved har- 
mony of numbers, and facility of dic- 
tion, with which his predecessor Lyd- 
gate adorned uuF octave stanza : but 
Hawes has added new grafts to Lyd- 
gate’s raauner.”+ After such a cha- 
racter from so able a judge, a spe- 
cimen from Hawes's poetjj can retire, 
no apology. v 

Of the author, the only accounts ex- 
isting arc to be found in Bale ami the 
Athene* ; from which we learn, that he 
was a native of Suffolk, and the de- 
scendant of a very respectable and an- 
cient family. The J oil n datum of his 
learning he appears to have obtained 
at Oxford ; but of what society he was 
a member, or whether he was ever 
honoured with a degree, Wood was un- 
able to collect, from the deficiency of 
the University registers. At a proper 
age, he travelled over his own count ty, 
Scotland, and France, and became a 
proficient in the unite polite literature 
of the day, and in the language 

in particular ; to which circumstance wc 
tnay, probably, attribute the imagery 
and chivalrous chat act er with which 
his poetry' abounds.

T HERE is no empire more exten- 
sive, m moie absolute, than that 
of Folly. She seems be the Queen of 
the sublunary world. Error, Ignorance, 
ami Prejudice, are hei prime ministers ; 
Pride and PresumpLion her heralds at 
arms; and les Ennuis her 1 mining loot- 
men. She mostly presides in person at 
thq councils, takes tbc' o clhcf seat at 
assemblies, and is constantly at all pub- 
lic places of amusement. In a magnifi- 
cent palace, adjoining that of Fortune, 
she holds her court, and indiscriminately 
gives audicuVB to her numerous .sub- 
jects. Ill rain does Reason, at times, 
dare to exclaim against the '‘injustice 
of her decrees: Folly, with the voice 
of a Stentor, soTm dmes her to a dis- 
tance with her noise, or by the loud 
fencers of Ridicule compels her silence. 

Happy aie the idcots! I do not know 
what they will be in another world; 
but it is, at least, very cei tain, that they 
perform a very considerable part in 
this: which is, doubtless, the reason why 
all {roes on so icc/f on this planet. 

It individual satisfaction is the high- 
est degffcc ot perfection to be attained 
by an enlightened being, it must be 
acknowledged that Jools arc the chef 
_ {jlanivi es of Nature. It i* not, there- 
foie, without reason that Folly has so 
multiplied her noble race on earth. 

Is it, indeed, possible to conceive a 
Being more iupjiily organized than a 
fool who is enamoured with his dear 
self : be is always engaged, always inle- 
rcsted, always delighted ; because, wilh- 
out reflecting on any other subject, his 
senses are perpetually attracted by the 
powerful charms of novelty. Are the 


varieties of exterior objects required to 
make him happy? certainly not, for he 
is sufficient of himself ; be should stand 
alone in the universe, in which he would 
still find an inexhaustible subject of Con- 
tent and admiration. It is his natural 
dispositionjjto he always satisfied with 
himself % fpoin this point, if he wanders 
for a moment, he quickly returns, as 
the balance to its equilibrium. 

lie not only enjoys those things which 
to others would have lost their charm 
and become stale, but be also pos- 
sesses the invaluable privilege of find- 
ing an enjoyment in wnat is not, and of 
remaining entirely unaffected at what 
it. His ridiculous and presumptuous 
ignorance exists only for the tormeut 
of olheft. He is noL punished by Jiis^. 
temerity, for he is not conscious of it; 
and the very idea is lost in the con- 
templation of his own absolute and 
astonishing perfections. 

*What picturesque shades, between 
the idolized fool and the poor ideot 
who envies his felicity : doubtless. Na- 
ture presents less varieties between the 
hr ken of Iceland and the pine ot Fcru. 
Every thing that applies to the great 
blockhead is clothed with eternal vei- 
duTe. I think that I see the titled fool 
erecting Ins crest, and domineering with 
majestic pre-eminence above the mot- 
ley mob, his senseless admirers. 

Let them say what they will of tho 
wisdom of Socrates, the knowledge 
of Aristotle, the eloquence of De- 
mosthenes, the conquests of Alex- 
ander or of Chingis Khan, it affects 
me hut little ; the hero for me is this 
Midas, the ideot of quality. 

It must be that we must become him , 
to know the immensity of happiness 
which he enjoys. At every instant of 
his life, all the objects which surround 
him Ure to him so many mirrors, which 
reflect his beloved image on every side, 
which he contemplates in delicious me- 
ditatiTm. 

Happy in the intrepid good opinion 
which he has of himself, what signifies 
to him the opinion ot others. In vain 
would they attempt to disturb him * 
he views them only as so many envious 
people jealous of his merits and advan- 
tages t and every shaft of ridicule is 
turned aside, from the triple helmet 
which encloses the precious deposit of 
his understanding. 

Would you know how he has been 
able to raise himself tq this acmi of 
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felicity ; it has been by a trait of ge- 
nius peculiar to himself; he has the 
art of incorporating a thousand objects 
with his own person; while the wise 
man considers whaL he is, independent 
of external things.

Observe with what disdainful airs he 
views the rabble on foot, who receive 
the splashings oi lus chariot-wheels, the 
rumbling of which are to him as* me 
trumpet of Fame; which announces, 
with great noise, Ins approach from 
afar, and the route lie is about to 
take. 

But see the two footmen from behind, 
with their canes in their hands, cryipg 
out, “ Clear the way for my Lord Log- 
gerhead 1” An air ot delight and satis- 
faction spreads itself over the features 
of this titled fool. Do not be surprised 
at it; for he feels very rightly, that 
without him the system of beings 
would want a necessary link. At sight 
of him, the sluices of lying and flattery 
are opened, and flow plentifully into 
his enchanted cars. Does he make some 
blunder, numerous plaudits at the in- 
stant proclaim the readiness of his wit. 
Dots he venture some wretched pun, 

J general bursts of laughter spread the 
est from one end of the room to the 
other. Should they speak of his titles, 
be enters on the detail of his honours 
and his fortune?: he bridles up, ayi if to 
stretch over his possessions. If they 
make the eulogium of his understand* 
ing, a smile of self-complacency shews 
that he himself has been able >lo make 
that discovery. Ob, happy mortal ! 
this weak Midas! Every thing that ex- 
ists contributes to hi* enjoyment, and 
he is himself the principal artisan. The 
Great behave to him with courteous- 
ness ; the Little entreat him * the Syco- 
phants load him with praises \ lesser 
Fools envy him : it is the mau of sense 
alone who does him justice.

DEAR SIR, 

I HAD not omitted to express my ac- 
knowledgments to you tor so much 
good nature and friendship as you lately 
shovvd me, till this lime ; hut that 1 atu 
but just return’d to my owiFhermitage 
from Mr. Caryl’s, who has done me so 
many favours, that I am almost inclin'd 
to think my friends infect one another, 
and that your conversation with him 
lias made him almost as obliging to 
me as yourse 1 !*. I can assure you ho 
has a sincere respect ffei you, and this I 
believe lie has partly contracted from 
lucw who pm too full* ol jou not to 
overflow upon those 1 converse with. 
But I must now be contented to cou- 
veise only with the dead of this world, 
that is to say, the dull and obscure, 
c\cry way obscure, in their intellects 
as well as their person ; or else have 
recourse to the living dead, the old 
authors, with whom you are so well 
acquainted, even from Virgil down to 
Aulus (lellius, whom 1 do not think 
a critic by any* means to be compar’d 
to Mr. Dennis. And 1 must declare 
positively to you, that 1 will persist in, 
this opinion till you become a little 
more civil to Atticus.

rjpjfE. evil of the pi event deprma- 
M. tion of our paper money having 
attained a height at once alarming and 
disastrous, ami being pregnant with 
imminent dgfa^cr to the coronmnwcnil h, 
every chaiaiter eonversaut in matters of 
tiuauce, and t he political world in parti- 
cular, are behoved, by the manifest ex- 
istence of the fact, maturely to delibe- 
rate thereon, and to suggest any appa- 
rently efficient mode for the removal of 
this primary cause of geueral distress, 
this source of a series of national mis- 
f 01 tunes, and principal measure, by 
winch the goierninent may, in regard 
to the prosperity, stienglh, and true 
interests of the’ ‘country, be misled. 
Impressed with the grout importance 
and imffcnilude of the subject, I shall 
venture (although in a great measure 
destitute of the qualities of a financier 
or politician), after stating a few ascer- 
tained facts, to oiler some material ob- 
servations ; and hope, that should any 
thing at an incougruous or indigested 
nature appear in «my View of the case, 

1 may have the advantage of the concise 
and limited manner in which your Pub-

lication obliges me to treat it : my de- 
sign is, simply to call the attention of 
your readers to the subject ; and ill do* 
ing that my end is answered. 

It has, sir, recently been demon- 
strated, bf a gentleman intimately ac- 
quainted at well with financial concerns 
as with air the arcana of office and offi* 
cial circumstances, that, “the difference 
between 4fd. 14s. fid. pnd 5Gl. (that is to 
say, the difference between the legal vp- 
lue ol a pound, or ISozs. of gold, ami 
its prcsent value m paper currency) is 
the measure of the depreciation of pa- 
per and observes, “ that it is the 
measure of that depreciation, as well 
with respect to gold, the universal 
equivalent, as to every other commo- 
dity.” Assuming, therefore, this\lc-“ 
monstration as the criterion, the pre- 
sent depreciation is about I9l. 17s. or 
near 20l. per cent. (I say the present, 
hocgiu.se, by the natural opeiation of 
ilie existing order of things, it must 
increase, and continue to do 90 until 
the cause is completely eradicated) ; a 
circumstance which has thrown a new 
light on all revenue, commcicial, and 
manufacturing concerns, and, by an 
abdication gf the rules and degrees 
of proportion, we are furnished with 
the true key of prosperity. Jt is con- 
clusive that the fluctuations of the cir- 
culating medium must, relevantly and 
immediately, govern the foreign ex- 
change, the mercantile ncgociatjons, 
and the prices of most commodities ; 
and, generally, it has a more or less 
influence on every act or thing in any- 
wise connected with the welfare of the 
country. A depreciation is an evil the 
more to be dreaded, as it creeps upon 
us in a gradual and imperceptible man- 
ner f and although it is known to act, 
and to act nlagistcnally and with deci- 
sion, yet it is comparatively but little 
heeded, and, «u ntil the late report of 
the bullion Committee, passed almost 
unregarded. 

We have been told, that the export 
trade rapidly increases; that, in the 
last year, the amount of the woollen 
manufactures exported was 5,416, 15)J. 
exceeding by 562,1521. that of the pre- 
cccdiivg year t If this immense exporta- 
tion is attiibutable (for so the report 
infers) to the manufactures exported, 
without. any reference to the paper me- 
dium, we must, doubLless, conclude 
that the country is in a most flourish- 
ing condition ; but, after the very able 
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exposition given ns bv the gentleman 
Alluded to, it is utteily impossible to 
' entertain any such idea. Supposing, 
however, for a moment, that the high 
amount of the returns w^re not to be 
attributed to the fluctuation of the 
paper currency ; to wh.it, fthen, can 
ye attribute it ? The fact of the very 
limited extent of the demands would, 
of itself, afford ample conviction that 
we cannot look to our manufactures 
as the real cause of the increase : let us 
but cast our eyes around, let us view 
every mmutia of the commercial sys- 
tem, and «c shall be satisfied that no 
perceptible extraordinary demand was 
made, nor no new inducement for smug, 
«gling or contraband of war Miscreated; 
our commercial relations were ninth 
on the seme fooling, and were con- 
ducted on the same principles ! There 
could not, therefore, be any alteia- 
tion in these respects. I am, toady 
to admit, that the industry and labour 
of our manufacturers is truly great, 
and that the enterprising genius of Bri- 
tish merchants is ever watchful fur ex- 
pedients; yet physical impossibilities 
will, ofcouisc, have their dde weight, 
and obvious truths will, ot course, 
remove delusion. Can it be imagined, 
that a tar greater exportation of wool- 
len manufactures took place in 1809 
than in 1801, ; a year in which we were 
at peace, and trading with every trading 
nation in the globe 5 Can it be ima- 
gined that, in consequence ot oim trad- 
ing in 1809 with such a comparatively 
minute part of the globe, and, conse- 
quently, Ibc demands bearing no pro- 
portion to what they weic in 1802, 
that, nevertheless, our manufactures 
increased to an extent almost incre- 
dible 5 If we recollect that, with the 
exception of o*Ur Colonies, Portugal, 
Sweden, Sicily, and ;i portion ot Spain, 
we, at the period of the* return referred 
to, held no intercourse but that of 
stealth, no trade but that of contra- 
band, wc shall be fully satisfied of the 
fallacy of attributing the increase of 
the' return to the increase ot the ex- 
portation. Weighing, therefore, these 
circumstances with the demonstration 
of the 20i. per cenU depreciation ; like- 
wise with the consequent high price 
of each article by which l he manu- 
factures are produced, and with the 
yery high wages of artisans and work- 
men of all descriptions s we cannot be 
at a loss to divine the true origin of the 


augmented amount of our commercial 
returns. Perhaps, if I were to spe- 
culate on the progressive annual ad- 
vancements, and calculate the gradual 
depression of paper money, 1 might 
discover, that the declared annual in- 
crease is, in poirtt of fact, an annual 
depreciation of the circuiting medium, 
in a ratio of little more or less than the 
annual advancement. 

In 1807, some papers were laid be- 
fore Par l lament, which were afterwards 
printed, and in which it was stated, 
as the result of ascertained facts, that 
wages since 1780^had advanced 30I. 
7s. Id. per cent, and I hat the price 
of provisions had adv anted, in the same 
^imc, 841. Ss. 2d. pft- cent. To what 
but the immense and ufcalculableamount 
of paper circulating in the world can we 
ascribe these calamitous evils? What, 
hut the unlimited discounts of the Bank 
giving life and* energy to a swarm of 
jobbers and speculators ; their unre- 
strained issues, unregulated by an allu- 
sion to the bullion and coin, and pro- 
per seem ihfs, in their coffers; and tha 
fictitious capital thus floating, and en- 
hancing by its plenitude every commo- 
dity its eyes aic cast on ? If a period is 
not put to such practices, it is to be ex- 
pected (although, by I lie shutting of the 
Swedish ports, the rafts for our manu- 
factures are still more hnbled than they 
were m 1 809), that the returns for the 
current year will lar exceed that of if* 
predecessor* By the Existing mode ot 
the Bank discounts, a merchant, or body 
of met chants, disposed to speculate, or 
engross an article likely to advance in 
price, may, by sending their own bills or 
paper (together with such as the credit 
of their name, or their influence, can 
obtain from their friends), at different 
hut dose periods, *mlo the Bank, get 
the whole discounted (that is to say, 
get the curiency of the realm in ex- 
change lor them), and, by applying the 
produce to the buying-up (to make u ff e 
of a well- understood phrase) of that 
article, cause an inconceivable advance- 
ment m its price, and, consequently, a 
reduction in the value of paper, and a 
Jong tram of attending miseries and 
evils — In this boundless issue of the legal, 
currency, do they not, by throwing 
an immensity of that currency into 
circulation, not only cause ana acce- 
lerate its depreciation, hut may it not 
ultimately endanger the very existence 
of the state ? Do they not encourage f 
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and further the views, of that swarm of 
locusts which prey on the very vitals 
of industry ? Do They not enhance the 
prices of tne necessaries of life, by hold- 
ing; out an inducement to forestall and 
mouopohze? It is somewhat consola* 
tory to reflect, that 'l hose who are the 
primary caus^ of the depreciation, and' 
reap a present g.nn, must, in the end, 
pay the deficiency.* 

The cause and multiplicity of bank- 
ruptcies is another point to which I beg 
to cull your attention; in a general 
sense they are a considerably benefit to 
the country ; a parted evil, lint a gene- 
ral good: they are the proofs ofjtbe 
disappointment and confusion of specu- 
lators; they are The failures \>f men, 1 
who, as far as in them lies, have aimed 
at some engi ossment, meditated some 
forestall men t, *>r contemplated the dis- 
posal, at an advanced jirice, of some 
necessary commodity ; they are the re- 
source of men, who by a total disregard 
of repute, and an abuse of puhlir con- 
fidence, have plunged into hazard, and 
staked every thing their credit can by 
any possible means obtain^ to accom- 
plish their sole and selfish view of en- 
riching themselves, (although it must 
of necessity be accomplished at the ex- 
pence of the interest of their country, 
and of number^* individuals) and being 
disappointed m such their laudable en- 
deavours, arc reduced to the extremity 
of appealing to the bankrupt laws (laws 
which are wisely ordained for the pro- 
tection of the honest trader, and tor his 
amelioration when, by unforeseen mis- 
fortunes, he is involved in embarrass- 
ment and difficulty) for relief, and, for- 
sooth to become bank nipt, and he ex- 
empted from any penalty whatever! 
In justice to the community at large, 
and as a preventive against such mal- 
practices, a distinction should be made 
in baukrffptcy ; those failures which 
have arisen, from n fall in the articles 
ui which the bankrupt dealt, from bad 
debts, losses at sea or by lire, or such 
other casualty as cannot he guarded' 
against, ought to be distinguished from * 
the result of fraud and speculation ; the 
latter should be visited with the severest 
—

punishment, braftded with a mark eft 
infamy, or prohibited front! embarking 
in matters of trade: the public should 
lie protected from the probability of the 
recurrence. ( 

To remedyfthc many evils complained 
of, the interference of the legislature is 
doubtless the only expedient : the health 
of the country is materially impaired, 
the disease however is viol incurable, 
and the physician is at hand. To limit 
the discounts of the national banks 
within an wholesome amount, and, if 
existing circumstances will admit, to 
remove the Bank restriction; to check 
the increase and conduct of -country 
banks, by a proper license, by some 
adequate *tnodc of ascertaining their 
respectability and responsibility, and by 
a due limitation of their issues; to sup- 
press all monopolies, and open every 
market to the exercise ot a liberal com- 
petition; and to punish fraudulent and 
speculative bankruptcies; are obviously 
the measures to restore the wonted 
health and vigour: measures by which 
our country may again truly flourish, 
and by which the necessaries of life, 
the foreign exchange, and commerce in 
gene Ail, may b^ reduced to their natu- 
ral level.

A TOPOLOGICAL QUERY. 

To the Editor of the European Magazine. 

SIR, 

INFERENCES of opinion existing, 
concerning the title of England or 
Wales to pre-eminence in tonography, 
for ifie superior altitude ot tne hills 
within their respective limits, which it is 
desirable should be put at rest ; and as, 
from the labours of successive tourists 
and measurers accumulated at this day, 
lights cannot be wanting by which to 
discern how to come to a decision, 

I am desirdus of forwarding that end, 
by a discussion of the question through 
the medium ot your Magazine. 

The most [tie valent opinion is, that 
“ Snowdon is the highest hill in South 
Britain but this I imagine very far 
from the fact. The error, however, is 
of great antiquity ; and having been 
countenanced by the learned Camden, 
whose writings, from the amiable and, 
high-iepnted character of their author,* 
hav e, bv many, be&n deemed irrefraga- 
ble by any contrary authority, it is no 
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wouder that it long survived his sera ; 
and, perhaps, the pride of the indige- 
nous inhabitants of the principality, far- 
famed for exerting itself in promul- 
gating ideas of the primitive superiority 
of their race and country, ^however hy- 
perbolical and fallacious, naay^be classed 
as another reason why o ' many of 
the present generation still yield the 
palm to Snowdon ; and why the author 
of “ The Picture of London” has given 
circulation to that impression m his 
** Companion to the Watering-places.” 
— But as lesser hills do, in some situa- 
tions, appear higher than others to 
which they are inferior, 1 wish to ex- 
tend the subject to an inquiry into the 
pauses of that appearance. 9 

,1 do not, however, mean ’Uo travel 
much among the mountains in this 
letter, wishing first to see the collected 
sentiments of others s and, if it shall 
then appear expedient to claim the ad- 
vantage of replying, whether to Von- 
fute, establish, or elucidate, I am not 
nnprepared with materials for the pur- 
pose. But 1 cannot refrain from at 
once expressing a protest against nil 
literal y quinism , which that prejudice 
inay well be called, that deprecates the 
critical investigation ofrincient writers, 
however great their repute. As for 
Camden, his Britannia lurnishes many 
internal evidences that he adopted much 
upon truit; — 1 believe it is allowed, 
that many of the places he has ’described 
he did not visit — as, indeed, is scarcely 
tube wondered at, considering the mag- 
nitude of such a laboui connected with 
a scientific research ; and he has, cer- 
tainly omitted large poitions of dif- 
ferent counties, fertile in monuments 
and scenery, interesting to the anti- 
quary and the traveller, either Irom the 
same cause, or from the dread or dis- 
gust arising from a first impression of 
their apparent wildness and incivihza- 
tion. 

I, moreover, doubt, whether ft is not 
possible to shew, that, with respect to 
the hills of South Britain, his descrip- 
tions are to be viewed in no other light 
than as superlative epithets';— a fault 
than which none is more common, whe- 
ther in writing or speaking, though 
none ought more to be avoided ;• and 
that, on comparing those applied to 
one precinct with those applied to an- 
other, they will be fouud, solnetimcs, 
to clash with each other, and nearly 
bordering upon cont|pdictuMW»but as I 


am writing where I cannot refer to the 
book hy any thing but faint and trea- 
cherous i ^collection, 1 would not have 
this go abroad as the decided convic- 
tion of

( 'IjCKRO, in liu\ oriv Dr J\*aturd 
J* Deoiutn, omimiM.il os three deities 
of the nnflno of Diana 1 , but the most ce- 
lebrated oflliese w.ts/at cording to the 
heathen mythology, the daughter of 
Jupiter and Latoua, supposed to be the 
Isis of the l\gv pjiaiis, mid who, it is well 
known, v.is in heaven tailed Luna, on 
earth Diana, and in hell Hecate. It was 
from tins triple and omnipresent kind of 
god-head that she acquit ed the epithet 
here used l>v Hoi ace— dtv * trifonnis: 
she was w»oi shipped m those parts of the 
highways wfiere tin re roads branched 
oti, whence the appellation Tima: 
her rites wlmc p.iitirHdrly attended to 
in (irccie; the festivals called Hcca- 
tensia were obseivcd ifilh the utmost 
solemnity, and the nv.ilst itesof M lions 
and La*id< niton vied with oa<h oiliei in 
their sau dices to tins fi irudly and uni- 
versal ly-esleemed po#cr. Besides the 
names already cnumeiated, she was 
culled Ltiruni, llythyia, and Pronuba, 
with the tiLlo of Juno prefixed [t^tau 
juvarn , because she presided over the 
delivery <>l women in child-birth 'fins 
fable may be simply explained by re- 
membering, that tin- revolution of a 
certain number of months, or, in other 
words, when 0* the moon has nine times 
filled her horn,” the hour hf child- 
birth awaits pregnant women. Of this 
Cicero seems to have had un idea, when 
he says, adhibelur (subaudi Lima) ad 
partus quod iVr (nuhaudi foMTiina*) wia- 
turhhcvnl ant sttplem nonnunqnam y aut 
(ut plerique) novem Lunas rursibus ; 
and in the Andria of Terence, Gly ce- 
rium, who it is hourly expected will 
lie in labour, exclaims, Lucina , fer 
openiy serva me obsccroy tyc.

Much doubt has arisen respecting (he

to Luna: Homer even uses the word 
in the plural , and styles (he LJxejG vtott, 
as *Hfw SofaTtpkf, and Pindar calls her 
IW'H?** ; a\;, however, agree as to the 
person being concern* d in the obstetri- 
cal affairs as the word itself 

seems very plainly lo intimate, being

Horace’s design is te inculcate a senti- 
ment whuh astonishes us as proceeding 
iroin the {>ps of a heathen, U iimsiiiuth as 
it contains the true spirit of otir sacred 
writings: he signifies, that the gods arc 
sooner to be appeased by the slightest 
offering fiom the hands of a virtuous 
person, than by whole hecatombs from 
the ungodly ! How exactly does this re- 
semble I he* divine -commands laid upon 
us Chustians: but, unhappily, what 
numbers am there of those who pro- 
fess themselves - of that religion, who 
wholly neglect this precept, and who 
think they shall expiate all the injustice, 
dishonest), rapacity, oppression, and 
want of 'charity which they manifested 


during their lives, by leaving that pro- 
perly which, perhaps, they have openly 
plundered, or artfully embezzled, to he 
used in acts of charity, munificence, and 
retribution to those they have injured, 
when it can nQ> longei be of any farther 
use to themselves ! Such an act, as being 
preferable lota total omission or repara- 
tion, is unquestionably entitled Lo some 
praise, and, indeed, it is absolutely ne- 
cessary to be done by llu^e who widi to

Horace, although the greatest free- 
dom andjocnlariLy peivade Ins writings, 
and although he shews himself lo the 
world as a thorough hon-vivanl , never- 
theless # displajs the purest and most ex- 
alted ideas of morality and piety— 
ideas which, if acted upon, would do 
credit to the present age; his works, 
therefore, arc by no means to be shun- 
ned as possessing nothing but ievity 
and [n tempera nee; a charge winch it 
often ignorant IjYiid against them. Nor 
was the virtne of the Venusian hard 
only of a theoretical nature, lor the 
constant practice of Ins life proves that 
his breast was the scat of many ex- 
cellent qualities: contentment, one of 
the foremost of Christian vn lues, and 
thankfulness to heaven, were evidently 
of that number ? Ins fnendship was at 
once warm and lasting; his disposition 
was concilialoiy, amiable, and unambi- 
tious: and as he had the good foitunc 
never to quarrel with his patron, no 
chaige of ingratitude has at any time 
been prefened against him — a hack- 
neyed iharge almost invariably lesorted 
to b) patrons of every class and desenp- 
tion, who hopeV) extenuate their own 
want of libei aliiy by blackening the cha- 
racter of those whom they once pa- 
tronized 1 a reverenc* 1 foi the gods he 
constantly recommends both by pre- 
cept and example; and ot filial affec- 
tion he gives a noble instance hi the 
sixth satire of the first book , in a 
word, it may be said, that thcoi etuulty 
he was a disciple of the Epicurean, aiul 
practically of the Socralic school; in 
his works* are united the boldness and 
animation of the Theban Pindar, \\Mi 
the ease, graceful^*, and soiling of 
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Ovid ; the- elegance, purity of language, 
and chaste sentiment of Vngi], with 
the perspieudy vi Sallust, Cojsar, and 
Livy ; t he poignant tut of Martial, and 
the keen j»aUiQ of Juvenal and Persms 
(always directed' agnm^t ttoc vice and 
folly of the day), with lift; Simplicity 
of Catullus. 

Rasccttlc Lund . The adoration of 
Diana, of which L have spoken at large, 
is here again feconi mended, because, 
as she presided over rural affairs, it was 
rpcessury for Phidyle to entreat lier 
aid ,and protection.

Algido ant Albart is in herbis. Alg i- 
dum, or Algidon, was the name of a 
town, and also of a mountain in its 
neighbourhood, in Lntium, about twelve 
miles distant from Home. Diana is said 
to have reigned over Algidum, as Pan 
did o\er Aicadia; and the pasture there 
being very rich, it was kept apart, to- 
gether with the Albanian meads, ex- 
pressly for the use of the cattle destined 
to be sacrificed to the tutelar gods of 
Home. 

Te nihil attinet. She is here shefta, 
that it is not her province to take any 
part in the sacrifice of animals, widen, 
matter should be left to the Pontijiccs : 
but that it rather becomes her to make 
chaplets of rosemary, and myrtle to

the original foundation of (he 
Chapel dedicated to St. J/tomas 
of Aeons, or Acres,* the accounts are 
various, ami in evert/ instance, we be- 
lieve, legendary. However, in one es- 
sential point they all agree, viz. that

city of Palestine situated on the coast of the 
,M< (hterranean sea, was the very contre of the 
1 foEY VVa r, and, of course* the spot to which 
the Cru sutlers d i reeled their attention. It was 
tiie subject of ninety years contention i 
whence the Latin proveib, Lis PtoUma* 
icd (a) was applied to it. It was taken by 
Gity King uj Jerusalem , Hit hard l. King of 
England, and Philip King of France , July 
13, I HU, which roust have been about the 
pr i : od alfbdod to in the text. The name Aeon 
Wa& the vernat ular Idiom by which the Eng* 
itsh, in those limes, designated it. By the ic- 
pulse of the French before St. John do 
Acre (its modern appellation). In 1790* Sir 
Sidney Smith acquired immortal honour. >

Thomas a Packet was the son of 
G/lbcit t) lleckct, a citizen of Lon now, 
and Matilda, ftjie daughter of a Pagan 
Prince . With the spirit of romantic 
gallantry which I he Crusades introduced, 
it appears that our (ivic ancestors were 
infected : Gilbert , it is said, travelled 
into the Holy Land ; he was there taken 
prisoner by the troops of the Pagan, 
and remained in Ins cuslody «for more 
than a year and a half. This prince 
had a beautiful daughter of the name 
of Matilda, who, having occiisibpal 
access to the English prisoner , very 
naturally fell hi love with him: the 
consequence of this passion was, her 
conversion to the Christian tvligion. 
Gilbert , by some means with which 
wcarc unacquainted,* soon after gamed 
his liberty, and, in due course, relumed 
in safety to England. The Prim css,

a very short time after his departure, 
forsaking her father, followed, and, 
not wit h stand mg a v nriety of advent ui es, 
arrived m London i, where, finding Gil- 
bert, they were married.

This chapel, directly opposite to 
which formerly stood the" Great Con- 
duit in Cheap, was founded by Thomas 
Ftlz Theobald de Heily, who married 
Annes, the sister at Thomas it hecket* 
She, tlierefwtijliad the honour, in this * 
establish qi£rft, to have her na'me en- 
rolled with that of her husband.' The 
Mercers, it has been observed by seve- 
ral vmkMs, were settled upon and near 
the spot, u hereon then fhall and chapel 
were afterwards erected, from the ear- 
liest pcuod at which silk was intro- 
duced into the kingdom. This tvas, as 
appears by authentic records, in Ihe 
eighth century; at the dose of which, 
the- arts of weaving and embroidering 
silk haj, in the metropolis, alia moil 
great perfection ; though the silk mi 
chants, i. e. the Mercers , were mot 
enabled to become a company till the 
17 th of Richard IJ. A D. 1393, when 
they were incorporated, empowered to 
putdlKiic lands to the amount of 201. 
by the year, and took their rank as 
the first of those civic establishments. 
We could, were it necessary, which 
indeed it is not, with pleasure dwell 
upon the opulence of the mercers of 
the metropolis through every age, till 
the. decline of ihe last century, when 
their business, owing to the introduc- 
tion of other manufactures than those 
in which they dealt, seemed also to. 
decline : however, it is, wc hone and 
trust, reviving : therefore, in Inis re- 
spect, we shall rather advert to what it 
formerly was, than what it has lately 
beep, leaving the encouragement of 
that ingenious and elegant art silk- 
weaving to the taste anddisccrnmcnt of 
an enlightened and liberal public, and 
its peculiar protection to one lovely 
female compatriots, who, although 
they require adventitious decorations 
less than an y. ladies upon earth, de* 
servedlum more. 

Of aU the simps in the city of London, 
those ol the inerccr sX were formerly 


merchant rather than as a soldier. Syria 
was 'at that time the land of silk and other 
Oriental commodities. The Princess might 
have been of Acre, or, as it was then 
termed, Aeons; which will, better than in 
any* other way that wc have seen, account 
for St. Thomas, her son, having, in the above 
instance, had giver to him the topographical 
addition of his mother , rather than his pritic- 
mmh . 

t Many may yet remember the magnifi- 
cence of the Mercers' shops on Ludgatc-hill , 
w liiclr fuigiit once have been, with pfopi iety, 
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deemed the most elegant ; and of nil the 
citizens , the dealers in silks were, in (heir 
manner*, ' considered as the , most re- 
fined: indeed, we havc're«\d many au- 
thors who have stated, thaf, with them, 
civility' was frequently carried to caress : 
however, this assertion, in consideration 
how necessary it was for them to oblige 
their fair customers , we should be in- 
clined to controvert, did wc not think it 
a fault (if any) leaning so much to the 
side of suavity of manners , and that 
kind of commercial politeness which is 
-now in our shops so general, that it in- 
cluded its own defence. 

It is not here necessary to trace the 
long succession ot civic magistrates that * 
hifvc been members of the Company of 
Mercers :* but it may be proper to ob- 
serve, that they have had the honour to 
enroll among the names of their frater- 
nity those of many of the monar+hs, 

termed the MonEniv merceUt ; ahn those 
in Y ork-sti eet , Covejit-gai den, and in many 
other part* at the town. One spec 5 ?* of c.r- 
pense connected with those establishments 
we cannot help hinting at, because we al- 
ways thought it superfluous; this was their 
signs , some of which cusi many hurt® red 
pounds each. A specimen of the simplicity 
of the ancient signs of this tradr still re- 
mains one door from the west corner of 
Queen-street , Chtapside . It is a square stone, 
apparently about three feet dimension*, on 
which the viigiifs head, encircled with 
clouds (the cognizance of the Company), i* 
sculptured. 

* When any ^Member of the Mercers’ 
Company was elected tout mayor , it vvaSs 
formerly the custom to have in the inau- 
guration pmcrssion to fV f sf minster, a pa-

princes, and ngrent number of the nohi- 
lily of this kingdom. In their t ha pc l , 
the monuments of Butler Earl < If 
Ormond , Johan his Countess , Thomas 
Cavendish , &c. still remain. If is not, 
however, out infection to write a his- 
tory of the Company of Mercers; but 
alluding to the love tale which we have, 
in this speculation, introduced, we can-

Whence Thom as INywood derived the 
story of his drama, u The font e Prcn- 
ttoc'i of London , with the Conquest of 
Jerusalem” we do net know ; but it 
will be remembered, that Godfcy , the 
eldest son of the “ old Ear^of Botoign”^ 
is, in tluit piece, apprenticed to a J for- 
cer; the tnrcc (fiber sons of this nohle- 
- man are also apprenticed to three of the 
principal civic professions.* Animated 
by the sound of a drum, the young meti 
forsake their trades , take up arms, as- 
sume thc 9 cognizances of their several 
companies, ^\td proceed to the Holy Laud, 
where, after a most astonishing senes 
of event v and adventures , Gojhhly, 
the Mercery becomes King of Jeku- 
siT.rw, and his three brothers each kill 
a Pagan king , and mount his throne.

Th&fccxt member of, or, rather, 
adduion Jo, ‘this front, is a balcony of 
iron work, from the floor of which 
arises two pilasters: these, ]with their 
entablature and arched pediment, are 
of the Ionic order ; thdir inter-columns 
are filled with the- figures of Fains and 
flopr, while those of Charity and her 
three children are displayed in a niche 
under the cornice.

H AVJNGinaforraer volume* given

Besides the Moors and* the Bannians, 
and the Faquirs , which belong to both 
piofessions, the Parsecs are a sect v£ry 
considerable in India, of whom Hue tra- 
dition is, that, coming from Persia in a 
tempest, at the time that Mahomet and 
Ins followers gave laws to the Persians, 
(which they were unwilling to* submit 
to) they were driven to that distress, 
i that they almost despaired of lifg, till, 
hearing a cock Crovrt and espying fire 
at land, they recovered their hopes of 
safely, and gained a speedy arrival. The 
cock therefore is as much esteemed by 
them, as the cow is by the Bannifim , of 
the lives of both which they are the 
zealous patrons and pi electors. For 
the worshipping of the lire seems to he 
the most ancient instance of idolatry in 
the world, inasmuch, (as some think) 
that Cam, after he was banished from 
the presence ot the Lord, turned a down- 
right jdoJaloiv and then introduced the 
worship of the sww, as the best resem- 
blance he could fiiid to the glory of the 
Lord , which was wont to appear in a 
flaming light. And ln-after-tijne*, they 
worshipped jire m the eastern countries, 
as the best emblem of the sun, when it 
was absent. Nor was the vestal fire 
over more sacred, than all other fires 
arc with the Parsers ; the extinction of* 
which, if it is Voluntary, is a crime as 
heinous as if the vital heat of t \W'C0(kj r 
or some other beloved animal, were de- 
stroyed; so that if their houses were 
on fire, they would sooner be persuaded 
to pour on oil to increase, than water 
to assuage the flame. If a cand le j*

once lighted, they would judge the 
breath of him more than pestilential, 
that durst attempt to blow it out.

They own and adore one Supreme 
Bfirtg, to whom, as he is lh** original 
of all this, they dedicate the first day rd 
every month, in a solemn ohu-ivanro 
of his worship. And enjoin, besides 
the^e, some otheis (or the eclebi alien 
of public prayers. 

At their solemn festivals, whither an 
hundred or two sometimes resort, in the 
sutmibs of the city, caih man, accoiu- 
ing to his fancy ;y ( d ability, bungs with 
him his victuals, winch is equally dis- 
tributed, nlid eaten m common by all 
that are present. For they shew a firm 
affection to all of their own sentiments 
m religion, assist the poor, and aie very 
ready to provide for the suden.mcO anil 
comfort of such as want it. Their uni- 
vcnwl kindness, either in employ mg such 
as arc needy and able to work, or be- 
stowing a seasonable bounteous charity, 
to su<S as are infirm and miserable, 
leave no man destitute of relief, nor 
suffer a beggar in all their tribe; and 
herein they so far comply with that ex- 
cellent rule of Pythugorui, “ to eujoy a 
kind of community among ftieuds.” 

These Parsers are by another name 
teamed Caures , or worshipper? of fire. 
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Because of their veneration for that ele- 
ment; and were transported into Inilia , 
when CalyfOmar reduced the kingdom 
of Persia , under the power of the Ma- 
hometans ; and they profess the ancient 
religion of the Persians, But their re- 
ligion spread itself more westerly, it 
seems, than P&rsia, for the Babylonians , 
who by their religious discipline were 
engaged to the worshipping of the siin, 
did likewise, under the names of b ego 
and Shuca , adore the fire and the earth. 
And the parents of Gregory Nazianzene, 
who was born in the foiirth^cqnlury at 
Arinnzum , an obscure village belonging 
to JV'uzianzum , a town of second t'kp- 
padothi, were of a^nixt icligioa, made* 
up of Judaism and Paganism , or rather 
some select rites of both; forwiLh the 
Gentiles they did honour to fire and 
burning lights,' but rejected idols and 
sacrifices j and with the l/cic? they ob- 
served the sabbalh. But I believe what 
remmns of this cast, are most of them 
in the kingdom of the Great Mogul, 
But wc read of some in Persia of great 
anti<{inty ; for near Ycsd , m the pro- 
vince of Ayraclc, (for Ihcrmk Agtmi) 
which yields tho richest and faiiCst ta- 
pestries of all Persia , and of the world, 
and on the mountain Albors, there arc 
yet some worshippers of fire, who are 
said to have used it above :>000 years. 

They are not quite so abstemious m 
their diet ns Bannians , but supcrsti- 
(tously refuse to drink alter any stranger, 
out of the same cup. Some itindoas 
will eat of one kind of flesh, some of 
another, but all retrain Irom beef, out 
of icspect to kmc. 

In their callings they are very indus- 
irious and dihgeut, and careful to tram 
up their children to arts and labour. 
They are the principaUncn at the /<?/>« * 
in all the country, and most of the silks 
and sluflfs at Surat arc mate by their t 
hands. The high priest of the Parsees 
is called Dtsloot* their ordinary priests 
Dan-pos* or Hat hoods. 

I shall not mention their marriages,

which much resemble the manner of the 
Bannians , but proceed only to a descrip- 
tion of their way of burying, which is 
this: the noblest sepulchre which they 
fancy they cifn bestow upon them de- 
ceased fridhds, is exposing tliefn to bn 
devoured by the fowls ot the air, and 
bestowing their carcasses on the birds 
of prey. After the body is for some 
time dead, Jthc Halalchots (which arc a 
sort of sordid Indians) take and c arry 
it out upon a bier into the open Helds, 
near the place, where it is exposed to 
the fowls of heaven. When it is theio 
decently deposited upon the ground, a 
particular friend heats the Helds and 
neighbouring villages, upon the Hunt 
for a dogy till, he can find one out; auif 
having had the good luck to meet him, 
he cherishes add entices him with a cake 
of bread, which he carries iu his hand 
for that purpose, till he draw's him as 
near th*c corpse as he is able? for the 
nearer -the dog is brought to the dead 
body, the nearer are its approaches to 
felicity. And if the hungiy cut can by 
bits of cake, be brought so nigh the 
deceased, as to come up to linn, and 
take r' piece out pf Ins mouth, it is then 
an unquestionable sign that the con- 
dition he died in was very happy; but 
if the timorous dog startles at the sight, 
or Joaths the object, or being latterly 
well fed, has no stomach to that ordi- 
nary morsel, which he must snatch out 
of the dead man's jaws, the case then 
with him is desperate, and his state de- 
plorable. The poor man whom l saw, 
was, by these prognostics, very mise- 
rable, for the sturdy cur would by no 
means be enticed to any distance near 
him. When the dog has finished his 
part of the ceremony, two JJaroos , at 
n furlong’s distance from the hicr, stand 
up with joined hands, and loudly repeat, 
for near half an. hour, a tedious form 
of prnyen by heart; but with such a 
quick- dispatch, that they scarce drew 
breath all the while, as if they had been 
uiyjler some inconceivable necessity of 
running over the words in such a tune. 
AH the while they were thus gabbling, 
a piece of white paper, fastened to each 
ear, across the face, hung down two or 
three inches below the chin ; anil as they 
ended their petitions, the Halahhors 
took up the tarjrsc) and convened it to 
the repository, which wag near, all the 
company racking themselves by two 
and' two, i (Did followed it with joined 
hands. Tfhe place of sepulchre is m the 
Holds, within a wail, budl in form ul a 
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circle, about twelve feet big’ll, and about 
au hundred in the circumference $ in the 
middle of which wan a door ot stone, 
about six feel from the ground, which 
wan open to admit the corpse. The 
grouud, within the walls is raised above 
1'Mir feet, and made shelving towards 
the corner, that the filth and mojs-ture, 
which are drained continual!) from the 
carcasses, nia^ by an easy passage de- 
scend into a sink made in the middle to 
receive it. The corpse, therefore, was 
Jeft hcic, and ail tl>c company departing 
thence, betook themselves to a rivulet 
that run near Lho place for ablution, to 
cleanse themselves' (tom what defile- 
ments, on this melancholy occasion, M 
they might have contracted, and retired 
after w aids to their proper habitations 
in the city, fioni whence this place is 
dtotaut about a mile. But within the 
space of a day or two .after, some of 
flic nearest relatives return again hither, 
to observe which of the eyes ol' their 
deceased friend was, first picked out by 
the hungry vultures; ami if they find 
that the right eye was first seized on, 
this bodes undoubted happiness; if the 
Jeft, they then aie sorrowful, for that 
is a dreadful sign of hisjnisery. * 

The Pursers arc very mc<5 hi the pre- 
servation of their hair, and careful to 
preserve whatever is cut off their heads 
or beards, that nothing of it he lost or 
carelessly thrown about, but once a year 
lie decently laid in their burying-place. 
A description of which, though it be 
drest with nothing but horror, yet may 
hero properly be inserted. 

Tiie burymg-yl>ac6 of the Parsers is 
an object of l he most dreadful, and ot 
the most horrid prospect in the world, 
mid much more frightful than a field 01 
slaughtered men. It contains a number 
ot carcasses of very different disagree- 
able colours aud aspects. Some are 
seen there bleeding ircsb, but so torn 
by the vultures that crowd upon the 
walls, that they resemble that of a 
death's head, with the eye-halls out, 
and dll the flesh upon the cheeks picked 
, off. And on the tleshy part o** the body, 
where the ravenous bird tasted a more 
delicious morsel, are eaten several large 
boles, and all the skin on every part vs 
mangled nnd torn by the sharp beaks 
of these devouring creatures. Here was 
a leg, and there an arm; here Jay half, 
and there I he quarter of a man. Some 
looked as it they were* partly Jell), 
others were hardened like tanned leather, 


by the various operations of the sun and 
weather upon them. Here lay ono 
picked as clean as a skeleton ; near that 
another, with the akin in some, parts 
green, in others yellow, and the whole 
so discolouied, as if all within were 
putrefaction. A •fight terrible enough' 
almost to affright au hungry vulture 
from his pr6y. But these birds are most 
delighted with these d(im&Lobjci*Ls, aud 
that noisome smell, which evaporates 
from the dead corpse ■affords a pleasant 
odour to their senses. The stench of 
the bodies, js intolerable, and of malig- 
nity sufficient to strike any man dead 
that would endure it; and jet the vul- 
tures chuse to sit to the lecviard upon 
Hie wall** luxurious!/ to suck up and 
indulge their smell with these deadly 
foul vapours. Some of these glutted 
birds were so cloyed and /'rammed with 
human flesh, that they seemed scarce 
able to take wing, ^and the feathers of 
others were much moulted away, by 
this kind of rank feeding. 

Besides the manner ot burying, in use 
with fhe Parsers ,* near Surat , there 
arc othejr eastern nations who have 
peculiarly affected the entombing their 
dead bodies in animals. The inhabi- 
tants of Pegu reckon him happy, whose 
fate it is to be devoured by u crocodile . 
And the natives foriiktly, near the 
mouth of the Ganges , if weary of this 
life by /ickocss or old age, committed 
themselves to be devoured by the dog- 
fish, as the safest passage to their future 
felicity. 


* Of this mode of burial, Sir James Mac- 
in iosii thus express himself: 

“ For nearly as the feelings, which pro- 
duce this mode of disposing of the dead, ap- 
proach to those win oh lend to the common 
pi acticr of interment, there is, perhaps, none 
at which our Habitual sentiments aicmoie 
apt to revolt; but i four own mode of huual 
was a new piftctice^to be examined for the 
fir^t time, it is not without cin umstances ab- 
horrent to the»r ; feelings, which might make 
it seem to be an obscure and gloomy impri- 
sonment of the sacred remains of the dead ”

The kind of writ of summons, so de- 
rogatory from the piivilegtx granted 
to the barons before the conquest, was 
noou laid aside* aud the privilege of 
acting by proxy has not been interfered 
with for centuries. 

It further will appear, that the sover- 
eigns of ting land having dcsitlcd from 
interfering with the pi it i leges granted 
to the barons before the Conquest, have 
since confirmed 4bfem by I he forma lived 
in granting patents of peerage, and m 
calling up peers by writ.

ancient force of authority being rc-cs- % 
tablidied in all patents ot creation and 
writs of surqinon**, two consequences 
follow ; 

1st, 'J'liat the privilege of attending 
as a peer by proxy flowed as a grant 
from the prerogative of the crown be- 
fore the conquest, and is antecedent to 
the common law. — 2d, That it being 
a privilege not inherent m the peerage, 
ex vi necessitatis or ex vi convcmentia 
hut derivative from the crown, it can- 
not be annulled by any vote of any 
member of the lords in parliament, nor 
by all the lords assembled together.

1 s 4il. and to pay him mteicst 
npou it ai 3 pci cent* per .inumn, he 
would then receive the ys, line yeai> 
interest of 2001. and would be s\nd to 
possess 6‘K> # >!.

The interest on stock is usually called 
a dividend; for as the name of slock 
was given to the capital of the national 
debt, horn its smnlaiify m many pai- 
ticulars, especially m that of transfer, to 
the capitals or stocks of the great com- 
mercial companies, such as the com- 
pany of the Bank, and the East India 
company ; so (ho interest which the 
former beats, has been called a dividend ; 
as the interest borne by this lattei , being 
derived from the divided shaics ot their 
profits, had received that appellation. 

The dividends are also called annu- 
ities, and under this term tiny are sepa- 
rated into pci pel uni annuities, redeem- 
able at the option of government, and 
terminable or u redeemable annuities 
which exist lot only a ccitain number 
of years, and annually absorb m the 
iuLeiest, a portion of the capital. 

The following are the pnncipal per- 
petual government annuities,* and the 
stocks of the principal public compa- 
nies.

I N contemplating the numerous and 
\annps improvements of this age, 
wc have had frequent occasion to ob- 
serve, I hat many titcran / works ha\e 
> been produced, and have, consequently, 
received the estimable sanction of pub- 
lic approbation that will, from their 
elegante and utility , ici^am to remote 
posterity, as specimens of our excellence 
in two arts , wltich exhibit species of 
refinement indicative, at once, *ot eoa* 
quisite taste iflid extensive patronage . 
These aris &rc tvpoc,h\phy and lv- 
o r a v t n i. , whose f tismiat ing powers have 
formed so intimate a combination, that, 
from their union , the productions of the 
British pr*ss have domed a new ihu- 
racter , and have, in very many insfanccs, 
hccome mon mi fnis far more lasting 
than I hose of sculptured marble or brass. 
These observations, which, with addi- 
tional commendations of the author , 
respecting his laborious research for, 
and judicious arrangement of, his mate- 
rials, may he particularly applied to the 
work now hefoic us, the typography 
of which is beautifully correct , and the 
cngiai mgs uniformly elt ^ant y lead us to 
theiccollcction of some other*! hut have, 
in embellish minis, been its precuisors, 
though they Embrace the same kind 
of subjects, and have emanated from 
the same class of literature, namely, 
biography. Upon this species of writrng, 
as connected with history and geogra- 
phy, wo shall, therefore, offer a few 
remarks. 

(I lxi ru. history, says the alle- 
goi y, is an auciciil and veneiable Tin b, 
winch had its toot in tljr oriental , nnd, 
in a long but cession of ages, gpicad its 
Irani he\ over the occidental world. 
Ofthcse, in piocess of tune, iwo weic 
Ohscivcd to Jlourtsh and exp.nd more 
I ban the rest: to afford greater p'ea- 
sure to the inquisitive, and g rente in 
st met ion to the philosophic mind; to 
be engrafu d upon the ironk o1*triit , i, 
and nurtured by the divine radiance of 
g'niuss to fdrelih their arms on the 
one side to hit’ll antiquity , and on the 
other to point Ip remote posterity, and 
in their haves to unfold the circum- 
stances and systems of men and coun- 
tries ; it wits, therefoie, determined to 
designate the one Bio\japhy, and the 
othej irccgrrphy, und to consider jHicm 


as the grand supporters of their historic 
cal parent . 

From this allegorical sower, and 
those gre?t divisions , which have again? 
been divided ami subdivided ad infinitum , 
have ( whatsoever forms either may have 
assumed] emanated all the instruction 
and all the amusement that have, in 
continual succession# descended from 
age to age We shall, however, at 
present, wave any further observations 
upon the ancient trunk , and one of the 
bramhts , in order to turn our attention 
Ip the other, biography. This, from 
the causes to which we have, in the 
beginning of this article, alluded, lus, 
we conceive, been rendered more fjetu- 
tinrly interesting than at any other pe- 
riod. 

Of the fruth of tins proposition, we 
must repeat, wc consider this work as a 
cAqffrmaLion ; und, therefore, rather 
with a view to excite, than from a 
desire, by our Inisty remarks, to gra- 
tify the curiosity of the public, wc 
shall- proceed to give such ail account 
of it as our lime and space will per- 
mit. 

• Nir Julius. Caesar, of whom Mr. 
Granger says, that “ he was not only 
one of the best civilians, but also one of 
the best men of Ins time; whose parts 
and industry rendered him an ornament 
to Ins profession , and hts gieat cha- 
rity and benevolence an ornament to 
human nature ; was the son of Cassar 
Adelmare, of Tieviso, in Italy* who 
having taken the degree of M. 1). 
came into England in 1550; and, alter 
piactising with great success, he be- 
came physician to Queen Mary 1. and 
Queen Elizabeth, and ultimately ar- 
rived at the head of Ins profession. 

His eldest son, the Mib]ect of this 
Memoir, was bom at Tottenham, in 
l5 »7 ; and having lo^t his father when 
hewn* only twelve yean of age, was 
educated in the Protestant religion, by 
the care and attention of hts nmihei ; 
from which cause he was enabled to, 
become a student at Oxfoiri, at which 
university he took his deg ice of master 
of arts in 1578. He then went to Paris 
>o. finish his studies as a r.vihan, where 
U piorecdcd bachelor,' licentiate, and 
d< * tor of b Jth laws, and received the 
complimentary appointment of advo- 
cate in the Parliament of Paris; but 
rclnrnmg to ljiiglaud, it does not ap- 
pear that he ever again quilted hi* 
native country, to wh tn he a iter wauls 
became so great nu ornament. 
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He received hie first professional em- 
ployment at London, m 15.81, hem** 
appointed ** justice of the peace in all 
cases of piracy, and such like, through- 
.out the land,'* chancellor to the royal 
peculiar of St. Catharine's, and married 
the daughter of Hichard Martin*, alder- 
man, and afterward* thrice lord mayor of 
London. This very respectable connexion 
introduced him to the corporation, and 
the situation of “ counsellor to the city 
of London," commissary ot Essex, [lei ts, 
and Middlesex; and, tu 1581, he arrived 
at the dignity of judge of the court of 
Admiralty; the slenderness of the pro- 
fits of which office, however respect- 
able, induced “ The humble sule of 
Hr. CiTsar, judge of the Admiralty, to 
her Ynobt excellent Maj< sly , l(i Martii, 
1587 in which it is requested, 

“ That it may please her Mad** to 
graunt unto the said Caesar, and to Jus 
assigns, by lease in reversion, willuyiL 
fync, such and so manic of her mamfors, 
faudes, tenementes, and hereditaments, 
as shall amount unto the clcere yearly 
valcwc of one hundred markes, or 
thereabouts, for the terme ot fourtib 
yeares, the said Cirsar yielding there- 
fore the accustomed rents % 

“ Or els, that it may please her 
Ma t,e to give Imn the graunt oi the first 
dcaniy that shall hill voyde, either of 
Yorke, or of Durham, or ol Bath and 
Wells, or of Winchester. 

“ Or els, that it may please her 
Ma ,lc to graunt unto him I lie first hos- 
pitall that shall become voyde of these 
three; >t.

in 1589, we find l)r. Ciesar making 
heavy compfaiuts upon the [midships 
of his situation, “ the circumstances, 
however, of which it is impossible pre- 
cisely to conceive. A judge relieving 
the wants ot poor suitors in his court 
from his own puise; expending four 
thousand pounds more than lus profits 
(a sum equal, at least, to ten thousand 
now), m seven years, on occasion of 
actual public scivicc; and sacrificing 
his interests and bis comforts to an 


high .sense of duty; arc phenomena 
which we cannot hope to solve, and 
which, in these days, must be utterly in- 
comprehensible by any class ot pro- 
fessors of law, however acute in tho 
discerning of things invisible, and in the 
understanding ot tlntigs unintelligible 
to all interior faculties," 

But that these fads did ocdSr, in the 
conduct of Sir Julius Ctrsar, is very 
evident, from three curious letters writ- 
ten by him to Sir Er«mcu» Walsmgham, 
the Countess of Warwick, and Lord 
Uurghlcy, which are inserted at length, 
commencing ai page 15 of the work 
before us. •» 

The* period from 1591 to 1595 seems 
f!c> nave befn more propitious to this 
worthy man; for we find Uim appointed 
to the reversion of master of St. Cathe- 
rine's, a justice of the peace for Mid- 
dlesex, tieasurerot the loiter Temple, 
und governor of the mine and battery 
works throughout England and Wales. 
In 1596, he succeeded to the absolute 
possession of the mastership. 

Many unpleasant circumstances from 
this time occurred to lender the life of 
Sir Julius *iinoo intertable, and among 
these the cnpric.ous conduct of the 
queen was not the teast: the editor has, 
with ereat punctuality, inserted them ; 
and as otu limits will not %|low us suf- 
ficient space to detail them here, wc 
refer the leader to the work itself for 
more ample ami curious informal ion. 

The new sovereign James, how- 
ever, found in Sir Julius a valuable 
acquisition • he discovered in him a cor- 
rect, an honest man, and a true sub- 
ject, and as he found, so he rewarded. 
In 1610 the king granted to him, by 
patent under the great seal, the revi- 
sion of the office of master of the 
rolls, of which he took possession in 
1614. 

He continued *in this post till his do- 
cease in 1636, aged seven! y-mne, and 
was huned in the church oi St. Helen, 
the (Heat, Bishopsgate-strcet, where a 
singular monument remains to Ins me- 
mory, of which fac-similcs arc engraved 
on two plates, to ornament the book. 

The character of this great civilian 
is taken from Lloyd’s 4 iV <tate Woi lilies, f 
and forms an appropiiatc climax to the 
subject. 

The volume contains the poi traits of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Coke; 8ir Thomas 
Caesar, baron of the Exchequer; Henry 
4’xsar, dean of Ely ; 8ir Charles Caisai, 
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master of the rolls ; Lady Jane Caesar, 
his wife ; Sir John Cxsar ; Charles 
ticsar, esq. ; Joanuu Caesar ; Sir Thomas 
LevenThorpe; Mrs. Dorothy Weutwortii; 
Mrs. Mary Masters ; Sir G lies' Alhng- 
ton ; Hildebrand, last Lord Allmgton $ 
Chas. Ca*snr, treasurer of the navy, amt 
M. P.for Hertford; ( liarlcs Caesar, iisq.; 
and Henry^Ciesar, Esq.oue nt the cursi- 
tors for London and Middlesex; of all 
whom the Editor has furnished consi- 
derable anecdotes from authentic papei s. 
At the ton elusion is a very curious his- 
torical tract, denominated 44 Numkrus 
Infaustus ; a short View of the unfor- 
tunate Reigns ofiSixKiugs of Eng land,” 
who were the second of their uanu\ 
written by Chiles, grand# on of fur 
Julius Caesar ; s in which he gives anec- 
dotes of William II. Henry 11. Edwuid 
II. Richard II. Charles II. and James, 
11. The conclusion of this tract is sin- 
gular ; it is thus : 9 

44 Thus you have a brief epitome 
of the unfortunate reigns of six of our 
English niouarchs, since William the 
Conqueror. 

44 The first broke his neck. The se- 
cond broke his hcait; alkof them broke 
their vows to God and their promises 
to their subjects. The first of them 
came to an untimely end ; the second 
died with trouble ot mind ; the two next 
were deposed, and violently put to 
death ; the fifth died suddenly of an 
apoplexy or poison ; the sixth dethroned 
*" lmnself, lives « miserably, and in all 
human probability will die unhappily. 

* 4 1 wish all those who desire to he 
called piotestants, would undci stand 
their owu happiness, and joyfully uud 
thankfully acknowledge it to God, to 
live under a protectant king and a pro- 
testant queen (William and Maryj, a 
blessing rare in tke^e kingdoms, ami 
not known for many years past. God 
grant them a long and prosperous 
, reign, attended with all the instances of 
glory and felicity ; that under their 
auspicious influence true religion may 
flourish, ami detestable popery^ may 
for ever be banished out of these king- 
doms.” 

Our province is now to notice the 
ariangement of the perioi mancc, and 
its diction; the first merits applica- 
tion, and the whole seems to he drawn 
up with great judgment, from scarce 
family and other documents The only 
oiror we notice is ill the Introduction; 

* where the pronoun / penuries the 


whole, without a signature to know 
who 1 means— it certainly would have 
been better, had we been substituted. 

Independently of these, wc recommend 
the work ,tq public patronage, as a 
valuable acquisition to the library, to 
individual study, and general approba- 
tion — and it is no small addition to its 
praise, and confirmation of its men!, 
that it is dedicated, by permission, to 
the present Master of tiic Rolls.

It has ever been our wish (as it is 
our duty) to give publicity to tracts 
calculated to promote the interests of 
Religion and Morality ; interests in 
whsqh every person is concerned, by 
which we arc all intimately conuected, 
and from which, every deviation, how- 
ever alluring it may seem, is 44 thie 
downhill path that leadeth to destruc- 
tion.” For these reasons, it was with 
great satisfaction wc observed the esta- 
blishment of -e society, whose object 
was the suppress on of vice ; and also 
of another, whose tendency was 

— 44 to reclaim our youth, 

And set tlicir passions oil the side of truth. 1 * 

The Papers, that, under the title of 
44 Sund\t Headings,” were published 
by the latter, were most admirably cal- 
culated to fui ther the pious and moral 
purposes of the ‘institution ; they form 
a theological and ethical code, in which 
speculation is reduced to practice , and, 
dI course, have become a valuable ad- 
dition to nig in us instruction and mo- 
ral literature . Impressed with this idea, 
we were, when the volume wc now con- 
template was put into our hands, 

f >leas *d !o observe, that the author has 
abou red to the same end, by means in 
many respects similar to those of the 
writers of the papers to which we have 
alluded ; for, niter having made an 
apologetic observation on the threshold 
of hi* introduction, he further .says, 

44 I hope and trust that a candid and 
generous public will do me the justice 
to admit, that whatever may be the 
result, at least my intentions" in offer- 
ing the following Essays to their pr- 
imal, are good and hmhblc, and that 
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my real aim isTo encottragc my fellow - 
citizens to emulate quell oilier m head- 
ing the pleasant paths of viitue and 
tiue religion; am! that their only con- 
gest may be, which may be the most 
' useful, and consequently the most va- 
luable members in the dmununity. 
Then, indeed, shall we be a happy peo- 
ple, under the government of a good 
and gracious fcing : and all patties lor 
ever burying in oblivion their former 
animosities, shall individually, do their 
utmost to increase the happiness of all 
around them ; and as our beloved so* 
vereign descends into the winter of life, 
to comfort and rejoice his heart, by 
finding that lie possesses such good and # 
loyal subjects.” « 

• A work undertaken in consequence 
of such sentiments and such feelings, 
carries with it its own redvmmendalioit , 
It consists, as is stated in (he title, of 
Iwmty Essays, which, from the dale of 
each of them, seem, like the Speltqloi s, 
lo have been published at different pe- 
riods, and to have been very properly 
collected and arranged in the form that 
they now appear. Whether this he so or 
Dot, is not very material, as it is (he 
matter rather than the form of # this 
volume that is the object of our present 
speculation ; and in this respect we can- 
not characterize it better than by let- 
ting our author speak for himself. 

“ My scut i meats,” he in his first 
number observes, “ will be conveyed 
in a plain unaffected manner, not aspir- 
ing to bo eloquent, but rather to V un- 
derstood by the most unlearned of my 
readers. - 1 must premise, tiiat on one 
particular subject I may reckon upon 
being considered as an unfashionable 
writer, for the reason that that subject 
to me is highly interesting, I mean the 
warmth with which I may he induced 
frequently to make mention of my ab- 
horrence of the principles of the whole 
race of sceptical writers; atu^in the 
best manner 1 am able l shall point out 
the miscluef they have done, and may 
continue to do iii lhe.iiitelicctual world. 
And to this remark 1 must add, that 
lit y late learned friend^ and mast able 
coadjutor ip that arduous task, will be 
Dr. Beattie, whose Essay on Truth has 
immortalized bis name.” 

To repretfsvjhe TpiscliicvotLs and irre- 
ligious principles of those model n free- 
thinkers* i9 certainly a task as arduous, 
as its undertaking is laudable ; indeed 
the whole scope and tendency of this 
work is, as the author slates, the pio-

I’hom a due consideration that im- 
provement? may be made on the best 
models, we are iifduced to give these 
two volumci a place in our Review 
and, as the author justly observes in 
bis preface, froth the evident utility of 
the undertaking, and the obvious ne- 
cessity there is* for it in a commercial 
country like this, it appears surprising, 
that hitherto there has been no success- 
ful attempt made to make young per- 
sons at schools thoroughly acquainted 
with the rudiments of arithmetic, atul 
io initiate them into the various calcu- 
lations which are practised in trade.

Tins volumes connected with many 
historical facts not altogether known, is 
curious, and deserves a place in the li- 


brary. It serves to illustrate what may 
be called the chivalry of the country, 
nud brings to view the bravery, gal- 
lantry, and munificence of our ances- 
tors. The author seems to have taken 
great pains m the labour of research ; 
and though, of itself, a mere chronolo- 
gical catalogue of Heralds and^ Potirsui- 
vants would be dry and uninteresting to 
the general reader, yet, with the anno- 
tations ot the compiler, it may serve ns 
a book of reference corresponding with 
the different data of remarkable events, 
or, rather, ns an illumined roll of the 
lives of our English kings 

The Preliminary Dissertation deserves 
r grcat praise ; and Lhc etymology of 
surnames 1? very curious. The author 
says, that “ Surnames were taken by 
the Welch people at the recommenda- 
tion of those wlio presided in the courts 
ot justice^; leaving, thciefoie, their 
ancient method bf giving a genealogy 
after their baptismal names, with up 
between each of their ancestors, they 
dropped the a, and placed the p to the 
name they had adopted for their family 
one; which is the reason why we have 
so many names which begin with the 
letter p, as Parry, Price, Progcr, Pugh, 
Fricnard, Powell, &c. formed from 
Harry, Reece, Roger, Hugh, Richard, 
Howell,” 

A mong other historical farts collected 
in this volume, is a remarkable account, 
by which it appears, that the poursui- 
vant whose lot it was to convey the 
body of King Richard the llld from 
Bosworth-ficld, was Blanc Sanglicr , or 
IVhite Boar , called by Trusscl Blanc 
Seniglcer, the king's own poursuivant 
at arms, i. c. so before he became a 
sovcieign, and probably, as the author 
says, • for that reason, fixed upou to 
perform this office ; we shall give our 
readers the following extract : 

“ When Henry, Karl of Richmond, 
came L<^ claim the crown, Richard was 
in the middle of thcVmgdom, surrounded 
with all the ensigns of majesty ; on that 
day which closed his reign and life he 
wore his crown ; jig doubt but he had 
many of his heralds with him amidst all 
this splendor. , It appeal s by Peck’s 
Desiderata Curiosa, that 4 when Richatiji 
was clupc to Bos worth, to.fight Henry, 
Karl of Richmond, he sent & pursuivant 
to the Lord Staufey, who hovered with 
his followers near the armies, to come 
to join huh i which if he refused, lie 
swore that he would strike olFIns son’s 
head, whom be had then in his hand as 
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fin hostage for bis' father's good be- 
haviour. The Lord Stanley answered, 
that if he did so, he had more sons 
whereat King Richard commanded in- 
continent to bchcade him; but his 
counsellors persuading that i J was now 
time to ^fight and not for execution, it 
was forborne.' Stow, in Ins Chronicle, 
acquaints us that, after the battle of 
Bosworth, * tlffewholc cnmp removed to 
the town of Leicester, as he gorgeously 
the day before with pompc dcpaited 
out of the same towne ; for his body was 
naked to the skinne, not so much as one 
clout about him, and was trussed bchipde 
a pursuivant of armes, like a hogge or 
calfe; the bead and' arms hanging on 
o«e side of the horse, and tlte legs on 
the other side, and all sprinkled with 
my re and blood, was brought to the 
Grey Friars’ Church, within the towne, 
and there homely buried, when he had 
reigned two years, two months, jyffi one 
day.' There was something unmanly 
and indecent in this usage of a fallen 
enemy, though that enemy had been 
most criminally ambitious and cruel, 
llis body at last, by the charity of the 
Grey Friars,’ was buried in the chinch 
belonging to their monastery, but with- 
out any of the pageantry due to royalty. 
Henry the Seventh, sometime after- 
wards, erected a tombol variouscoloured 
marbles^ with his effigies in alabaster. 
The monastery being destroyed, the 
stone coffin in which his body had bepu 
laid, was taken away, and used as a 
trough to water the horses at an inn.’' 

YVc must notice, among our extracts, 
a very curious at tide, from the head of 
Provincial Kings Clarenceux, Geo. 1st 
—Knox Ward, Esq. 

•“ Descended from the Wards seated 
at YY T olvcrston Hall, in Suffolk : he re- 
sided in the parish of Hackney, at (lie 
time of purchasing this place ol his pre- 
decessor, Sir John Vauhrug, knight, to 
whom hegavc 2000 k for his resignation ; 
an acceptable sum to the Vanbrug fa- 
mily, as Hr John died almost immediately 
after. It was a very illiberal usage in 
the deputy earl marshal to present utter 
strangers to all the superior offices in 
tfie college at this period ; Mr. YY'ard, 
was probably not much better read in 
wlmt related to the science of arms, than 
his predecessor j in every other respect, 
cither personal or mental, he was much 
his inferior. A curious circumstance 
arose through him; being a question in 
law,. whether it was requisite to gne 
{he hyraldic name JU i a member 'of Lhc 
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college, in a proceeding in the courts of 
Westminster? Clarcnceiiv, a widower, 
had contracted a second with a person of 
the name of Holt ; but refusing to marry 
her, she had sued him for damages, by the 
name and addition of Knox Ward, Ksq. 
only; to which he pfeaded in Michaelmas 
term, 8 George the second, 19 abatement, 
that the late king by letters patent 
under the great seal, dated 29th June, 

1 1 fh ofhis reign, had created him king 
at arms, and principal herald of the 
south, east, and west parts of England, 
and given hyn the name of Clarcnccux 
to hold during pleasure. The cause being 
pleaded, it was urged, that iu the matter 
yf llrooke, York, agaiust Del hick, Gar- 
ter, in lJflary teim, 3# Elizabeth, in an 
action for words, the defendant, not being 
named Garter principal Ling at arms in 
the proceeding, demurred ^ w hen Judges 
Gawdv and Popbain held, that lie was 
named well enough, if 'the suit was 
brortght against him as a private man : 
but if lie was sued, or were to sue, for 
any thing concerning his office, it should 
be otherwise. Gawdy, separately speak- 
ing, sard„lhough it were otherwise ruled 
iu the court tipon an indictment, yet it 
had always been against his opinion.’ 
Judge Fenner then held, that it was a 
name of dignity, and parcel of his name 
as knight, and therefor# he ought to 
have been named by it in every .suit, 
otherwise it should abate; and il ac- 
cordingly did so. The court, taking 
this as a case in point,*defci mined that* 
ill this of Mr. Ward’s, the words, ‘(’l.ircn- 
ccnx king alarms,' were not an addition, 
hut a part ofhis name; and according 
to Sir William DeLhiek’s case, gave 
judgment to abate the lull. The deter- 
mination was undoubtedly just, but it 
could not do away the dishonourable 
conduct of Chircnc 6 ux m giving causes 
to commrnce # such att action. Hr died 
at his scat, near Ipswidi, September W, 
1741; his remains being conveyed to 
Wolvcrston, and buried in that chinch, 
on Sunday evening, October 4th. * He 
married, July 22 , i 729, Miss ftcttlclon, 
of Halifax, in Yorkshire, by whom he 
had issue. His eldest sou and heir in- 

* “ It is evident, by the manuscript 
Anecdotes or Remarks upon the Heralds, 
hy the late Mr. Brooke, Somerset, that he 
supposed Clarenceux Ward was meant for 
the person mentioned in Pope’s couplet : 

4 Given to the fool, the mad, the vain, the 
evil ; 

To YVard, to Waters, Chartres, or the devift’ 
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ht'iilrd flic manors of Gosebee’s, in the 
pa: isii <ii Slanway, awl Here church, 
ali. s West Domlaud, in the parish of 
that name, with its appendages Monk- 
week, near Colchester, both in LliC coun- 
tj of Essex : and probably other estates 
uhirh Clarenreux had purchased. 

The note" however, ^ i ves the disgrace 
to John Ward,* of Hackney, Esq. M.P. 
who bnn*j prosecuted by I he Dutchess 
of Buckingham, and convicted of for- 
gery, was first expelled the house, and 
then stood in the ptlloi y, op the nth of 
3V1 arch, 1 727. lie was suspected of join- 
ing in a conveyance with Sir John 
Blunt, to secrete 5^,000]. of that direcj 
tor’s estate, forfeited to the ( South-Sc£ 
Company, by act of parliarneht. The 
company recovered the50,000!. against 
Ward ; hut lie spt up prior conveyances 
of his real est.de, to his brother and his 
son, and concealed all his personal, which 
was computed to be 150,0601. These 
conveyances being also set aside, by a 
bill in chancery. Ward was imprisoned, 
and hazarded the forfeiture of his life, 
bv not giving in his effects till the last 
day, which was that of bis pxam illation. 


During hi* confinement, his amusement 
was, to give poison to cats and dogs, and 
see them expire by slower or quicker 
torments. To sum up the worth of this 
gentleman afc the several acras of Ins 
1 1 fc : al his standing in the pillory, he was 
worth above 200,0001. ; at his comtnil- 
ment to prison, he was worth 150,0001. : 
but has been so farduniimhed in his repu- 
tation, as to be thought a worse man by 
50 or 60,0001.” Pope mentions him in 
several other parts of bis work. Before 
1 speak of the Wards, I shall remark 
that F. Chartres died in Scotland, in 
1731, aged 62; his widow, at Edinburgh, 
January 3, 1733 ; he was still more in- 
* famous than Ward. Mr. Waters’s life is 
not given’ • 

Upon the whole, we have been very 
much gratified with our perus'd of this 
volume; and we Lrust that, 1 from the 
extracts we hhve given in the small 
space •allotted us, oui readers may en- 
tertain reasonable hopes of being* able 
to glean much useful information from 
its pages, by selecting the narrative 
from a dry and uninteresting genealogy 
of heralds and poursuivants. G. B.

from this event, an attachment between 
the pat tics arises. 

We are now presented with the view 
of a Spanish amphitheatre, and a bull- 
fight. 

We have then views of Cadiz Har- 
bour; qf dhanklia Chine, in the Isle of 
Wight; of Cansbrook Castle; and of 
the Bar Gate of Southampton; of the 
Bricklayers’ Arras and Turnpike, on 
the Deptford Hoad; and, eventually, 
of a grand launch at Deptford. 

We have now a Barber’s and a Gro- 
cer’s £hop ; then a view of Mount 
jEt»a;*and, lastly, of Cupid’s Bower, 
where all ih v e enamoured parties are 
made happy, and the piece terminates. 

,The Pantomime, upon the whole, is 
gotpp in a very splendid style, and was 
received with great applause. The ma- 
nagement *o t a cabbage, and its "ve- 
getable appendages, by Grimaldi, was 
one of the best tricks* that we have 
seen for many years.

Don Alzano (Mr, Holland)"! who deplores 
the death ofliw mistress, the Pruyes* Alta- 
mira, is in tcccK-ihle to any tiling like plea- 
miic, ami deaf to th** voice of cohwlation.

Al/.uno can (tank only of Altanura ; it 
is her image w hich remains lived inliis ima- 
ginat'nn and lus heart. At length, a black, 
called .Miwaf, the slave of Vat in on i, but who 
is n leputed •'Oiceiei, possessed of the most 
potent puw eis of magic, pi ek nds that he Call 
be ah k to •’ ivei t Don Alzano fiomlut fiuit- 
le^ passion, and, in the ruins of Vortici, at 
the ui'taiK e of his mas^r, in the presence Of 
Alzann, produces various demons, as proof 
ot lus skill in the magic art; and further 
promises to bring before him a supernatural 
being, who shall have all the charms^ and 
even the form and features, of the de reused 
Princess Altammi. Don Alzano receives 
this olTcr with iranspoit; and a beautiful 
female form appears, enveloped m a'circura- 
ambient magic mist, displaving all the co- 
lours of tiie prism. The fign re comes for- 
ward, and is the very image of Altanura. 
She calls hcrsell Ai roua ; and tells Alza- 
no, that she was crealea a celestial spirit 
to be his companion, and for bis delight, 
ami that hei existence hi ust cease the instant 
he feels love for any otner being. Don Al- 
zano professes die pmest passion ; and, at 
the invitation of Aurora, hastens from the 
rums of Portia, and embarks for hei en- 
chanted habitation. 

The second act begins with a mrtst beauti- 
ful scene of a palace brilliantly illuminated, 
where a lady, railed Lameiiliua, beloved by 
Valinom, whom she rejects, being hei self in 
love with Alzano, pursues the latte r in dis- 
guise, ar.d seeks to deter linn From the pnrsuit 
of phantoms, and endeavours to persuade 
him that the beautiful Aurora is not a super- 
natural being, but a creature of the sorcerer's, 
made to practice oil his credulity ; and on 
this impression sheuiges him to stab Auroia, 
who, she remarks, if she should prgve a su- 
pernatural -pint, would be irapprvious to 
the point of ( tie dagger. Alzano, although 
lie does not pursue this course, yet accuses 
Aurora of decept son, sends her from him, and 
reproaches die black Musaf with having de- 
ceived him. J u an instant, the lights of the 
illuminated apaitment are extinguished, and 
fttu^af asks Alzano if he will believe bi» 
poweisof magic if he may be abb: to pro- 
duce to him the teal Ahaiinra ; with winch 
proof of his skill and sincerity Alzano pro- 
mises to be satisfied ; and after some con- 
jurations ti>ed by Musaf, a pyramid rises 
from the ground, on the sarcophagus of winch 
ytknds the shade of Altanura, which Alzano 
views with aj-ton^lmient and adoration. De 
asks 'permission to address the phantom; to 


which the black consents ; and Alzano en- 
quires whether lie shall reject the beauties 
of the living, in honour of the dead. ^Tlifc 
shade of Altanura tells him to consult his 
heart; and the pedestal sinks into tin? 
earth. Tnrough the inacliitruions of Lau- 
rentinn, the Inquisition is by this tune mad ft 
acquainted with the practices ot Mdsaf, 
who, together w rth Aurora, aro* summoned 
to attend the tribunal. Don Alzano, wills 
a noble gallantry, promises his protection 
to her, as a woman, against the arts of Lan- 
reutina, and the parties meet before the holy 
fathers; wlteri Lauicntma produces her 
charge, and Aurora, who is coveicd with 
mantle, picseub, by the hand of Musaf, it 
scroll to the (irand inquisitor, w*ho, oil 
neriufing it, orders her freedom, to the asto- 
f ljulunciif o| the enraged Laureutina. who 
now accuses (he Inquivifbr of injustice and 
partiality ; wfu'ii, at length, the mantle is le- 
moved from the supposed Aurora, and the 
Princess Aitamifa ns discovered; the scroll 
containing the mandate of the King, her 
father, to release* her, and explaining that 
the design of Altamira had been to try thfr 
affection apd constancy of her lover, aided 
by the art of the black Musaf, the faithful 
servant of the Princess, and who now ap- 
pears to have used no magic but th it wIikIi 
skill and science had furnished for his con- 
trivances. Edbrentinn now kneels at the 
feet of her Princess, Altanura, and obtain;, 
forgiveness The black Musaf receives his 
rewaitl in the complete happiness ot which 
licw as the t hief insti u incut. 

Thus ends a piece which, wc think, 
our ready™ will consider to teem with 
interest. Curiosity is powerfully kept 
awake during’ the performance ; anil the 
mind, at length, is gratified hy finding 
that it has not been the sport of vnm 
impossibilities; while the moral, or, 
rather, the chastity of the piece, must 
be acceptable to a!l true lovers , as the 
virtue ot coast Aflrcv, so much required 
by the ladies, is displayed in the most 
pure and elegant •language, not ex- 
ceeded hy ihi^t of apy /Vwci/fl' of the 
thirteenth century.* To assist the Ma- 
gic JJririe, the magic of swrol sounds u,m 
not wanting, composed hy Mr. Uoin 
with great taste. The overture was 
deservedly applauded. 

The magic .Aurora is new to the 
stage; and the' spirit of the part was 
kept up, in ils pure cthcrial essence, by 
Mis. Edwin, who has much dangcrona 
magic in her eyes and action. Mr** 
Powell performed with all her usual, 
discrimination and judgment, and gave 
every effect Jo hPr oart. Ra> monel 
exhibited a skilful delineation of cha- 
racter in the Pluck Musaf; and Knight, 
id the comic part ol an attendant on 
Yulinoni, shewed sprae colourings of 
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character from nature. Holland did like 
justice to Alznno. 

To the praise of originality, Mr. 
Fkettington may justly lay a claim, as 
the first author who has introduced on 
the English stage thellosicrusian philo- 
sophy ; of which Mr. Pope had made 
*uch excellent use m his Hope of the 
Jock, The sty le of the piece is chaste, 
elegant, and energetic. The sentiments 
arc excellent ; and the mystery that per- 
vades the whole, till tnc termination, 
is admirably calculated to excite cu- 
riosity and fix attention. iThe scenery 
throughout is beautiful in the extreme. 

From the time of tins piece being an- 
nounced, great expectation wasexciletf; 
and its representation has aihply justi- 
fied the idea th&t had been formed of its 
success. 

We entertain hopes, that the elegant 
and' classical pen of Mr. Skeflington 
may, some day, be employed in a re- 
gular comedy; for which his know- 
ledge of high life, and his intercourse 
with the most polished part of society, 
must furnish abundant materials.

This piece is the first performance of a 
new Dramatist-— -a Mi. Masters; wc arc 
informed, a medical gentleman at Wat- 
ford. There is nothing singularly novel 
in the plot, or strikingly origiual in the 
characters ; yet still it boasts much to 
please. The plot is of that species 
winch appears to have been the favour- 
ite one with the fathers of English co- 
medy. A man marrywg against the 
inclination of his family, sent abroad, 
separated from his wife and child, re- 
turning after a long period, recogniz- 
ing hi& child in some moment of pe- 
culiar daugcr, and discovering him- 
self as her father.

Miss Duncan was very happy in Louisa, 
a character somewhat between Lydia 
Languish and Lady Caroline lira if more , 
in 7 heltivah, and John Bull; aud Mrs. 
Edwin, as I he heroine of tile piece, was 
all that could be wished. 

The Prologue was spoken by Mr, 
Eyre, and the Epilogue by Mrs. Ed- 
win; the latter comprehended some al- 
lusions to the late hoax in Berncrs- 
street, and possessed a few points. It 
Avas admirably delivered. This con-, 
elusive poetic mo.cvau is said to be 
written by a Mr. Smith, the author of 
the £ong called “ The Mail Coach.”

She then, in her turn, determines to retaliate 
on the Captain! and pietends the most vio- 
lent attachment to the counterfeit Merton. 
Rattan is peifectly wilting to cany the jest 
.t(\thi*utmo^t length— but, after torim ntiug 
Captain Mirttou fur sonMfc time, an tela i- 
t isinnent takes place, ami the Farce con- 
cludes with the union of Miss Uurgrovu 
and Merton. 

The plot, it will be seen, is exceed- 
ingly slight, buf the leadiug incidents 
ot the piece are managed with judg- 
ment, and produce a truly connc effect. 
None of the characters are new to the 
stage ; they are, however, drawn with 
some hUiqour, and were extremely well 
supported; tRe music, by Horn, is very 
pleasing. The author of the piece, 
which has been very successful, is said 
to he a Mr. Millmgeu.

It is with the deepest regret I acquaint 
you, for the information of the Right Hon, 


the Lords Commissioners xtf the Admiralty, ’ 
with the loss of a part of his Majesty's squa- 
dron on this station. The account 1 have 
now the holloin' to present to you, came to 
iny knowledge^ his Excellency Lord Cale- 
don having had the goodness to send, for my 
perusal, dispatches lie received Inst flight by 
the laic Master of the Sinus from the gover- 
nor of Bourbon. ' I have transcribed aijd in- 
closed such part thereof asjfnay lead their 
Lordships’ judgment to the* extent ot this 
disastrous event. The Lie de la Passe had 
fallen by assault from a party landed by two 
of the ingulfs, subsequent to which, the 
Bel Iona, Minerva, and Victor, arrived and 
run into Port South East, with their prize the 
lion. East India Company’s ship Ceylon, 
taken m company with the Windham, alter 
u gallant resistance, on their wHy from the 
Cape to Madras with a part of the 24th iegi- 
niiMit on board. 

The Windham was turned from Port South 
East, and re* aptured by the Sirius, by the 
troops winch had been removed to the Bel- 
luna, c Captain Pym appeals to have imme- 
diately* determined on attacking these ships, 
and to his not being aw me of the difficulties 
of the navigation within the port is (o he 
attributed Ins failure and the loss of the 
King’s ships. The Strius mid Magiucnne 
were burnt by their crews, after doing eveiy 
thing that was possible to extricate the slops 
fro^j the situation t J -*ej had fallen into. The 
Nereide, alter every officer and man on 
bumd were either killed or wounded, fell 
on pliore a mere wreck, and was taken pos- 
session of by the enemy, I am sorry to 
add to this list of misfortunes, that the Ran- 
gel transport, laden ivuh provisions for the 
squadron, and having some stores on board, 
bus also fiilleu into the hands of the enemy. 

The transports having the troops on board, 
and winch were to have sailed yesterday 
irom hence without convoy, will be pre- 
vented putting to sea, by the arrival of tin* 
lamented intelligence. If it should prove 
that I have not been exactly correct in the 
information I have now given, I hope for 
their Lordships' indulgence, and that they 
will -impute it to lpy anxiety to give them 
the most early in U mat ion of so important nq 
event.

L'Isle de la Passe, Aug, 24, 
sm, 1610. 

By my last vnu were informed of my in- 
ception to attack the frigates, corvette, and 
Indiamen m this port. — -Magicienne havirfg 
joined; as, the' recaptured ship was about tq 
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■*nnke sail, I sent Captain Lambert orders to 
bring ller and the gun-brig with all dispatch 
off L’Isle de la Passe; and that the enemy 
in Port Louis should not be alarmed, I made 
all sad round the south side, \nd although 
blowing very' hard* reached L’lsle de la 
Passe next day. At noon Nereide made 
signal ready for action, 1 then closed, and 
from the situtftam of the enemy decided on 
an immediate at\u:k; and when her master 
catiie on board as pilot, made signal to weigh, 
but when within about a quarter ot an hour’s 
run of the encmj’, he unfortunately run me 
on the edge of the inner narrow passage. 
We did not get off (and that with wonderful 
exertion) until eight o’clock next morning. 
At noon on the 23d, the Iphigenia and Ma» 
gicienne came m sight; the enemy having 
moved further in, and making several bat* 
tenths, as also manning the East India ship, 
and taking many men on boaid the frigates, 
J called them to assist m the attack, and 
being assured we were past all danger, nncl 
could run direct for the enemy’s line, we 
got under weigh, and pushed for ibcr stations; 
viz. Sirius alongside the Beflona, Nereidu 
between her and the Victor, Iphigenia along- 
side La Minerva, and Magicienne between 
her and the East India ship; and just us 
their shot began to pass over us, sad to say, 
the Sinus grounded on a small bank, not 
known, Captain Lambert joined Ins post, 
and had hardly given tAc* third hroari^de 
before Ins opponent tuf her cable. Mnj- 
ciennc, close to Iphigenia, run on a bank, 
which prevented her bringing more than six 
guns to bear; poor Nereide nearly gained 
her post, and did in the most gallant manner 
maintain that and the one intended for Sinus, 
until Bel Iona cut. All the enemy’s ships 
being on shore, and finding Sinus could not 
get off, the whole of them opened their fire 
on Nereide ; and even in this unequal con- 
test, and being a-ground, she did not cease 
firing until ten o’clock, and sorry am I to say, 
that the Captain, every Officer and Man on 
board, are killed or wounded. 

Captain Lambert would have immediately 
ruu down with the enemy, but there was a 
shoal a very little distance from and between 
him and them; he did all that could be done, 
by keeping open a heavy, &lthuugli # distant 
fire; nothing was wanting to make a most 
complete victory, but one of the other frigates 
to close with La Bcllona. 

I must now mtorm you, that the moment 
wc took the ground, every possible exertion 
was made to get the ship off, by carrying out 
stream and kedge anchors; but both anchors 
came home together. I then got b .whole 
bower cable and anchors hauled out (not a 
common exertion lor a frigate) as also the 
stream, although having the one with the 
capstan, and the other with purchase on pur- 
chase, we could not move her one inch fntyn 
•he nature of the ground, andtfiq very heavy 
fijualls at that time. We ^onupired lighten- 


ing every thing from forward^ and made 
mahy -seyere but fruitless attempts t,o heave 
the ship off before day-light, but aJLto no 
effect. At that time the Nereide wita^ per- 
fect wreck, Magtcienne in as bad a situation 
as Sirius, no possibility of Iphigenia dosing 
with the enemy, the whole of the enemy on 
shore m a heap. We then tried the Inst re-, 
source by warping the Iphigenia tjfrljbave us 
off, but Could not get her m a proper situa- 
tion until the 25th m the forenoon, — I had a 
survey hy the Captains, masters; and carpen- 
ters, in which they agreed it was impossible 
to get the ship off; I' had the same' report 
yesterday from Captain Curtis, and that bis 
men were* ialliu^ very fast; I ordered licrto 
be abandoned at dusk an-d burnt; and, as the 
enemy’s ingatts cannot get oil, I thought it 
liiost prudent to preserve L’lslt deja Passe, 
by warping Iphigenia foi4 is support , and, 
having no prospect of any fllher immediate 
support, I thought it most prudent to quit 
my ship, then within shot of a|l the enemy’s 
posts and slops, und only being able to re- 
turn their fire fronFtwo guns. After seeing 
everv man safe from the ship, Lieutenant 
Wutlmg and myself set her on fire; and, I 
trust, Sir, ah hough roy enterprise has been 
truly uulortimate, that no possible blnmf'can 
be attached to any one , and never did Cap- 
tains, Olliers, un d Men, go into action with 
a gicaltr certainty of victory; a h(1, Ido 
aver, that if ] could have got alongside the 
Beliona, all the enemy’s ships would have 
been in our possession m less than half on 
hour. My ship being burnt, 1 have given 
up the command to Captain Lambert, and 
have recommended his supporting and pro- 
tecting lli» Island with his slop and ship's 
companies of Sirius and Magjgicune. Pro- „ 
visions and wattr will immediately be wanted.

I have not heard that this detachment had 
any communication with the enemy’s troops 
on the left of the Zezere, from jvliorn they 
were distant about, three leagues. I under- 
1 stand that, hftVittg lost some prisoners taken 
)>y a patrole and by a party of the Ordc- 
uanza which accompanied the Don. Lieute- 
nant-colonel Ponsonby on a recnnnoisanre 
from Abrnntes to the nver Codes, they made 
very particul .r inquiries respecting the posi- 
tion of Lieutenant-general Hill’s corps and 
fhe means which the allic- possessed <»t crots- 
ing the Tagus at Ahrantcs ; quit having com- 
menced their inarch from Cardigot towards 
the Codes in the morning, they reared about 
eleven, with great preSpftaiion, and con- 
tinued their retreat in the same 1 manner till 
they reached the frontier. They were fol- 
lowed by the Oidenanza, who did them 
much mischief on the inarch, and look much 
baggage from them. The enemy destroyed 
many horses and mules which could not keep 
up with them ; and this march, if it was 
ordered by superior authority, and is cou- 
pretfed with any other arraegement, had 
every appearance, and was m tended by all 
the' consequence*, of a precipitate and foi ced 
retreat.

Knocker, master s mate,' went in 
the cutter ; and, 09' the service required ihe 
kart possibly loss of time, they took no other 
materials but tyro kegs of the combustible 
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matter received from the Roman ; and I am 
happy to say that, though the water was 
nearly Up to her quarter-deck*we had the 
satisfaction, in an hour from the time they 
. left this ship, to see her completely on fire. 
The batterieS'ffnd brig-, immediately opened 
a very heavy fire of round and grape ; and, 
T ,o| our people did not leave the fligatc until 
( the fire took effect, it is with extreme plea- 
sure i inform y*ui that not a single man 
is hurt. 

Lieutenant Rowe speaks in the strongest 
manner of all employed under him ; and 
I hope you will agree with me m thinking, 
that this service was most gallantly and well 
executed ; they have brought off w ith them 
the colours of the frgate and two other 
ensigns. Captain Collier very handsomely 
oft'ned the boats of the Cyane to assist ; hut 
as it jeffs not to be done by force, Pdeometl 
it best to send the boats of this ship only. 
Although there had been boats constantly 
employed about the enemy’s frigate since 
shv ran on shore, they had not cleared any 
p irt of the wreck. •

The Spanish Cortes have passed a Decree 
for abol'bhmg all unnecessary places and 
employments. 

Tliey have also granted^ a general amnesty 
to deserters from the army and navy, and to 
all minor offenders^ — Respecting the invio- 
lability of their members, they have declared 
that they cannot be called to account 'tor 
any sentiment* or opinion delivered in the 
assembly : di\ complaints against them arc 
to be laid in writing before the Cortes ; and 
no action either civil or criminal, can be 
entered against them but hetore a special 
tribunal appointed l by the Congress, to 
which the sentence must, In all cases, be 
submitted, previous to its being definitively 
passed. — Oil the subject of ecclesiastical 
livings, they have resolved that no vacant 
beuetiee shall be filled up, except livings 
with cure of souls and some pi abends ; and 
that the income arising from the same shall 
be applied to the wants of the state.*— They 
have likewise reduced, until further orders, 
^the appointments of all public functional ic* 
to 2000 dollars a year ; with the exception 
dkily of the Regents of the Kingdom, Minis- 
ters, Ambassadors, Generals and Admirals, 
actually employed, among whom are in- 
ilyded lh^ A^ptaius-gfneral °f Provinces 
and Governors of Towns. 

All males in Cadiz between the ages of 14 
land 44 ? have been required to, enter on mili- 
tary duty. 

The former Members of the Council of 
Regency have received orders from their 
successors, under the mandate of the Cortes, 
to leave, not only Cadiz, but the -Isle de 
Leon, and to each of them is assigned the 
particular JWTivuWe in which he is in future 
to reside. — This expulsion of the persons 
who composed the Executive GoNornment, 
without inquiry, and without trial, has oc- 
casioned a strong feeling of indignation ; and 
a powerful appeal is made to the justice, 
humanity and honour of the Cortes, bn this 
serious occasion. 

By a Turkish Bulletin, Ft appears, that, 
in addition to the calamities of external war, 
civil dissensions had arisen in the Ottoman 
Capital} and the Janissaries, with their 
adherents, composing an army of 40,OOQ 
men had menaced tlie seat of Empire* ^he 
Sultan had nought refuge on hoard his fleet 
in the Bosphorus, while the insurgents 
plundered the Seraglio, and set fire to the 
imperial City. A Conflict in the streets 
succeeded, iii which some thousand* of the 


rebels were slain $ after which order was 
restored. The* official account of these 
transaction is acfcoiqpanied with a notice", 
that the ipgociatlon between Russia and 
Turkey hwl been broken off, in consequence 
oF the demands of the former being consi- 
dered unreasonable; but that overtures had 
afterwards been made by Russia, and that 
the negociation was recoirtiienced. It ap- 
pear; from a subsequent bulletin issued at 
Constantinople, that three thousand Janis- 
saries fell in the late insurrection ; three 
thousand bled by the hands Of the public 
executioner. — and three thousand lutve 
been condemned to imprisonment for Life; 
or, as it is expressed, “ until they are re- 
leased from the torments of this world, to 
experience those of the next 1 ” 

An article from Kingston, Jamaica, of 
the 2ft h ult. says: “ a most curious occur- 
rence Ins taken place in Port Royal Moun- 
tains: the dwelling-house See. and from 25 
to .‘10 acres of full-bearing coffee, on the 
plantation of\Mr. It. Dalhouse, sunk down 
and disappeared, on Tuesday se’nnight, 
anti nothing but the ridge of the house is 
now discernable. Some days previous, the 
earth was observed to crack and sink in a 
trifling degree, and the house to be affected 
by it, when Mr. Dalhouse was advised to 
remove with his furniture, which he fortu- 
nately did. The cause is not well ascer- 
tained, but it ^supposed to have been oc- 
i atoned by a hollow or subterranean pas- 
sage in the earth, as there was not the smal- 
lest symptom of an earthquake at the 
time.” « 

An earthquake occurred at Cuba in Oc- 
tober la^t, the effects of which were dread- 
ful. The waves rose to the height of 40 
feet, and swept away the pier, the church, 
and sixtv buildings. At 8t. Jago de Cuba, 
the hurricane and earthquake were simul- 
taneous in their operations. On the morn- 
ing ol the 28th, the greater part of the town, 
which had escaped the fury of preceding 
shocks, was swallowed up, and a chasm, BO 
feet broad, -remained the only vestige of 
this frightful ruin. The river Aquadore, 
near which St. Jago was situated, was for 
sometime iagrtated like the waves of the sea ; 
but though raised in the centre many feet 
aberte its ordinary level, did not overflow 
its banks

INDISPOSITION OF HIS MAJESTY. 

HOUSE OF LORDS, ^ 

Dec. 27. The Earl of Cerhtffe* oh the 
Lord Ch&ncdlorfc taking the woolsack, 1 om- 
me^ted’ ou the delay in submitting the sub- 
ject of the Sovereign’s indisposition to par- 
liament* and providing for the defect m the 
kingly ofltce— -a work so important, and of 
which they were now only about to lay the 
foundation, whejreaq the edifice should have 
been, be fob now* ready to be roofed in and 
completed. He regretted that the Loustitu- 
tioQ had been ^prostrated ; but, upon this, 
however, he would not dw ell. The cii ffrrrnt 
view given by Bulletins of Ins Majesty’s 
health, from thole held out by ministers, he 
could not suffer to pass without remark*— 
thetr object wds procrastination, ami they 
* had succeeded, He, should not make any 
specific motion on the suhjjewT, but should 
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Miggost the propriety of a rr-exanunation of 
the physicians, pafticuliiaty on account of 
the contents of recent bulfjtms. 

The House having resit veil ilself into a 
coatipitlec on the state of the nation, 

The Karl of Liverpocl rose, and, after rx- 
riilpatni" himself and hi> toJluunfes from all 
blume for«delav, or for any proposals they 
made to Varhamcnt, declared it was impos- 
sible to avoid groat d din nit ics with resp ct 
to nn\ arrangements. lie had hoped that 
all would agree to the precedent ot as 

a ruled case, but he regicMted to find that 
objections were taken *u the whole course 
ol jirocceding in 1788. Tlie great* ad \an- 
tage of monarchy was a certainty in the 
upeiatiopsof government, and a slay against 
ambition, by holding up, .<s high as \A' 
Could, the state and capacity Vf the King, 
Our constitution knew nothing of -a Regent, 
but through some special u cation, grounded 
on the necessity of the case, and tamed up 
farther than that necessity strictly warrajilfd.' 
His lordship here took a review ol rfdhrci.t 
periods ol our Instoty m support ot Ins opi- 
’nun, and contended tint tan address ol both 
Houses would confer no legal power, and 
tluvt none ot the courts below were bound to 
recognise power so conferred ; while, on die 
contrary, any act of the two IIoum-s, to 
winch the gi eat seal was affixed, could not 
be questioned, butwk as binding upon the 
courts below, and dll intcjlor jmi'.dJ, lions. 
[Here the noble Earl was miernipfed by 
Lord Stanhope, but who was lui.i^elt inmu - 
diatrlv called to order,] In declaring that 
the legality or illegality of tiie great seal 
was mutter fit only for the discussion of Par- 
liament, he was not delivering a nicy opinion, 
but nn opinion which v.’us it\ owed by Lord 
Camden, and all the uuinent lawyers nnd 
statesmen who had giated our bis! my* His 
lordship afterwards cl mailed the proi eeiiings 
tn 1788, and, hdving ixpaliated upon the 
importance ot the question, observed it was 
the duty ot their ioidslwps to make elfectual 
pr i vision for tlie main tell >ut e ol llie t uisli- 
tution , to assert and defend the privileges 
of boilc Houses ; and to pieservc tin political 
vapacity of the Monarch entire, whether 
in ihe weakness ol infancy, or jn the 
infirmity of old age* Upon Tliefi prin- 
ciples oc would move, that their lordslups 
dtr agree to the resolutions communicated by 
the other House, V 

The first resolution was then put and ear- 
ned— on the sccoud bong proposed, 

Earl Stanhope remarked, that the noble 
iord put great stress upon 4 he arhitiary acts 
of James II, and attached too much impoit- 
aucc to the great sed^* It the possesion of 
the Utter cou[d legalize every thing, hr. 
would, merely for t he sake of argument, nod 
without any doubt of the noble lord** inte- 
grity# suppose he had stolen it iioin the 
poble lord on the woolsack ; what was thru 
to biucte? him from creating himself DuU of 


Flushing ; then * giving himself as great a 
pension as he chose t and, histly, make an 
'impression on ihe ereen was to get himself 
a pardon ? His bidshrp then quoted a clause 
in the 6'h of Anne, cap.

•idjnitied that the two House* alone were 
compel ent to supply the defect in ihe oxe- 
cutne iroveimnent, and m the third assert* 
ed, that it became necessary to call in other 
assistant i\ Atler dwelling upon thin and 
other topics connected wilh i lie subject 
under discussion, and incidentally jionnng 
tlie ascendam \ obuttitd by terain person* 
Over hi** M iji*->t\ 's ^yi^nrul which had, at 
loriuer periods, been uuule instrumental in 
gmng ihe iwyal assent by com mssion to 
various acts of govi rn incut , his lordslnp 
co i chided by exhorting tne House to bamdi 
all unseemly debcai lex, and adopt an a- 
nien >mt ut, winch lie [imposed, lor proceed- 
ing by Address, 

The Duke ol Norfolk observed, that the 
virtues ol the great seal did not roii*ist*hi ilia 
metal, or tlfe wax, bur m its legal applies* 
lion, which as mutters now stood, could not 
be rendered available. 

The D kc* ol Sussex said, that as it was 
evident from the distressing details of Iiib 
M ajesty's iilbess already made public, that 
lies Majesty had no cnuiriumcatnm with any 
ot Ids mimsteis, por with any of the royal 
family foi several weeds, lie would' ask » hut 
right had tic former to talk of the King'* 
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appro?*! of their acts > In the natural con- 
duct of things, the ministers reported to the' 
King, the King issued hrs orders to the minis- 
ters— he commanded them to act, and they 
were responsible for their acting. But mi- 
nisters had not seen the King for three weeks, 
and yet thry dared to 'talk of the King's 
approval of^their measures. [Here his 
Royal Highness was so agitated by his feel- 
ings as to he unable to proceed directly] 
If tho ministers assumed to themselves a 
power, as of right, ■ to act as they had 
hftherto done, it was the most serious blow 
which the Constitution had suffered since 
the revolution. The King wasta corpora- 
tion; he never died; he enjoyed a sort 
of political immortality. The a Ct of minis- 
ters, in usurping his "power, was a kind of 
political regicide. He. could not* separate 
the rights of the King from those of the 
people. In defending the royal authority, 
he only defended the principles of the Con- 
stitution. It wasoexpedirnt to defend the 
rights of the throne, if the Constitution was 
to be preserved. If the proceeding, by 
Bllb wan adopted, and the Hoii*e took it up- 
on itself to select a temporary governor, it 
might go the length of interfering with the 
future and rightful possessor. The principle 
of succession, was the principle of common 
law ; the right of the modern* succession, 
of that of the House of Brunswick, was to be 
found in the, Statute Law, grounded upon 
the ancient principle of the Common Law. 
JH a Regent were to be chosen, hr must be 
made an effective magistrate, with thepdwer 
of performing the duties ot Royalty. ‘ He 
must not be the mere mummery and mpekery 
of Royalty*' His^ Royal Highness next made 
a warin'eUldgmm YTpun the British Constitu- 
tion, and observed, that the surest way to 
overthrow the Monarchy was, to degrade the 
King and In* Heir apparent in the public 
estimation. With respect to lus feelings tor 
his Royal Father, lie could, with the utmost 
sincerity, quote the remarkable expression of 
Lord Thurlow. " When I forget n»y King, 
may God forget me.” But feeling, as he 
did most sinctnclyfC^dSFVishes with respect * 
to his Father, he would also add, with equal 
fiuccrity and devotion to the Constitution of 
fins Country, " May God iorget me, when I 
forget the Constitution which raised my 
Faipify to the Throne.” {Hem ! hear!). 

It was this Constitution on which, amidst the 
rum and desolation that emanated from the 
French, revolution, preserved this Country, 
free and invincible, like a migluy rock on 
the $C(i, which defies the furv ot the storm. 
To this Constitution every 'subject in the , 
realm should cling for inr protection of their 
rights and liberties, and to the support of 
this Constitution, none were more deeply 
pledged than lus family, whom it had called 
to the Throue t for the purpose oi protecting 
it, H* telr himself pledged by every tie 
to support the Constitution in all its parts ; 


and it was from this feeling that he had con- 
ceived it his duty to slate his sentiment! 
to the House. / 

Lord Mulgnmi stated some historical 
fhets— denied tl/at the precedent at the 
Revolution applied to the present case> and 
concluded by expressing his opinion that the 
only just, constitutional, and loyak course, 
was the proceeding by Bill. * 

The Duke of York, in a neat speech, de- 
clared, that the opinions he now held were 
the same as he formerly maintained, and 
which the had publicly stated. He was led 
by every feeing of duty and attachment to 
his beloved father, of solicitude to preserve 
the rights of the Crown, and of regard for 
the Constitution, to deprecate the adoption 
0/ a course, which appeared to him highly 
detrimental tp alt those valuable interests. 
No individual could feel more for the critical 
situation in which the country was placed by 
a calamity winch none could more seriously 
deplore. Great as the difficulties had been 
on the former occasion, they were now much 
increased # by tho pressure of the times, and 
by the arduous hut proud struggle which this 
country is Supporting, not only tor its own ho- 
nour and independence, but for that of the 
only people on the Continent whi^h scorns to 
mi bunt to tyranny and oppression. He would 
huve supported an adjournment, and gave 
Muusters full credit for not wishing to hazard 
any danger or lnfcou/CAience to the State, 
by/ poR poning too long the measures which 
the existing circumstances required. He 
mu^t object to the mode and the principle upon 
which it wus proposed to carry into effect 
that which is now indispensably nectssary, 
as being, in his opinion, unconstitutional, 
derogatory to the dignity of the Crown, and 
subversive of those rights which cannot safely 
he attacked in the person of the King's sub- 
stitute. He must deny the right ot the two 
Estates of 'the Realm to substitute a phantom 
in ihe place of the King, and to pass an Act 
for which by the Constitution the Royal 
sanction was necessary. He therefore pre- 
ferred proceeding by address,- which was free, 
from those objections. 

The Earl ofMoira, alluding to the speeches 
of tho Royal Dukes, congratulated ,thc House 
on having heard the true principles of the 
monarchy, so well and so constitutionally 
declared by two of hif Majesty's sonv. 1 
ThcJSnrl of Buckinghamshire, was autho- 
rized,,, in the absence of a Noble Friend 
(Lord SidnioutV), to declare his acquiescence 
m the Resolutions proposed by the Noble 
Secretary. 

Tin Marquis of Lansdowne supported the 
amendment ut great lengthy and stated, that 
the motion would have been opposed by a 
Noble Earl (Grey) had he been present. 

Lord Erskine was prevented by a sudden 
bleeding, at the nose, from supporting the 
proceeding by address, . 

, Lord Grenville,* in au eloquent speech. 
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supported the original motion, and urged his 
opinions with many powerful arguments. 

The Lord Chancellor foftowed on the same 
side, and remarked* tliatfunder the present 
circumstances, conscientious motives alone, 
could induce his retention of the Great Seal. 
The House then divided— Contents for the- 
Amendment 74; Nou-Contenis 100.— Majo- 
rity fur Ministers 26, 

28. On the Report of the Committee of 
the whole House on the State of the Nation, 
being received, pnd the question being put 
otj the third Resolution, Lord Holland op- 
posed it, and moved an amendment, which 
was supported by Lords ErskmeandDarntey ; 
and combated by Lord Kenyon after w Inch 
the amendment was negatived without a di- 
vision. — Adjourned till Monday. % 

31. Their Lordships met, *y»d appointed 
Commissioners to hold a conference with tl»e 
Commons, for the purpose of communicating 
to them that their Lordships had concurred 
in their Resolutions sent up on the 2Cd mst. 
The conference being held accordingly, their 
Lordships adjourned to Wednesday* 

Jan. 2, The Earl of Dartmouth (late Lord 
Lewisham) took the oaths and Ins seal. — No 
business being before the House, nor any 
communications made from the Commons, 
their Lordships adjourned* 

3. The Commons, in a conference with 
their Lordships, communicated the Resolution 
to which they had Ifcreed ; and thegLurd- 
slupSfOn their return, resolved tlmtthe\|would 
to-morrow resolve themselves into a Commit* 
tee on the State of the Nation. — Adjourned. 

4. Their Lordships having formed them- 
selves into a Committee on the State of the 
Natiou, 

Lord Liverpool moved the reading of the 
Resolutions which had been brought up from 
the Commons. He disclaimed being actu- 
ated by any thing like personal disrespect to- 
wards the personage to whom the Resolu- 
tions most materially referred ; but it could 
not be denied that he was liable the bias 
and impression of wrung advice. That great 
maxim of the Constitution, 44 the King can 
do no wrong,” ought always to be kept in 
view ; nud applying it to the Prince of 
Wales, should he, in the capacity of Regent, 
become possessed of regal power, unre should 
be tfkett that he should be made incapable 
of doing wrung* His Lordship, after dwell- 
ing upon -the Resolutions, declared that the 
iirst tour had his perfect concurrence, but 
it would be necessary to amend the fifth. 
He concluded by moving the question upon 
the first Resolution. 

Lord Carlisle decidedly opposed the Reso- 
lutions, and questioned the merits of Mr. 
Pitt’s administration; alleging, that it was 
one tissue of errors. 

The Marquis of Lansdown? could nof as- 
sent even to tbe first of the five Resolutions. 
After censuring the restrictions upon the 


Regent, he asked,, was it constitutional thus 
to make Parliament judges of the exercise of 
the prerogative ? The power of‘ rewarding 
merit was to he withheld from the Regent , 
while punishment, the must ungracious dt- 
tributb of the State was to be allowed turn 
He should move tliflx all that part of the first 
Resolution, connected with und^ollowmg the 
words 4 ’ subject to such limitations and i eat no- 
tions as shall be provided, &r.” hr omitted. 

Viscount Sidiuouth, Lords Eldon, Greu- 
ville, and If arrowby ,and Earl Chtnctiriy, sup- 
ported the Resolutions, which were opposed 
by Lurds Etskine, Holland, Selkirk, and the 
Duke of N <# folk. 

A division taking place on tbe Marquis of 
Lansdownc'a amendment to the first Resolu- 
ti<m, there appeared for rt 105, against it • 
102 ; majority against JImistera'8. , 

The Earl of Liverpool then proposed an 
amendment to- the second Resolution, by 
omitting the power given to the Regent to 
appoint Peers in cases oi*n.ivnl or military 
achievements, and extending the restrictions 
generally to the grant pt peerages, by which 
he met the wishes of Lord Grenville : for the 
amendment 106, agaiust it 100 ; majority in 
favour of Ministers 6.

W i o ugh ion the gufl of his friend 
l be late Mr. A/wg* the comedian, and- 
after having discb a. ged it several times 
it bui st, and tore his 16ft hand almost to 
pieces; the ,top joint of one of his fin- 
gers was in consequence amputated and 
his recovery has been very slow, though 
the cure .performed is considered nst 
highly fcrfedi table to the skill and judg- 
ment of Mr. Xyint, lus surgeon. 

,It vjili here be proper to contemplate 
the dramatic ever Lions of Mi. B/tnnis* 
ieri upon which we, to this hour, 
fleet with pleasure* Let us, therefore, 
consider m what characters he has 
shewn the ncct'ssaiy and essential traits 
of a* great imitator of human actions. 
The first part that presents ilself for 
obftorv ation is 4 enitwo, in the farce of 
The Prize i and though the character 
iii lc9S c cohfined to naluifc than many 
others, yet it requires first-rate talents 
to render it palatable to tneiy dcscnp- 
tion of auditors; as too much extras a- 
gafiqe^f treatment would biulcsquethe 
dialogue^ and disgust the audictue. Tl»e 
manner in which Mr. Bunnhter gnes 
the author, and those delicate touches 
his scenic efforts ttiuvtrate in the per- 
sonification oi tlm whimsical apolife«> 
eary, may be tanked among* his 'hap- 
piest pxm lions; and what snows at td 
be Au unique piece ot acting is,*that 
many respectable performers have been 
afraid to attempt the part; and thoi# 
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Whose courage have carried them be- 
yond ptudence, have either made it un- 
pleasantly extravagant, or insipidly ri- ' 
tliculous. If we recollect right, The 
Prize has never been performed at the 
Hay market theatre since Mr, Bannister 
has left that house, owing to the diffi- 
culty ofjgcltmg any one to become hiah 
medical representative. 

Bowkitt , in the faicc of The Son -in- 
Law , which, after Edwin , was a most 
arduous attempt, is another (character 
in which he now stands alone: the re- 
quisite beauties of a great actor are 
Visible m every line of Ins delivery. 

*1 lie mint critical eye might look in 
vain loi dcfecl ; and if an auditor had the 
tar torn f nl propension of Heraclitus , Ban- 
nislm's song and his fiddle scene would 
relax them into a laugh. 'Njis is also a 
part that no one has ventured to assume 
since this gentleman ’quitted the* Hay- 
, market house. * 

’ The.characfcr of Sadi, in The Moun- 
taineers , has never been performed by 
any oLhcr comedian with that degree of 
original and rich humour which charac- 
terizes Mr, Bannister as its representa- 
tive; and many respectable actors have 
found their own ^deficiency when they 
personated the Happy .Tawny-Moor. 

His Gradas , in fVho's the* Dupe? 
lit which he has been ^saiiT to have de- 
viated from the steps of King, and to 
have pursued a less beaten track, shews 
his ability to change his mtadersand 
features into any cast of character re- 
quired of him. The stiff, unpolished 
habits of a closeted pedant, arc 'exhi- 
bited with a vein of dry humour, which ' 
. is productive of the most irresistible 
laughter. 

I*o dramatic effort requires a greater 1 
, Versatilit y of powers than tV filler, in The 
Children of the fVood: those sudden tran- 
sitions of ‘the passions which distinguish 
this part, are gi yen by Mr. Bannister with 
astonishing ability ; the scene wlfere he 
loses the children evinces strong sensibi- 
lity^ and displays the possession of the 
finest feelings. The supper sepne, where 
Jpsrphinc sings a song applicable to the 
distress that pervades his mind, occa- 
sions acting of the most perfect kind ; 
and when tne children on ter the room, 
they , .give rise to a sudden change 
.qf nfoelmgs, which forms one of the 
finest pictures of feccuic action that , the 
stage can boast of. 

His personification of Ben , in Love for 
Late, also shews a great; versatility, of 
i&leut* he delineate* the rough sailor 
frith true characteristic fire and exact- 
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ness, which have beta ascribed to DogJ 
get.* 

Bnjhirti in* No Song No Supper , is 
of tlie same description, and rendered' 
highly interesting by his scenic powers. 1 

Iu - the comedy 6f the ItovAs, h* 
pourtrays the character of Ac^s with 
the most judicious discrimination: the 
duel scene is productive of the utmost 
mi till, by the oddity of his action and 
nChncss ot his humour. 

We now come to a 'part that requires 
a greater variet y of talent for Us sup- 
port than almost any character in the 
English drama, f ptonei FelgnwcU, in 
A Bqfd Strok** . for u Wife, contains a 
compound of almost eve^y , passion that 
is allied to our nature, and reqiiires'an 
opposite cast of ieatures, manners, amt 
action yet Mr. Batonisicr assumes all 
the changes of person withHhc, happiest 
effect, apd those who arc unacquainted 
with the comedy would be led to believe, 
that the various individuals lie repre- 
sented were not performed by the same 
person, hut personified by different 
actors, .from the accuracy that accom- 
panies hi« chiyige of countenance, the 
position of his Jinib*, with nil' those 
delicacies of description which colour 1 
the efforts of a grpat petor. 

There arc mnny other characters that 
must live in the recollection of our 
readers,' which shew the versatility of 
Ins powem, and a refmed judgment in 
the adaptation of his action to the mul- 
tifarious parts he represents in the 
course of a season. Mr. Bannister runs 
from one passion into another with 
consummate case, and with all the ad- 
vantages that arc reported to have 
made Leigh conspicuous, as mentioned 
by Colley Cibber. Garrick is also said 
to have had the ability to change Ins na- 
ture into various forms, cv'dh in one part. 
f his happy art of transition irom passion 
to passion was obvious in His personifi- 
cation of Archer ; he was one person 
;with Cherry, another with Scrub, a third 
with Boniface, a fourth with Mrs. Sul- 
len, ifnd with Aim well two distinct per- 
sons. U is uo ilUcomptnnent to ob- 
serve, fhat Mr , Bannister seems to have 
studied Garrick with great success, and 
imbibed many of those beauties which

In addition to fho w 
increase 6f demand, a diminution if* 
supply adds to • ht*ir scarcity; for nei- 
ther fr<jtm-the Brazils nor the East 
Indies b to there lately been received in 
Ki.rope tbs cujtomary supply. TVhj*e 
diamonds of tlr* fust water are eagerly 
purchased in f ranee arnfihe numerous 
Courts in Germany, stones of interior 
value are readily taken oft’ at Constan- 
tinople, where the luxury of the Mussul- 
man rivals that of the ancient possessor# 
of Byzanlijitn. In no -article of expense 
is the luxury of the day in London mem 
brilliantly displayed, than in the superb 
oroument of cut glass with which th# 
mansions of wealth and fashion are de- 
corated ; but wq, are yet, as it should 
seem, but novices in splendid luxury, 
Compared with the fashionables of Coo-, 
stairtioople, where *th6 girandoles by , 
wfiida 4hey Jiglit their itate apartments * 
are Ipruaihented with jewel/; undinlho 
harems of the Grand Sciguidr, Jits Vi- 
zier, and the great officers of state— 
even vftth diamonds. This refinement 
in splendour, surpassing even the de- 
scriptions of Lady Mary Wortley Mon- 
tague, is, however, more rational than 
the infanltueatauscment, of the Russian 
Prince Potemkin, who, to beguile the 
.solitude of retirement, was accustomed 
to spread forth ou a table, covered 
with black velvet, the unrivalled Col- 
lection of diamonds and other . precious 
stones of which be was possessed. In 
the fanciful and vfcnou* arrangements 
of these baubles would tlm, semi- barba- 
rian pa?s whole evenings.

It is of n^mcun conse- 
quence to have even the^last scintilla- 
tious of so eminent a ^etiins preserved. 
To none, therefore, ot his friends can 
eVen this imperfect account be destitute, 
of interest.

Institution, in the Old Jewry*, where lie 
resided, and of which he was the Prin- 
cipal Librarian* and proceeded to Jus

brother-in-law**, Mr. Perry* in the 
Strand, where he arrived at about half 
ast one. Not finding Mr. Perry at 
ome, he proceeded farther, and wao 
shortly after seized in the street with 
an apoplectic fit,* which totally de- 
rived him of the? use of his speegjfr* 
is senses, and all voluntary^motToiu 
As his person was utterly unknowu 
to those who first found him in that 
slate, and as there was nothing, even 
in his pockct-bobk* which could lead 
those strangers to find out who he wds; 
they carried him to a contiguous watch- 
house, whore he lay for some time; but 
as no oue happened to come that way* 
wluj could identify his person, he was 
carried to the work-house in tastie- 
st reet, SttfMfcftiu's-lane, vriiere medical 

assistance wasinimerliatelyadiniiii».tered. 

As he had the misfortune to he wholly 
unknown here also, it was* bought most 
advisable to send a correct description 
of his person to some of the morning 
papers, that hi* friends might be ap- 
pnzed of hfa situation* Accordingly, 
the following description was sent to 
the British Pres*, Tuesday, September 20. 

“ Yesterday, about two o'clock* a 
gentleman was found senseless in the 
street, and conveyed by one ol the 
beadle* of the parish to St. Marlin's 
watch-houSe, and from thence to the 
Work-house, where he remained in the 
same stale at a bile hour last night. 
He had jx gold watch in his pocket, 
a trifling ljuantity of sil ver, and a me- 
morandum-book* the leaves of winch 
were filled chiefly with .Greek lines 
written with a pencil and partly ef- 
faced! tWo or three lines of Latin ; ami 
an algebraical calculation. The Greek 
extracts were principally from ancient 
/nodical works. It is hoped this de- 
scription will be the means of hi* being 
traced by his friends. Htfsatall man, 
apparently' about forty -five years of 
age, and dresse4 in a blue coat with 
mack breeches. ” 

On the arrival of the paper in the 
morning at the news-room of the Insti-

} ros<?d to call a coach, hut this the Pro- 
iessor would nojt permit $ therefore, at 
his express desire, they walked across 
the King’s-mcws to Charing- cross, where 
the; took one, and drove towards the 
house of 'the London Institution. On 
the way, he began to lamenMhe Joss of 
lives and propet which had taken 
place that morning in the burning .of 
Covent'-garden Theatre and several ad- 
joining houses; and aftei wards, refer- 
ring to his late seizure irf the street, 
he congratulated himself on falling into 
the hands of honest men, and parti- 
cularly observed, how fortunate hc*was 
iu not having hftd his gold watch taken 
from him. luring their passage along 
the Strand and down Fleet-street, lie 
conversed in ( his usual pleasant and 
instructive .manner, without, affording 
the smallest evidence that his mental 
faculties had sustained any serious da- 
mage by his late seizure. Indeed, he 
appeared, from the Clerk’s account, to 
have had the whole compass of his mind 
in action, so that lie could notice every 
occurrence, and make it a Subject, of in- 
struction and entertainment. He gave 
full proof of this on approaching St. 
Paul's, when, with great feeling, he 
mentioned the case of Sir Christopher 
Wren, the architect of that magnificent 
ile, and " deplored the ill treatment 
e had received in the latter part of his 
life; 0 thence taking occasion to ob- 
serve, “ that even in' our own d/rys, 
when literature and usefulness could be 
heller estimated, the public was too apt 
to neglect modest unassuming merit.” 
1 mention these things ,tlte more parti* 
cularly, because 1 wish to counteract 
a false statement which has gained don- 
sidcrahle cuircucy ; viz. that he had bo 
return of the proper exercise of bis rea- 
son from the time of his seizure in the * 
street ; and that his intellects had been 
much impaired even a considerable tiow 
before that period. That, hf» prodigi- 
ous memory had failed a little lor some 
months before, 1 had myself noticed; 
and spoken of U with regret to some of 
my friends : but neither then, nor at the 
time of which I am now writing, could 
any other symptom of mental decay 
be discerned. What follows will pro- 
bably appear a sufficient proof that 
be was not only in possession of his 
ordinary faculties, but that his critical 
powers word vigorous, and capable of 


embracing antLliscerning the nicest die* 
tinctions. f 

A ho at a quarter past nine, they 
reached the nouse of the Institution, 
aqd he appeared then to be considerably 
fatigued, and his strength greatly pro«^ 
t rated, so that he walked up stairs wfth 
much difficulty. The Housekeeper 
having requested his permission to pre- 
pare him some breakfast, he consented, 
and drank two cups of green tea, which 
he always preferred, and ate two small 
leces of toast, and soon after walked 
own into the library ofthe Institu- 
tion. 

Having that morning occasion to 
call at the Institution, to consult an 
edition of a work to which the course 
of my reading had obliged me to refer, 
on returning from one of the inner 
rooms, 1 foup j that, since iny entrance, 
Mr. Portion ( n ad walked into that room 
through which I had just before passed. 

1 went «tip to him, shook hands, and 
seeing him look extremely ill/ an<J not 
knowing what had lately happened, 1 
expressed both my surprise and regret. 
He then drew hear tpTne window, and 
began, in a low, tremulous, interrupted 
voice, to account for his present appear- 
ance; but his speech was so much af- 
fected, that 1 found it difficult to under- 
stand what he said. He proceeded, how- 
ever, to give me, as welt as he could, an 
account of his late seizure, and two or 
three times, with particular emphasis, 
said, “I have jost escaped death.”—' — 

When he had finished his account of 
the fit, into which he had lately fallen, 
and on which he seemed unwilling to 
dwell, except riierely to satisfy my in- 
quiries, he suddenly turned the con- 
versation, by saying, “ Dr. Clarke, you 
, bucp promised, nut, probably, you have 
forgotten, |o let me see the stone 
with the CJreek Inscription, which was 
brought from Eleusis.” I replied, M 1 
have not, fir, forgotten my promise, 
but 1 aoq. now getting a >ac simile of 
the Stone and Inscription engraved, 
and .hope soon jfco have the pleasure 
of presentiug^ ton with an accurate 
copy.*/ To which he answered, ** I 
thank you* but 1 should rather see 
the stone thelf” 1 said, “Then, sir, 
yon shall see it i when will you be most 
at leisure, and .

This time was accordingly fixed, 
thought from his present appearance,

It may he necessary here to state, 
that, about twelve months ago, when 
this stone came Hilo iny possession 
(seethe subsequent account), 1 took a 
copy, one moruin;;, of the inscription 
to the Institution, to show it to the 
Professor ; —He wap not up, hut one 
of the sub-librarians carried it to his 
room; having examined it, he expressed 
himself as much pleased with it, ob-

tion, both to himself and me, was de- 
nied, as 1 had little time, except pretty 
early iu the morning, and tlieu 1 could 
never find him in the way.

Am soon as he had repeated these* 
lines, which he did, considering b ; , 
circumstances, with a readiness that, 
surprised me, he proceeded, os was his. 
general custom when he quoted any 
author in the learned languages, to 
give a translation of what he had 
quoted. This was a peculiar delicacy 
in his character. lie could uot bear to 
sde a man confounded (unless he knew 
him to be a pedant); and therefore, 
though he might presume that the per- 
son to whom, he spoke understood the 
language, vet, because it might possibly , 
be otherwise, and the man feel embar- 
rassed on the occasion, he always paid 
him the roro^Mnent of being acquaint- 
ed with the subject, and saved him, if 
ignorant, from confusion, by translating 
if. Thisf however, in the a hove case, 
cost him extreme pain, as he was some * 
v\inutt» in expressing its fnennmg; 
which astonished me the more* because, 
notwithstanding bis debHjty, and the 
paralysis ^tinder which the organs of 
speech laboured, he had so shortly be- 
fore quoted the original in a few $<r- 
carulsy and with comparatively little he- 
sitation ! The truth is y t»o imhued was 
his mind with Grecian literature, that 
he thought , as well as spoke, in that 
language ; and found it much mo^o 
el fay at this time, from the power of 
halVit and association, to pronounce 
Greek, thaw to pronounce his mother 
tongue !

I thought it best to withdraw; and . 
having shook hands with him (which, 
alas 1 was the last time 1 was to have 
thht satisfaction), and with a pained 
heart earnestly wished bun a speedy 
restoration to health, 1 walked put of 
the room, promising to visit him, if 
possible, An Thursday morning, with 
the Greek Inscription^ He accompa- 
nied me to the hc^d of (he great stair- 
case, makihg some remarks on hi* indis- 
position, 'Which f did not distinctly hears 
and then leaning over the balustrade, 
he continued tfheaking to me till 1 was 
more than hair way down stair's.

M To 
which he answered, 44 I have had a 
narrow escape from death/' And then 
the stair-head, he returned to- 
vrardsvhe library. This was the iast 
convEasATiov he was ever capable of 
holding oti ahy subject. On matters of 
religion* except in a critical way, he 
was, I believe, never forward to con- 
verse. I should have been glad to have 
known his views at this solemn time ; 
but as there were some gentlemen pre- 
sent, when we met in the library, the 
place and time were improper. 

The Clerk* states, that after having 
parted with me at the stair-head, he 
w,eut up into his own room ; and again 
coining down stairs, apparently going 
out, the house keeper observing it, en- 
treated him not to leave the house, as 
he appeared so inudi indisposed ; add ing, 
that she would provide him tor dinner 
any thing he might prefer.” To this 
advice he 4 seemed for A" little to con- 
sent; but fancying himself* as was sup- 
posed, to be unaer some restraint, to 
convince himself of the contrary, he 
walked out. At this time, it appears 
that Ins understanding became consider- 
ably affected. He proceeded from 
the Institution to Colo’s Coffee-house, 
Ball-court, Coruhill, where he ar- 
rived about five o'clock* and was so 
greatly exhausted that he must have 
fallen, had lie not caught hold of the 
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iuNtantly noticed by a gentleman, Mr. 
J. I*. Leigh, who had frequently dined 
with him at the same place, and who 
has obliged me with the following parti- 
culars. A chair being given him, he 
sat down, and stared around with a 
vacant and gtystly countenance. Mr. 
JLeigh, addressing lam, asked how bo 
was; but he did not recollecthino, aud r 
gave no answer. He then' invited him 
to have dinner, but this he. refused. 
He asked him to have a glass of wine, 
this he also declined i but on Mr. Leigh's 
assuring him that it would &erys to, 
revive , him* ha smiled, and said, “ Do 
you think it fcill?” and then , drank 
about one half of it, giving back the 
glass to Mr. I* again, which be ap- 
peared tfaipety able to hold. Pre- 
viously to this, from his coming into 
the coflTee- house, his head lay down 
on bis breast, and he was coutiuualiy 
muttering something, but in so low 
pnd indistinct a tone, as uot to be

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audible ; but after taking the wine, he 
seemed a little revived^and was able to 
hold his head more erect. Mr. L. then 

E rested him much to have some dinner, 
ut he declined it, shaking his head. As 
he appeared to be much exhausted 
very cold, Mr. I* ordered a jelly to be 
put in a wine glass of warm water, with 
a very little brandy in it, and begged 
him to drink it: he refused at first t 
but on Mr. Leigh’s entreaties, and as- 
suring him it would do him much good, ' 
he took the tumbler, drank nbbut two ' 
spoonsful of it, ahd returned the glass* 
He seemed now considerably roused, 
but wonM make no answer to several 
question* addressed to hira^Bfy Mr. Xr 
except these words, which hd”Yepeated 
probably twenty. tunes, “ The gentle- 
man said it was a ludicrous apiece of 
business, aud l think so too.” These 
words he uttered in so low a tone, that 
Mr. L. was obliged to put his ear nearly 
to his mouth in order to hear them. 
“ Not thinking,” sajs Mr. L. “ that a 
coffee-house? was a proper place t© wit- 
ness the wrgek of so 'great a mind, 

I ordered a coach to bo brought to fake, 
him to t|ie Institution.” He refused 
tor some time to go into the robch ; 
but at last was helped in by the landlord, 
and the waiter accompanied him home* 
When they came to the Old Jewry, 
the waiter asked hiui where they should > 
stop ? He tlicu put his head out of the 
window, and waved With his hand when 
they came opposite to the door of tha 
Institution The waiter says, that, pre- 
vious to this, he appeared quite scnseleta

On his arrival, the Clerk ,t observing 
that he looked much worse, and that he 
Could not articulate aqy word plainly, 
ran off to Mr. Surgeon Norris, one of 
the Professor’s most intimate friends 
who coming immediately, and finding 
hiiu alarmingly ill, with gnat diffi- 
culty persuaded him tej permit himself 
to be undressed and par to bed. Mr. 
Perry, his brother-in-law, was irfune- 
diateiy sent for, who tiiateveuiug visited 
him, aud felt for him then and to the

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last, with a solicitude which the tender- 
ed friendship alone could excite. Dr. 
Babington was dUo called in, but even 
ft is skill was iu vain. 44 The effects/* 
•ays one whowsy present^ ‘ 4 of medical 
•^wertioii served to infuse a portion of 
stimulus into the almost exhausted 
powers of nature ; but every ,new at- 
tempt to revive only brought on its suc- 
ceeding share of increasing debility.” 

On Friday morning, September 23, I 
called at the Institution, and had the 
pleasure to hear., that he was then more 
recollected than he had been at any 
time since Tuesday evening. 1 went 
into his room* and drawing dote to his 
bodflidev ached him bow he did? He 
fixed hiswyes on me at first with a wild 
aiid vacant stare, and seemed to labour 
to recollec t hie. At last he recognized 
me, but was too much exhausted to 
speak, though he appeared compara- 
tively sensible. One of the attendants 
then coming close to him, said, “ Mr. 
Porson, your head does not lie com- 
fortably, 1 must alter it a little:” to 
which he replied, “ It is of no conse- 
quence.” • * 

He continued sinking till Sunday 
morning, the 25th when even his 
friends were obliged to relinquish all 
hopes of his recovery : it was then 
too plaiuly seen, that he could not 
possibly survive the ensuing night. 
This anticipation of his di&olutioii was 
too fully verified; for on Sunday night, 
exactly os the clock shuck twelve^ with 
a profound groan, unaccompanied with 
any struggle, he breathed his last. Thus 
untimely tell, in the 49th year of his 
age, Mr. Richard Porson, a prodigy of, 
intellect, learning, and memory, such 
as, probably, cannot be paralleled in 
Europe this day. „ 

By the advice, of his frfeuds, it was 
judged expedient to open the ,bpdy\ 
Accordingly, on Tuesday morning, Sep-

The 
hea;t was sound, and the pericardium 
contained the usual quantity of lymph. 

44 The left lung had many adhesions 
to the pleura, and bore visible marks of 
former inflammation. The right lun«e

From a consideration of all circum- 
stances, add the symptoms observed 
during the, short period of his confine- 
ment, these" gentlemen were of opinion, 
that the effused lymph m and upon the 
brain , which they believed to have been 
the effect of recent inflammation, was 
the immediate cause of his death.

On the subject of the Professor's mo- 
ral and Jitei ary character my plan pro- 
hibits me from going into particulars. 

As a simple narrative of the last week, 
of this eminent man’s life, including the 
last literary conversation he held, ascer- 
tained in my mind the limits of these 
pages, therefore any detailed account of 
ins virtues and failings could not make 
n part of this outline : justice, however,

That lie possessed many excellent, 
and sdijio rare moral, qualities, those 
who were most iutimatcl} acquainted 
with him well know. By these and his 
literature, posterity may reap profit: 
to expose his fairings can gratify no be- 
nevolent mind; let them find a com- 
mon covering with h is mortal remains s 
lie alone yho is infinitely just, and at 
the seme time merciful, tills the judg- 
ment-nest.— 

. There was not a man of his acquaint- 
ance, 1 think 1 may safely assert, who 
reverenced Professor Porsop more than 
1 did J : every production of his pen, 
and ev$ry conversation l had with him, 
jonly served to deepen the conviction in 
my mind, that be was the greatest 
scholar of his day. At the same tune, i 
deplored his irregular mode of living, 
as tending to injure a constitution al- 
ready sunk low by his ObstinaLe asthma, ' 
and to deprive the world of much of the 
benefit winch it might have otherwise ' 
derived from a proper use of his vast ' 
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talents and erudition. Even by hit 
comparatively partial exertions, the 
Republic of Letters has been enriched 
ana dignified s and from his papers many 
invaluable remains may be expected. 
As a scholar , his name is impel oh able ; 
^ and as a critic J his memory will, be 
rcV^d to the latest involutions of 
time. To draw his diameter require* 
a mind similar to his own : 1 shall, 
therefore, leave this task lt> his bio- 
graphers; and heartily wish they may 
he of a class widely di Bering fropi those 
who have already come forward through 
' the medium of the pubfic papers. From 
stich, a very few excepted, may Heaven 
forefeud, both rehgiou, and tlie Fro* 
fessor’s fame !

DEAR TOfcf, 

AS yod are on the point of com# 
mqpcing your career in a hue of life 
wjth which you must he wholly un- 
acquainted, and have, probably, made 
your selection from a fair outside, I 
think it my duty, as a friend of your 
late father, to furnish you with such 
cautions add remarks as a few years ex- 
perience , on , the behaviour of young 
gentlemen under similar circumstances 
have enabled me to make. 

I shall, in the first place, warn you* 
.that erg you can obtain any rank mth© 
rofession you have adopted, you will 
ave many hardships to endure, and 
difficulties to encounter; and that your 
ultimate success ,will» iu a. great mea- 
sure, depend on your conduct mulct 
thems as also the habits you may fall 
ipto on your first outset. The expe- 
rience you will gain m your progicss 
through life, together with your own 
geo 4 sense, must hereafter' be your 
guide. 

On going on board the ship you are 
appointed tp, you will, most probably, 
be put inlo the mess of the master's 
mate, which, on many accounts, is to 
be preferred to any other. Here you 
cap hardly fail of meeting, some of your 
ownage and inexperience, and, perhaps, 
more of a longer standing. Your first 
business witi be to cultivate tbe good 
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Vill of tho latter, and your reputation 
'trill increase in proportion as you out- 
strip the former in good conduct, atten- 
tion to your duty, and nautical improve- 
ments. Tlierc tfre lew ships of war in 
, ’which there is ndfc, at least, one profli- 
gitusscharactcr among the corps of mid- 
shipmen ; and, as v icious persons gene- 
rally glory in bringing others down to 
their own level, 1 have known many 
such, who have employed every means 
in their power for the purpose of cor- 
rupting an inexperienced youth, and 
initiating him into all file mysteries of 
debauchery, drinking, and swearing, 
until the pupil ceased to blush at what 
before he wo uld have been shotted at s 
APtffe end of a few months, he 
has been"! obbed of every amiable qua- 
lity, and imbibed nothing m its stead 
but what Iv; will he tho worse man tor 
to the end of his life, kou may think, 
my young friend, there will be no diffi- 
culty in discovering and avoiding such 
characters; but besides the seductive 
nature of vice, you will find many per- 
sons of this description in possession 
of some valuable professional quality, 
which recommends them to the notice 
of their superior officers, who in such 
cases do not concern themselves with 
the morals of the man. With such per- 
sons you can only bo safe from conta- 
mination by a firm perseverance in a 
different line of conduct, resolving not 
to be ridiculed and laughed out of your 
good purposes. Young men who arc 
ignorant of the world are but too apt to 
affect the manners of such as take tho 
lead among their Convivial associates ; 
and this kind of emulation, 1 am per- 
suaded, has been the ruin of many a 
youth, whose natural propensities would 
never have disgraced him. A son of 
the late l)r. Aludge, of Plymouth, em- 
barked, at an early age*, In a ifiip 
of war, together with A number of 
young men, not remarkable for tho 
rectitude ot their couduct. Charles was 
not to be corrupted i his amiable dis- 

S osition, and strict attention to his 
uty, rendered him the darling, even 
of the profligate j and vre had only to 
lament the shortness ofhis Career. 

One of the best men 1 was ever ac- 
quainted with, was the late Captain 
James King. As a gentleman, and 
nn officer, 1 believe he was surpassed 
by few; yet, in tire' course of eighteen 
months thatl sailed with him, l do not 
recollect to hare ever heard him utter 
an oatli, or ipdcccat expressiop, or 


to have seep him the worse’ fof 
liquor. 

* There is one offensive custom, too 
prevalent in ships of war, which 1 would 
particularly caution you agamst; and 
that is, a coarse and vulgar familiarity 
amongst messmates. This no £ only putt 
you on a footing with the seamen, but 
is attended with t(ie worst eftetts of 
every kind. 1 remember it was con- 
sidered, when I was in the Navy, as llie 
ultimatum of perfection, to be able to 
assume the character of a blackguard, 
or a gentleman, according to circum* 
stances; but as 1 never could perceive 
the advantages of the former accom- 
plishment, 1 ain far from recommend- 
ing it for your J-.mtation • in shqrf, l 
would have y/p/distinguished by some- 
thing more than a uniform. 

As p>u will, undoubtedly, he fur- 
nished' with every necessary, you can 
havono temptation to borrow of your 
shipmates ; which is a custom you must 
carefully guard against. Whoever bor- 
rows, must lend $ and a young man of 
an easy disposition will soon Slid that 
he is scarcely possessed of any thing ho 
can call his own. 1 knew one of that 
compilable tempej^ who had been well 
fitted out, return in a few months to his 
friends, will) hardly rags enough to ro- 
ver him. 

In most of the great sea-worts of 
England, vou will meet with people 
desirou* of giving you credit, for any 
thing yon may have occasion for, and 
much oltener tor what you do not stand 
m need of. Avoid this, as one of the 
most dangerous snares you can possibly 
fall iuto ; for by so doing, you nut only 
anticipate your, perhaps, "limited re- 
sources, but, in all likelihood, arc lay- 
ing yourself at the mercy of a designing 
scoundrel. 

It is often it practice in the Navy 
to try tho spirit of a young man, by 
Sotno gross provocation : if you tamely 
submit to the first, the repetition will 
be frequerft, and there will be no end to 
the' evil : on the, contrary, resenting tho 
first attempt with becoming spirit will 
be your best sccuiily against a recur- 
rence, give yon a proper confidence 
in yourself, aud establish y our character 
among your shipmates. 

M Make yourself useful, And you will 
always be yalned," i* a maxim you 
should never lose sight of; and to tlus 
end, you must be alert on every occa- 
sion, executing your orders wilh preci- 
sion, and without presuming to debate 
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with yourself about their propriety, or 
expediency for you will ne\cr know 
how to command, unless you have first 
jeatned to obey. 

Should a hazardous point of duty fall 
to your lot, do not shrink from jfo rc- 
membt-vfog. that the point of danger is 
the poinF'uf honour $ and no man ever 
rose to eminence in the Navy, who did 
not prefer the good of his country to 
his own persona! safely.

Navigation, astronomy, ge^raphy, 
and every branch of the malhitasitic'S 
together with mechanics, are soPnces 
you ought to bq intimately acquainted 
with. I do not know whether you 
have a taste for drawing: if so, you 
will do well to cultivate it, not only 
as a pleasant and harmless amusement, 
but as an art which, on many occasions, 
may be csseulially*;seful. Employ all 
your leisure in the improvement ol your 
mind. Real luslory will at once amuse 
and inform ; whilst fiction, however 
artfully constructed, will often mislead 
you. In short, set u proper value oil 
time and do any thing rather than 
be idle.

No. X. 

Observations on the 24 th Ode of the 3d 
Book of Horace . 

O F all the vices which occupy and 
enslave the human brqpst, ava- 
rice seems to have taken the deepest 
root : in the present ode, the poet in- 
veighs severely against ft, and very 
properly describes it as the cause of 
Jnost of the sins which corrupt and 
endanger the well-being of an empire * 
he recommends, with considerable ener- 
gy, .to every true Iovct ot lus country, 
to every reformer of its faults, Uie htler , 
removal of every species of superfluous 
wealth. In poetry or declamation yuch 
advice appears highly pleasing $ and we 
anticipate with satisfaction a renewal of 
*tfiat golden age in which the docfriue 
could be realized. With the Spartans 
or the Scythians it would have had its ' 
full weight* hut, alas ! at Rome there 
was little chance of its being at all 
regarded. Happy had it been for that 
empire if she had been headed by Em- 
perors or Dictators of sufficient spirit to 
curb the indomUum Utenliain of the 
age, and to cut olf, with- becoming 
boldness aud honest indignation, ih* 
futnmi mater iam mail* The poet fore*' 
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saw the dangers likely to accrue to* the 
state from the enormous iucrease of 
her riches and commerce, through which 
alone she becamp acquainted with the 
superior refinements of 'tref'ce, and the 
indolent m Aimers of Asia.

she had arrived at the summit of her 
fame both in hteruture and * with 
resp'ect to arms, her territories extend- 
ed, or were extending, nearly over.tho 
whnle of the known world t and with re- 
gard to literature , the author* of ilio 
Augustan age maintain a proud pre- 
eminence over all who appeared antece- 
dent or posterior.

Of this debate able ground , Capp.i 
Cmux, lb e subject of our Plate, ex- 
hibits a considerable part.

44 In one of those very cold mornings 
we h&d in the mouth of January, when 
the tiiei mometcr had fallen near 60 de- 
grees below the freezing point, 1 put 
my hood to a piece ot iron that had 
been exposed to the frost in the open 
air all night. At first, I felt the sensa* 
tion arising from extreme cold; in a 
few seconds I felt the sensation of heat ; 
aud rt soon became so strong, and so 
pavnfuVjJkgitl was as glad to quit ray 
hold, as if itTfad been a hot iron. In- 
deed, I found that I had kept it too 
long, because the part that had been in 
contact blistered, in the same maimer it 
would have done had U been a hot iron, 
aud it was cured iu the same way, No 
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aurgcon in England, bad he been caPed 
in, could have suspected that it was not 
the ctloct of coming m contact with a 
hot iron. Tn truth, bait uih Ih t'fuusc 
of the wound; and you will readily 
allow that I am conett, when l have 
explained to you a few uiciinistance*. 

“ Hurtling by a hot iron is produced 
by the heat, or what is tcthmcalH tailed 
vt/for't , passing m such quant it), and 
with such rapidity, into the pari in con- 
tact with the iron, that the continuity 
aad arrangement of the part is dc- 
stioycd Burning with a told it on arises 
from the heal passing in such quantity, 
and with , ^»dity, out of the pint 
of tb'/uody in contact wilh the cold 
iron, as to produce the same effect. 
Heat in both rases is the cause ; and its 
going into the body from the non, or 
into the iron from the body, does not 
alter the nature of the effect. 

“ It is Iho nature of heat to spread 
itself equally and uniformly through all 
bodies. Some receive it, and part with 
it more quickly than others do; their 
conducting powers air different. ]\ lien 
two bodies, of different temperatures, 
"come in contact, the greater the differ- 
ence is, the mmy * icient will be the 
transum sion of beat from the one* to the 
other. Now, when you icflcrt that the 
tempo a! urc ot the blood is fib degrees 
above the freezing point (Iho freezing 
point is :j* 2, of 1 aim nheit. making 08. 
as the tcmpci a' urc of the blood), and 
that the temperature of the cold iron, 
which burnt me, was 28 below zero, 
that is, 00. h low the frer/mg point, 
you have a difference of 12 fi degtees of 
jirat. This difference i« greater than 
w hut exists between the tempe rature of 
our blood (03.) ami the tempriatuic of 
boiling water, 2.2. which is only 114 
deg i ces ; m» that it is not. at nil sur- 
piismg that the tiaiismiHsion of heat 
should have been violent, and Jlmfc 
burning should have been the conse- 
quence. 

4 ‘ Vou w 'll excuse me for les-rfi;ig v<»u 
a little into these abstract matte:*. To 
assert that i was burnt with a (old iron, 
required something more to support it 
than the mere* ipvc </«•/ of the ii.in.it or, 
whatever his character tor veriuity 
nvgkt he. The tiling, on a 
vnw, is so contrary to our common* 
received opinions, that it T *ns some time 
lx fore i was quite reconciled to it. In 
Ihec^i y, it was not new to me ; and, as an 
opportunity occurred for piovmg the

“ Analogous to beinji/wrwf will* a 
cold non , <*♦ the effect produced on the 
faic* when it is exposed to u eery cold 
wind. The sensation is nearly the spme. 
as when it is exposed to n r< t // hot wind, 
and the elicit is precisely the samp. 
When travelling in a hot climate, and 
exposed to the operation of u warm 
wind, I have found that my face be- 
came red and inflamed, and, as it were, 
bcoiclud. If nibbed with auy kind of 
stiong spuit, it siuailtd exceedingly, 
and peihaps the skin partially came off. 
The stfim* sensations, and the same ef- 
fects, are produced by a very cold w^id. 
The principle on which they act, the 
cause from which they piocccd, is the 
same — the too violent passage of heat 
into, or out of t the part affected. ”

M il. MAUSDEN observes, that the 
Island of bunuitrn, which, in 
point of situation and extent, holds a 
conspicuous rank on the terraqueous 
lobe, and is surpassed by lew in the 
ountiful indulgences of nature, has, in 
all ages, been unaccountably neglected 
by writers ; insomuch, that it is at this 
day less known, as to fhe interior parts 
more especially, than the remotest 
islands of modern discovery 4 although 
it has been constantly rcsorte^o by 
Europeans for some cent uiios, and the" 
KngliJj have had a regular establish- 
ment there for the last hundred v cats. 
It \% . true, that the commercial itu-‘ 
porflnce of Surmiha has modi de- 
efirpra. It is no longer the emporium of 
Eastern riches, wlutjier the traders of 
the West resorted with their cargoes, to 
exchange them tor the precious mer- 
chandise of the Indian Archipelago ; 
nor does it boast now of the political 
consequence it acquired, when the ra- 
pid progress of the Toi tuguese successes 
'there first received a check. That 


cntei prising people, who caused so many 
kingdoms to skunk from the terror, 
of their arms, met with nothing hut” 
ditfgi ace in their attempt * against Achm, 
whose monarch s mam llonn tremble in 
their turn. ^t*t still the importance of 
this island, in the eye of natural histo- 
rians, has continued mvliiuitnshed, and 
has equall), at all periods hud chum to 
art attention, that does not appear, at 
any, to have been paid to it. 

To foim a guieial and tolerably ac- 
curate iu count uf tin? country and its 
inhabitants, is a woik attended with 
great and peuiiur difficulties. The 
necessary informal ion is not to be pro- 
cured liom thepeople themselves, whose 
knowledge and inquiries are to the last 
degree couhtiLtl, scarcely extending be-

the least utility m themselves It i* hut 
ot smell importance to detei mine* with 
p.ccbion, whether a ten village*! on this 
or that particular river belong Jo one 
petty thief or to anothei ; v hither 
such a nation is divided into a gion'er 
©t lesser iiiiinbe* of mhes: or v.tvili o( 
two neighbor i iug powers ongmail) did 
homage to the other lor its title. 

llistoi v is only to be prized as it lends 
to improve our knowledge ol mankind, 
to winch such investigations contribute 
in a \’*j small CSgrco. ife has, theie- 
fore,' attempted rather to give n com- 
prehensive than a circumstantial de- 
scription of the divisions of the < ountiy 
intuits vauous governments; aiming 
at a more particular dr tad, in vvhaL i in- 
spects the customs, opinions, arts, and 
industry, of the original inhabitants, in 
their most genuine stale.

There is no coveimg to their 
legs or fee t. Hound their heads they 
fasten, in a particular manner, a firm 
coloured handkerchief, so as to resem- 
ble a small turban ; the rountr\ pen* 
pie usually twisting a piece of white or 
blue doth for tins purpose. Tho 
ci own ol their head remains uncovered, 
except on journdys, when they wear 
sflPnfottg, or umbrella-hat, which com- 
pletely screens them from the weather. 

“ The women have a kind of bodice, or 
short waist (yir.t rather, that defends the 
breasts, and reaches to t he hip w. Tho 
knur strong, before described, coin 's 
up as high as the armpits, and extends 
to the feet, being kept on simply by 
folding aud tucking it over, at tho 
breast, except when the la!i -ptndinx , 
or zone, is worn about (be waist, 
wliich forms an additional and neces- 
sary security. ThuJ is usually of em- 
broidered cjoth, and bomctirties a plate 
of gold or silver, about two inches 
broad, fastening in the frout with a 
large clasp, of filagree or chased work, 
wit^somo kind of precious stone, or 
imitation of such, in the rcdlre. The 
bajn % or upper gown, differs little Irom 
that of the men, buttoning in the same 
manner’at the winds. A piece of fine, 
thin, cotton cloth, or slight silk, about 
five fe'*t long, and worked or fringed 
at dach end, called a salcndfiiu;* is 
thrown acres* the hack of the neck, 
ami hangs down before j servmg also 
the purpose of a veil to the women 
ot rank when ttiey walk abroad. Toe 
haudketrh <*f is carried, either folded 
sman iti the 1 a»i^, or iu a loug fold,, 
Ji 
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over the shoulder. There arc two 
inodes of dressing the hair, one termed 
kitndtU and tip other sanggal. The 
first resembles much the iashion iu 
'which we see the Chinese women re- 
presented in paintings, apd which I 
conclude Jlhey borrowed from thence, 
where the hair is wound circularly over 
the centre of the bead, and fastened 
with a silver bodkin or pin. In the 
other mode, which is more general, they 
ive the hair a single twist as it hangs 
ehind, and then doubling it up, they 
pass it crosswise, under a few hairs 
separated from the rest, on the baclf of 
the head, for that purpose. A tomb, 
ofh*n of tortoise-shell, and sometimes 
filagreed, helps to prevent it from falling 
down . 1 The nnir of the front, and of alt 
parts offthci head, is of the same length, 
and when loose, hangs together behind, 
with mod of the women, in very great 
quantity^ It is kept moist with oil, 
newly expressed from the cocoa-nut; 
but those persons who can afford it 
make use also of an cmpyreumatir oil 
extracted from gum benzoin, as a grate- 
ful perfume. They wear uo' covering, 
except ornaments of flowers, which, on 
particular occasions, arc the work of 
much labour add* ingenuity. The htttk 
dresses of the dancing-giils by profit 
sion, who are usoally Javans, are very 
artificially wrought, and as high as any 
modern English lady’s cap, yitiding only 
to the feathered plumes of the year 
1777. It is impossible to describe in 
words these intricate and fanciful mat- 
ters, so as to convey a just idea of them. 
The flowers worn in undress are, for 
the most part, strung in wreaths, and 
have a very neat and pretty effect, 
without any degree of gaudiness, being 
usually whije or pale yellow, small, ana 
frequently oHly half-blown. Those ge- 
nerally chosen for these occasions, are 
the buhga-tanjong and bunga-inellur : 
the hurtgu-chumpaka is used fo give the 
liair a fragrance, but is concealed from 
the sight. They sometimes combine a 
variety of (towers in such a manner as to 
appear like one, utid fix them oil a single 
stalk ; but these, being more formal, 
are less elegant than the wreaths. 

“ Among the country people, parti- 
cularly in the southern orfiuilries, the 
virgins (anak gaddi* t or goddesses, as 
it is usually "pronounced) are distin- 
guished by a fillet which goes across the 
trout of the hair, and fastens behind. 
This is eotnmoidy a thin plate of silver, 
about half an inch broad : tho&e of the 


first rank have it of gold, and those of 
the lowest class have their fillet of the 
leaf of the uipah tree. Beside this pe- 
culiar ornament, their state is denoted 
by their having rings or bracelets of 
silver or gold on their wrists, strings 
of coins round the neck are universally 
worn by children ; and the females, 
before Lney are of an age to be clothed, 
have, what may not be inaptly termed, 
a modesty -piece, being a plate of silver 
in the shape of a heart (railed chaping ), 
hung before, by a chain of the same 
metal, passing round the waist. The 
young women in the country- villages 
manufacture themscIv^iAh^ .noth that 
forms the body -dress, or kain-tHiwmgi 
which, for many occasions, is their only 
covering, and reaches from the breast 
no lower than the knees. The dresses 
of the women of the Malav Bazars, 
on the contrary, extend as fow as the 
feet; but here, as in other instances, 
The more scrupulous attention to ap- 
pearances does not accompany the su- 
perior degree of real modesty. This 
cloth, for the wear both of men and 
women, is imported from the islaud of 
Celebes, or, as it 13 here termed, IhJ 
Bu«;gU country. 

“ Both sexes have the extraordinary 
custom of filing, and otherwise dis- 
figuring their teeth, which are natu- 
rally very white and beautiful, from 
the simplicity of their food. For files, 
they make use of small whetstone# of 
difierent degrees of fineness, and the 
patients lie on their back during the 
operation. Many, particularly the wo* 
men ot the Liunpong* country, have 
their teeth rubbed down quite even 
with the gums ; others have them 
formed in points ; hud some hie off no 
more thau the outer coat and extremi- 
ties, in order that they may the better 
receive and retain the jetty blackness, 
with ^ Which they almost universally 
adorn them. The black used on these 
occasions is the empyreumalic oil of the 
coconut-shell. When this is not ap- 
plied, the filing does not, by destroying 
what We term the enamel, dimmish thb 
whiteness of the teeth ; but the use of 
betel renders them blacky if pains be 
not 'taken to prevent it. The great 
men -sometimes set theirs in gold, by 
casing, with a plate of that metal, the 
under row; aud this ornament, con- 
trasted with the black dye, has, by lamp 
or candle light, a very splendid effect. 
It is sometimes mdeuted to the shape of 
the iueib, but tuort usually quite pla u. 
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Thry do not remove It either to eat or 
sleep. 

“ At the age of about eight or nine, 
they bore I he da rs and file the teeth of 
the female children ; which are ceremo- 
nies that must necessarily precede their 
marriage. The former they call be - 
t m udb y aud the latter hi d ubong % anil 
these operations are regarded in the 
family as the occasion of a festival. 
They do not here, as iq some of the 
adjacent islands (of JSfias in particular), 
incicase the aperture of the ear to a 
monstrous size, so as, in many in- 
stances, to he large ©umi^li to admit 
the hand, the lower parts being stretched 
till they touch the shoulders. Tht?ir 
eai-nif^* <ue liiftstly of gold filagree, 
and listened, not with a clasp, but iu 
the manner of a nvel or uut screwed to 
the inner part.” 

****** 

“ The tigers prove to the inhabitants, 
both iu their journies aud even their do- 
mestic occupations, most fatal and de- 
structive enemies. The number of peo- 
ple annually stain by these rapacious 
tyrants of the woods is almost incrc-' 
dible. 1 have known instances of whole 
•-^silages being depopulated by them. 
Yef, from a supcAlihous prcjudiie, it 
is with difficulty they are prevailed up- 
on, by a large teward which the ludia 
Company oners, to use methods of de- 
stroy mg them, fill they have sustained 
some paihciilar injury m their own fa- 
mily or kindred; and their ideas of fa- 
talism couliihule to render them insen- 
sible to the risk. Their traps, of which 
they can make Variety, are very inge- 
niously contrived. Sometimes they are 
in the nature of hlronp cages, with 
falling doors, into which the beast is 
enticed by a goat or dog enclosed as 
a bait; sometime* the? manage that 
a large limber shall faU, in a groove, 
across his back ; he is noosed about the 
loins with strong lattans, or he is led to 
ascend a plank, nearly balanced, which, 
turning when he is past the centre, lets 
him fall upon sharp stakes prepared 
below. Instances have occurred, of a 
tiger being caught by one of t*ic funner 
modes, which had man} marks In his 
body of the partial success of this last 
expedient. The escapes, at times, made 
from them by tho natives are surpris- 
ing; buC these accounts, in general, 
carry too roitiftfitic an air to 'admit of 
being repeated as foils. The size and 
strength of the species which prevails 
on this island are prodigious* /fhey 


arc said to break with df stroke of fbeir 
fore paw the leg of a horse or a buf- 
falo; and the largest prey they kill is 
without difficulty dragged uy them into 
the woods. Tins they usually perform 
,on the second night, being supposed, m 
the first, to gratify themselves with 
sucking tlie blood only. Tims w by 
this delay afforded to prepare for thpir 
destruction ; and to the methods already 
enumerated, beside shooting them, I 
should 'add that of pricing a vessel 
of watei, »liougly impregnated with 
arsenic, near tiie carcase, which is fas- 
tened to a tree to pi event its being car- 
ried off. The tiger having satiated him- 
self wath the llesh, is prompted to as- 
suage Ins thirst with tne tempt in^li- 
uor at hand, and perishes in the in- 
ulgeucc* Their cliicf subsistence it 
most probably iheuufnrtunaje monkeys 
with which the woods abound. They 
are described a* alluring them to their 
fate, by a fWmaling power, similar to 
what has been supposed of the snake ; 
and 1 am not incredulous enough to 
treat the idea with contempt, having 
myself ohserv ©d, that when an alliga- 
tor, in a* river, comes under nil over- 
hanging bough of a tree, the monkeys, 
in a state of alarm and distraction, ' 
crowd U> the extremity, and, chattering 
aftd trembling, approach nearer ant) 
nearer to the amphibious monster that 
wu ts to dev oui them as they drop, 
which the* flight and number render 
unavoidable. These alligators likewise 
occasion the loss of many inhabitants, 
frcqucully destroying the people as they 
bathe in the rnrr, according to their 
regular custom, and which tin; per- 
petual evidence of the risk attending it 
cannot dqler them trom. A supersti- 
tious idea of their sanctity also (or, 
perhaps," of consanguinity, as i elated 
in the journal of the Endeavour’* voy- 
age) preserves these destructive ani- 
mals from molestation, although, with 
a hook of sufficient sliength, they may . 
betaken without much difficulty. A 
musket-blah appears to have no effect 
upon their impenetrable hides.” 

“ The tpost extraordinary of the 
JtoUa customs, though' certainly not 
peculiar to these people, remains now 
to he described. Maav of the old tra- 
vellers bad fttvnished the world with ac- 
counts of anlhrnpophafrl, or man eaters, 
whom they met with in all parts of the 
old and new world $ and their relations, 
true or false, were u» those days, wheu 
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people were addicted to the marvellous, 
universally credited. In Lhe succeeding 
ages, when a more sceptical and scruti- 
nizing spirit prevailed, several of these 
asserted facts were found upon exami- 
nation to be false; and men, from a 
Lias inherent in our nature, ran into the 
opposite extreme. It then became 
established as a philosophical truth, 
capable almost ofdcbumst ration, that 
|)o such race of jpebple ever, did or 
could exist. But the .varieties, incon- 
sistencies, and contradictions of human 
manners, are so numcnftis and glaring, 
that it is scarcely possible to iix any 
general principle that will appl^to all 
the incongruous races of mankind, or 
even to conceive an irregularity to 
which sonic or other of them have not 
been accustomed. The voyages of our 
late famous circumnavigators, the vera- 
city of whose assertions is unimpeach- 
able, have already proved to the world* 
Hint human flesh i s eaten by the *a- 
lrnges ol J\~i w Zealand; and I can, 
with equnl confidence, fiopi conviction 
of the truth, though not w it h equal 
weight of authority, assert* that ^It is 
also, in these days, oaten in* the island 
of Sumatra by the Batki people, and by 
them only. Whether oi* not the hur- 
nble custom prevailed more extensively 
in ancient times, I cannot take upon me 
to ascertain; but the same historians 
who mention it as practised in this 
island, and whoso account* were un- 
deservedly looked upon as falmfotis % 
relate it also of' f rhavy others ot the 
eastern people, and those! of lhe inland 
<>l Java in particislar, who* since that 
period, may have become more hu- 
manized. 4 

Mention* is made of the Battasamt 
thrirpci uIumt < uitoms by the following early 
writcis •K icalowi Conti, 14441. In a 
S’crtaih part of this island (Sumatra), called 
Jiatn h , the people eat human flesh. They 
are continually at war with their neighs 
t ours, preserve the sfcuUs of their enemies 
iu treasure, ditpotQ of them as money, and 
be is accounted the richest man who has 
most of them In his haul*,” OnoAuors 
lUnnosA. 1510. “Theie is another king- 
dom to the southward, which is the ‘principal 
source of gold ; and another inland, railed 
jfnru (contiguous to tlie Hattu country), 
where the inhabitant* are pagans, who eat 
hnmrin flesh, and chiefly of those they have 
slain in war.*’ Du Bakmos, l>ftk “ The 
natives of that part of the island which fa 
opposite to Malacca, who arc called B<Uas x 
eat human flesh, and are the most savage and 
wiulikc of all the land/ 1 Bxauuec, 


“ They do not cat human flc«h as tha 
means of satisfying the cravings of na- 
t me, for there cgn be no want of sun* 
ten itice to the inhabitants of such a 
country and climate, who reject no ani- 
mal fobd of any Kind ; nor ts it sought 
after as a gluttonous delicacy The 
Battas eat it as a species of ceremony ; 
as a mode of shewing their dctcstatiou 
of certain crimes by an ignominious 
punishment! and as a savage display 
of revenge and insult to their unfor- 
tunate enemies. The objects of this 
barbarous repast are prisoners taken 
in war, especially if badly wounded, 
the bodies of the slain, am! offendcra 
condemned for certain capUol .crimes, 
especially for adultery. l'i:soner<% im- 
wounded (but they are not much dis- 
posed to give quarter) may be ran- 
somed or sold as slaves, where the quar- 
rel is not. too m vetera* e ; and the con- 
victs, there is reason to believe, rarely 
suffer when then friends are in Circum- 
stances to redeem them by the custom- 
ary equivalent of twenty binthan»s x or 
eighty dollars. These are tried by the 
people id the tribe where the often cc 
was committed, but cannot be executed^ 
iiflt'l their own particular saja has been 
nude acquainted with the sentence, 
who/ when he acknowledges the justice 
of the intended punish nieiit, sends a 
cloth to cover the^ head of the delin- 
quent, together with a large dish of 
salt and lemons. The unhappy vu tint 
is then delivered into the hands of tl<o 
injured party (if it be a private wrong, 
«V, in the case of a prisoner, to the war- 
riors), by whom he ht tied to a stake ; 
lances are thrown at him tioina ccilaiu 
distance by this person, his relations, 
and friends; and when mortally w^und-, 
cd* th«$y run tip to him, as if m a trans- 
port of passion, cut pieces from the body 
With their knives, dip them in the dish 
9f salt, lemon -juice, and red pepper, 
slightly broil them over a fire prepared 
for the purpose, and swallow the mor- 
sel* with a degree of savage enthusiasm. 
Sometimes (1 presume, according to the 
degree of k&cir animosity and resent- 


* ThT Inland people arc independent, and 
speak* hmguage different from tbeMalay an. 
Are jdoliitr Cfe'Ond eat hr man flesh ; never 
ransom prisoners, but eat ihun n ith pepper 
and salt.

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went) Ihe whole is devoured by the 
by-standci s ; and instances have been 
known where, with baibarity still ag- 
gravated, they tear the flesh from the 
carcase with .their teeth. To such a 
depth ol depra\ ily may man be plunged, 
when neither religion nor philosophy 
enlighten his steps! All that cun be 
said in exlcuuahon of the horror of 
this diabolical cerqmony is, tlut no 
view appears to be entertained of tor- 
turing Hie sufferers, of increasing or 
lengthening out the pangs of death i 
the whole fury is directed ugainfct the 
corpse, warm, indeed, with the remains 
of life, but past the seiufttion of pain. 
A d'fiereuce of opinion has existed

tin homes of their enemies actually

I have not personally see* (and wc must 
all tie couvmccd of faetp to which nei- 
ther ourselves nor those with whom we 
arc immediately connected could ever 
h.i\e been witnesses) l>as arisen from 
th& following ciicuinstances, some of 
less and sortm of greater authority. It 
is, hi the first place, a matter of general 
and un controverted notoriety through- 
out flu* inland $ a, ml J have conversed 
with many tuilLvcp'ofthe ttatta country 
(some of them initiy own service), who 
acknowledged the practice, and became 
ashamed of after residing amongst 
more humanized people. It has been 
my chance to hat dud no fewer Chau 
‘ three J) rot hers and brothers-in-law, bd» 
side several intimate friends (of whom 
some are now in England), chiefs ol-vuir 
settlements of Natal and t'appnniili % of 
whose information 1 availed myself, and 
all their accounts I luise foiftul to agree 
in every material point. The testimony 
of Mr Charles Miller, whose name, ns 
well as that of his father, is advantage- 
ously known to the litemry world, 
should atone be suilicicnt for my pur- 
pose. In addition to what he has re- 
lated in Jus journal, he has told me, 
that at one village where he halted, 
the suspended head of a man, whose 
body had been eaten a f<jw days before, 
was extremely offensive) and that in 
conversation with shine people of the 
slnkola district, speaking of their neigh- 
bours and .occasional enemies of the fVz- 
dambnlu district, l Ivey described them us 
an unprincipled race, raying, “We, in- 
deed, eat men as a punishment for their 
crimes and injuries tons; but they way- 
Jay and seize travellers, in order to btr» 
bantei , or cut them up like cattle.” It 
is here, .obviously, the admission, anil 
not the scandal, that should have weight. 
When Mr. Giles Holloway was leaving 
Ttppnnuli, and settling bis accounts 
with ihe natives, he expostulated with a 
Bulla man who had been dilatory in his 
payment. 44 1 would,” aays the man, 
* have been here sooner, but my 
yopptlu (superior officer; was detected 
in familiarity with my wife. He was 
condemned, and 1 staid to eat share of 
Jlim f the ceremony took us up three 
days, and >t was only last night that we 
finished him.” Mr. Miller was present 
at this conversation, and the man spoke 
with perfect Seriousness. A native of 
the island of A ter, who had stabbed a 
Balia man, in a fit of frenzy, at Batang- 
tar* river, near 7'appanufi bay, and en- 
deavoured to make his escape, was. 
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upon flic nlnrpi being given, seized at 
six 111 I hr utnmiii'', .rd before eleven, 
v thoiit any jiftirial pioccss, wu* tied to 
a strike, cut ui pieces with the utmost 
eagerness, vthijp jet aht£, and eaten 
upon i lie spot, partly broiled, but 
most !y run. Him head w .is buried under 
that of (lie man wJtnm be had mur- 
dered This happened in December, 
V HO, when Mr. William Smith Jiad 
charge of li.e sell lemony.

Mr. Alexander it all made a charge in 
his 4111M1C accounts of a sflln paid lo 
a rt.fi as an inducement to him to spare 
a man who in he had seen preparing tor 
a victim: and it is, in fact, this com- 
mendable discouragement of the prac- 
tice by our government that occasions 
its being so rate a sight to Europeans, 
in a count 1 } where there arp 110 travel- 
lets from cunosrty, ami where the ser- 
vants of the Company, having appear- 
ances lo maintain, cannot by then pre- 
sence, as idle spectators, given sanction 
to proceedings, which it is their dnfjlo 
discourage, although their influence is 
not sufficient to prevent theiu. 

“ A halt A. chief, named raja A i/rbin* 
ill the year mb, surprised a neighbour- 
ing hum pa u q with which he was at en- 
nntv, killed the raja by steallii, prried 
off the body, and eat it. The injured 
family complained to Mr. ftairnc, the 
English chief of Asia/, and prayed for 
redress. Ho sent a message on Inc sub- 
ert to JK'iubiiit who returned an tnao*, 
cut fuel threatening answer. Mr. 
Nairnc, influenced hy his, feelings ra- 
th rr than Ins judgment (for these people 
were quite removed from the Com- 
pany ’s contfouh and oitrv interference 
in ttyeir quarrels was not necessary), 
marched with a party of fitly or sixty 
men, of whom twelve were Europeans, 
to chastise him; but on approaching 
the village, they found it so perfectly 
enclosed with growing bamboos, within 
which was a strong paling, that they 
could not even see the place v»r ap* 
enemy. Ah they advanced, however, 
to examine the 'defences, a shot from 
au unseen per son, struck Mr. Nairn* in 
the breast, and he expired immediately* 
In him was lost a respectable gentle* 
man, of great scientific acquirements, 
and a valuable servant of the Company. 
It was with much . difficulty that the 


party was enabled to save the body. 
A Caftree and a Malay, who fell in 
the struggle, were afterwards eaten. 
Thus the experience of later days is 
found to agiec with the uniform tes- 
timony of old writers ; and although 
1 am aware that each and every of these 
proofs, taken singly, may admit of 
some cavfl, yetluijic aggregate they 
will be thought to amount to satis- 
factory evidence, that human flesh is 
habitually catob by a certain class of tho 
inhabitants of Sumatra.” 

Before we conclude, we should ob- 
serve, that the branch of natural his- 
tory, in particular, will be found to 
illustrate several of the most interesting 
prodactions of fbe vegetable and ani- 
mal kingdoms ; and the engravings are 
executed in a masterly maimer, from 
the moat finished drawings, and accoin*

Dictionaries 1 *W‘all our knowledge is 
rapidly* getting Alphabetized , when, 
tluretore, we call the attention pf our 
read*** to a new Dictionary, they may 
perhaps think the expression involves a 
solecism; but we have no hesitation in 
declaring that the volume now b&foreua 
has a ffegitftnate claim to that title. Vv e 
have long thought a Dictionary of Dis- 
tintfcsms much wanted. . The utility of 
such a Dictionary is sufficiently evi- 
dent § and until the present volume, uo 
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attempt 1ms been made to supply tbe 
desideratum, except the paltry and in- 
sufficient lists of words that have been 
annexed to some school spelling- hooks 
and gramma* s. Tbe utility of the 
work is very fairly stated m a sensi- 
ble and unavuimiag preface. It is there 
remarked, how requisite it is that the 
teachers of youth should, by oral ex* 
ample, inculcate the minute variations 
which always exist in the pronuueiatiotf 
of a living language* The want of a 
discriminating pronunciation is the 
source of slip- slopping. 

“ Perhaps to some, many of the dis- 
tinctions \u!l appear unnecessary, as> it 
may he thought that no person could 
possibly fall into mistakes so egregious 
as are here guarded against. The, in- 
habitants of the capital may think that 
the country people are iguorant in- 
deed, if they he m want of so much as- 
sistance as is here offered them* On 
the other hand, the country folk would 
find some difficulty in believing, that 
there are in London people (who can 
both read and write}, who will tell you 
v ery g ravely, that the lord mayor and 
alJfePthen were regi^ed wit h a cold col- 
lection at St. James’s? that there was 
a great conquest of people in the park 
when his majesty went to the pai La- 
ment- house ; that they only mean to 
ax a few questions respecting fomented 
liquors; that, during the next vocation 
they intend to make a tower of a thou- 
sand miles. Sometimes a pet sedition is 
to be commenced accwrdingto Jaw; at 
other times, you may bear sagacious- 
looking men humanelj commiserating 
the uncomfortable condition of the 
death and dumb ; and others, who take 
pleasure iu retailing unpublished his- 
tory, wiIl^iTcj* to tell Jou some carious 
antidotes concerning such and such per- 
sonages.’ ’ Preface, p. 4. 

But specimens of slip-slopping, are 
not to be collected entirely among 
those whose education has been confi- 
ned merely to reading aud writing. We 
have heard even in tbe pulpit emerge 
used for ini merge ; and every person 
must recollect to have heard from the 
mouths of people* who would blush at 
beinjg thought ignorant, eminent used 
for imminent, and ingenious tor inge- 
nuous. ' 

The propriety of committing ® vo- 
cabulary or nomeoclqture to memory, 
which has been disputed by some wri- 
ters on education, Mr. Murdoch, We 
think, has very ably supported f but we 


conceive such a mode or acquiring the 
words of a language not the most ex- 
peditious. The moaning of woid* is 
certainly easier , fixed on the memory, 
when studied m connection, than m the 
insulted state; and the Jantid lin*u~ 
arum Ites^iatu of Comenins wn*. com- 
piled on tip* principle- Mr. Murdoch 
is, however, perfectly correct, in main- 
taining, that the otner mode requires 
no uncommon potters ; tin*) it is not a 
loss of time; i^id Hint the iindt rsiand- 
ing and memory are so connected that 
one cannot ’he cultivated without the 
improvement of the other. 

Tbe reader will find manv ingenious, 
aud, we think, new remarks on p:o- 
nunciation iu the introductory obser- 
vations. He will likewise find some 
observations on the letters V and W 
well deserving of intention. Mr Mur- 
doch was well qualified to note the pro- 
nunciation correctly, from his having 
so lately edited the stereotype edition 
of Walker’s Pronouncing Dictionary 
which task he under look by the pm ti- 
tular recommendation of Air. Walker. 
We have examined this part of Mr. 
Murdoch’s present publication, and 
hay© found it very correct. We do not 
always agree with Mr- Murdoch, nor 
with his friend Mr. Walker; but wo 
know they have the majority on their 
side, and l|f©y both are not deficient 
cither iu discrimination or independence 
of sentiment. 

We shall now fbakd a selection from 
the occasional remarks which are inter- 
spersed in the several alphabets, and 
which we think our readers will ffrul 
original, cniert&ining, and instructive. 
As it is chiefly on account of the re- 
marks we make the quotations, we need 
not put our printer to l lie •Double of 
adding the numerals and accents rnaik- 
iog the pronunciation.

It it somewhat remarkable, that so 
many lexicographers have called tins 
word a substantive. Whether Dr John- 
son called it so through mad \erlnuy nr 
by design ; or whether the mi -lake ori- 
ginated with the printer, we « an not 
determine v But although implicit be- 
lief in this matter can do i»<» gtcat mis- 
chief, we cerlatuly ought at all times 
to let thought accompany words; and 
not allow ourselves to repeat alter 
others, without ever considering the 
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justness or absurdity of what is advan- 
ced. The word proper is sometimes 
used in an accvpfatiou exactly ,sy num- 
inous. — Example :

with a negative adverb which denies 
thc^ existence of that power*. It there- 
fore appears, that no objection can be 
offered (except that false and pernici- , 
ous one called ancient usage) to the se- 
paration of a pair so very discordant in 
their natures.”

That l may not he guilty of ingrati- 
tude, I shall be no less eaie/ul to avoid 
an attack on the sciences » as well he 
cause 1 have never made much progress 
in them* as that from what 1 have made

1 would ask him, if those idle 
and uwJemonstr&ble questions which pbi- 
losophcis have argued for many centu- 
ries on man, and on divinity, have 
served any other purpose than to darken 
therlc.ucst intelligence! which Nature 
has engraven on the human mind. 

I would ask if the heart becomes 
improved in proportion as the mind 
becomes enriched with understanding. 
The shameful and immoral conduct of 
many hum ol letters would assist me to 
resolve the question. I would,' lastly, 
ask lmu, if men of the greatest genius 
hv\ taded, in their deepest researches, 
the happiness of the humble labourer, 
who fee. the prosperity ol his family, 
and who gathers the harxesl m In* pa- 
ternal fields.

peaceably, and without murmuring, in 
the small circle in which Nature hat 
placed liinis he behoves that the sun 
shiucw, qaly for mm, so much doe* its 
friendly wanjith lejoice his heart: he 
believe* thet Nature spreads her boun- 
teous stores fm hi* use, so much is ho 
grateful when he gathers the produce 
of his garden, or even the champignon 
at his feet.

The time flies, and soon 
every tliiug wilt disappear like n fine 
dreaHu without leaving a trace behind.

to-morrow. Believe me, if thy heart is 
not improved by thy pains, thou wik 
one day have reason to regret the trou- 
ble thou hast taken, for thou wilt have 
amassed only useless knowledge. Study 
the great Author of good in his works, 
imprint early on thy youthful mind the 
sphlime impressions of beauty and good- 
ness and rest assured, that one single 
virtuotas act will procare thee as trne 
and more lasting pleasure, than even the 
great Newton felt in the vast discovery 
of the universal gravitation. 

OV SOLITUDE 

u TTO hve t it relirewtnl ts to Uve 

-*■ happy The more we reflect 
on this maxim, which the celebrated 
Descartes chost for lus motto, thevnoie 
we shall be convinced of its justness; 
the more we line lived among men, 
the more we shall fiol its truth, lose 
its independence, and the more eager 
wc shall be to put it in practice. 

It js always at the expense of peace 
ahd happiness that a man hi* 

obscurity to seek favour or distinction. 
When oucehe is launched on the tern- 
pest nou* ocean of the world, he, from 
that time, loses hi* own proper exist- 
ence, and only lives bv the opinion of 
others. Slave to the judgment, true or 
false, of those from whom he seek* 
favour oi protection, and whom he 
must please, or lose all hopes of sucre**, 
he has not even a will of his own | 
their caprices are to him a law; and 
in habituating himself to have no will 
but theirs, and perpetually following 
their example, and wherever they lead, 
he, by degrees, lose* his original dispo- 
sition, and, at length, become* like the 
common herd j that is to «ay, he d6et 
not resemble any thing in particular. 

Such is, m general, “ the man of the 
world ” he ha* no moral physiognomy* 
Smoothed and polished by frequently 
mixing witn diflerent character*, the 
impression of Nature becomes effaced, 
and he has no more character of his 
own, than m to be found in the pow- 
dcied heid of a fop. of winch not even 
the lidtunl colour of the hair is to be 
distinguished 

Is it not then for others that he live* 
in the world * And is not a borrowed 
existence totally worthless. To enjoy* 
Me, a man must be htmsrff, and to 
ktmhtff, from whence it follows, that it 
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ii oblyw relirement that we truly live. 
Let> nr acid, that it i* only in solitude 
that the knowledge of Ihe real value of 
time is to be acquired, and its duration 
measured 9 not by a clock, to ascertain 
the particular hoof at which we arc to 
attend and cringe in the antichainbers 
of the Great; but by the succession of 
rational reflections, and by the pro- 
gress to be made m virtue and true 
wisdom. 

To enjoy the benefits of solitude, it 
is not necessary to be sequestered in 
the wilds of a desert, or to live tike a 
hermit. This does not accord with the 
laws of Nature: 011 the conti ary, we 
are compelled, by our numerous and 
reciprocal wants, to mix with our fel- 
low-creatures. But it is possible to be 
alone in the middle of a city, and in the 
most numerous circle. Thus we are 
alone when only occupied with our own 
ideas; wc are alone when the mind is 
pure from the influence of external ob- 
je<ls it is at these times that our judg- 
ment, thus disengaged from all personal 
interest in the passing scene, possesses 
ail the rectitude ot which it is capable. 
This internal solitude is a great step 
towards |ne attainment of truth. 

Thought is the nourishment of the 
soul, and*. gives to man a second exist- 
ence ; an existence not comprehended 
by him who, confining himself to the 
natural impiession* of external objects, 
may be said to enjoy but the halt of his 
being. Thus this intellectual and moral 
existence, a thousand times more pre- 
cious than life itself to him who has 
once known its charms, i« not to lie en- 
joyed in the midst of the Lurnults which 
"disturb the world, where we are perpe-, 
tually agitated by the variety and mul- 
tiplicity of surrounding objects; the soul 
hap wit lime either to recollect itself, or 
to dwell on any subject of reflection! 
therefore his thoughts arc constrained 
and stifled in their birth, and have not 
the4*xcellent and serious character which 
silence and solitude give them. U*is 
only there that, free and unshackled, 
our thoughts tan take flight above the 
<»a(th, and follow the course of imagi- 
1 r aUon, winch leads them through all 
the regions of lime and space. 

- Solitude 4 s a peaceful haven, where 
we may shelter ourselves trom the 
storms of hie. The calm which we 
may there enjoy is »o much the more 
dealt able, as our lives have been more 
or lest subject to a number of troubles 
and vexations. In this harbobr, cor- 


rected of our errors, anil escaped fropx 
the shipwreck which sink# so many of v 
those adventurers who have been to<b 
eager after riches or enjoyment, wir ' 
can contemplate at leisure, and with a*, , 
sort of satisfaction, on the futile efforts 
man makes to ittuin a felicity that flies 
from lus pursuit, and disappoints the 
eager desire which incessuntly torments 1 
him. From hence we see all those great v 
persons, so praised, so flattered, and ao 
envied by tnc {polish multitude, shine - 
for ail instant in the shifting scene# 
of the theatre of the woild, and then 
sink for ever into the oblivion whiih . 
formerly concealed their meanness and 
folly, and now only covers their shame 
and remorse. 

Charles lheVth and Dioclesinn, cnlti- . 
vating a small garden in obscure retire- 
ment, after having each abdicated the 
most powerful empire of the world, 
certainly tasted, in tlicir retreat, and 
in forgetfulness of their former great- 
ness, a more peifeet and substantial 
degree of felicity than any they had 
enjoyed on the throne surrounded by 
all their courtiers. Oh! how much, in , 
reviewing the past, had they to regret 
the time they had lost iu governing 
men, which they might have spent 
in the delightful employment of cul- 
tivating the fruits of the earth. 

11 seems as if wc had naturally a taste 
for solitude* The sight of an hermitage, 
an isolated cloister, or a wild retreat, 
fjr from the habit iftions of men, has 
something that we feci to be Mb 
affecting and nth active, which almost 
creates a deiire of dwelling of* the spot t 
and it appears that it was less the 
effect of superst ihou, Ilian the love of ft 
contemplative life degenerated to a pas- 
sion, which occasioned so many, in the 
early ages of Christianity, to lake the 
monastic halnt, and to deicit by thou- . 
sands the towns and cities, and take 
their solitary residence on the heights 
of mountains and id desert*. This, how- 
ever, is certain, as F endow well observe*, 
that poets and paiuters have never bet- 
ter succeeded in exciting ft strong in- 
terest 111 the mind ►than when it has been 
transported nrto the regions of solitude, 
far lrouMhc noise and tumults of cities, 
^’herc the soul rests from the- noisy , 
vain cares which, in Ihe bosom of so- 
ciety, perpetually wearies the mind* 
and destroys the powers of recollection. 
To such retreats^ the soul loves to 7 re- 
lire, and wishes there to fix her abode* 
Ail ihe great characters which ;vre 
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read of in bistory, both ancient and mo* 
dern; for example, Xenophon, Scipio, 
Turenne, Catinaf, ^Rroderu II. &c ; de- 
lighted m the charms of solitude ; and 
there, doubtlessly, they al tamed that 
greatness of mind which was the di- 
rector and guide of lluii conduct , and 
which has iniio.ti.i ul then ram s. 
The great ar.d gr.iii.l designs, the noble 
and jn f st pit < * | whth, in sin tc ding 
firms, c«iiiiniii d the ad mo at ion of 
the world, wen h iruc^l and iipc ud in 
retirement, boluudc produced tire blos- 
som i sock ty hcheld it expand ; and so** 
ciety aUo received the fruus. 

It is not in the vortex o( the giddy 
wo i Id that the heart is formed to virtue, 
or the mind to truth , it was iu the si- 
lence of retirement, in the touniiy, far 
fro n noise nud tumult, that Montes- 
quieu, liuflon, J J Rousseau, Barthe* 
lemy, composed those works which at 
once delight and instruct flu; reader. 
Thus it is that men oi genius are often 
more riseful to the world, by living at 
a distance Irom the general haunts oi 
men. 

To he happv m solitude, itus requisite 
to possess a qmit mmd, and .in irjr- 
proachablc Conscience: for the con- 
science is a nuiror which coutmudly 
reflects to us wh it we really aie, thut - 
fore it caunol make happy the wuked, 
who dread nothing so pinch as being 
loiced to coiiiimiu? with tteinsclvcs iu 
private, and who must there see all 
their deformity. f$td it is the pleasure 
mid delight *of a sensible and thinking 
tmndi soft, m< I unholy, and pleasing 
reflection* follow tin tooltips of the 
good to in, auompam 1 uu to the bor- 
ders of the Ial«<\mid in flu 'JUs;

J OHN BOYLE, Earl of Cork and 
Orrery , was a person on whom a 
considerable portion of genius, taste, 
and an ardent love ot literature, seems 
tp have fc.een entailed; ami in him the 
entail appears to base ceased. His 
great-grandfather, Roger Bov Ic, created 
Earl ofOrrery by King Charles the lid, 
but better known, unfortunately for his 
memory, by the title of Lord P roghi/l, 
the faithless subject of Charles the 1st, 
and the yet. more faithless counsellor of 
the Cromwell* ; a man of consummate 
talents; was not only a statesman am) a 
soldier, but au historian and a poet. His 
father, Charles, the fourth carl, distin- 
guished also in the cabinet and the 
field, a most elegant scholar, nndjmastcr 
of the finest s! yip m brs own- language,’ 
was the antagonist to Dr. tlvrttley , in 
that famous contest on the Epistles of 
Phalaris , which so long cngn»gcd the 
attention of the first critics of bis pe- 
riods the celebrated Robert Boyle,* too, 
while Newton exploicd the wonders of 
the higher world, dived, with equal sa- 
gacity, into the utmost sublvmary 
depths of natural philosophy ; ' and 
Richard, Earl o f Burlington, the Pal- 
ladio ot England; were his near kins- 
men. 

He was bom on the 2d of January, 
1706-7, the duly son of his father, by 
Elizabeth, youngest daughter of John 
Cecil, the fi*lh i-.arl ul TTjt n tcr. His 
early education was committed to that 
amiable man, and elegant poet, John 
Fenton, under whose care be remained 


till the age of thirteen, when be was 
moved to Westminster school, audfroto 
t lienee to Christ Church, in Oxford. He 
manned, on the 9th of May, 

Lady Harriet, third and youngest 
daughter of George Hamilton , Earl of 
Ovktr t/: a match which, though made 
with tlie entire concurrence of the fa*, 
then on both sides, and with the strong- 
est mutual affection of the young cou- 
ple, produced an event which clouded 
•some of the hesl» years of h;s IiFe with 
disappointment, and regret: a hitter, 
fend, the cansc of which is nofir un T 
known, ^rose between the two parent 
earls; and the young lord, in main- 
taining unimpaiivd his attachment to 
his father and Ins wife, in both i*f which 
he Was eminently exemplary, became, in 
spile of all the endeavours which those 
sentiments, and an excellent understand- 
ing and temper, could suggest, a parly 
in it : his father, under the first im- 
pression of resentment, altered his wifi, 

far ns possible to the ton's prejudice; 
b*1i large legacies N> strurigers, although 
himself coiiMdcrably in debt ; and be- 
queathed, which, perhaps, afflicted tfic 
young lord mote than all the 'rest, his 
fine library, and collection of inaihe- , 
rntittcaf instruments, to Christ Church , 
which had been hi,s own college, as well* 
as Ins soil’s. A reconciliation, however, 
perfectly cordial, spun took place ; but 
the father w£s prevented, by an un- 
expected death, from fulfilling Uie^in- 
tertthm which he had declared of re- 
voking these unreasonable legacies, the 
whole of which the young lord not only 
scrupulously discharged, but paid &J»o « 
his fithci* 4 debts, lor~which he wasuot J 
account able, w iiliout alienating any part 
of the property. 

The lots of a parent f>r whom ha en- 
tertained the* highest reverenre, sweet- 
ened by the. most tender personal affec- 
tion, could not but be ckvply aggra- 
vated by those painful ci r cum stance s : 
he fell into an extreme ill state of health, 
from Which he was scarcely recovered, 
when the death of his Countess, on the 
2 id' of August 1132, pluuged fiim again, ' 
into the sevpreU affection ’"On till# 
lady, whbjfg virtues have been cele- 
brated hf jjjtfr. ‘Samu l fPeiley, tO a 
poem written ^for that purpose; by 
Tkeobdldn in his dedication of Shnk* 
spear J £ works; by Mrs. Route, (M yt* 
others; the, Earl himself has giveu 
some elegiac lines, hi his observations' - 
on PR ay, perhaps more creditable 
bis connubial teuderuesi than to his 1 
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poetical taste. These misfortunes ope- 
rating upon a constitution, both of 
mind and body, naturally delicate, seem 
to have inspired him with an early in- 
clination ,for private life. He had dis- 
tinguished himself as a speaker in the 
House of Lords in the two first sessions* 
after he succeeded to the pcerago t but 
after that period of which we have just 
now spoken, Ins parliamentary conduct 
was confined to a silent and moderate 
opposition to the meassresof Sir Robert 
Walpole' h administration. 

Lor 'iQrrcry was in Ireland when he 
lost his countess ; the chief parf of hip 
estates la} in that kingdom, and' the} 
had suffered much injury from dilapi- 
dations so long since as the involution 
contest there in ,IG90, and yet more 
from th£ subsequent peculation "of 
agents < his presence, therefore, in Ire- 
land was important to his private af- 
fairs, while fiis griefs were, perhaps, 
Somewhat soothed by findipg himself 
at a distance from the scene of them : 
he remained there, accordingly, for 
itearly two years, during which be cul- 
tivated an intimacy with Dr. Jonathan 
Swift, which grew into a firm friendship, 
at least on one side. Lord Orrery was 
oneof the few whom Swift really loved, 
and of whoso favourable notice he con- 
descended to acknowledge himself even 
proud. 44 In spite of those who love me 
not,? says &ra/t,ffpcakii)g''ofrmcs which 
he had received on his birth-day from 
the *Earl, “ it will he said, in future 
ages, that one of Lord Orrery's first 
essays in poetry was those verses on Dr. 
$U}{ft” His IcmUhtp’fi uttuchincnt to the 
'itatii was of a cooler kind * and in his 
> 44 Remark* on the Life and Writings of 
Swift,” we' find an impartiality as well 
of general judgment as of Criticism, 
which had U been lets free would have 
been more amiable; while Su.ift, on 
the other hand, lavished praises on his 
noble friend which may, perhaps, be 
thought bey ond his debris. This con* 
flexion introduced Lord Orrery to Pope ; 
and be became enrolled in that great 
literary cpnslelUUon which formed a 
pqjeUea! era iuEnglapd. 

Upon hi* ret tufa from Ireland, he dis-‘ 
M of Ills housfii m LotMig-iU, cet* 
Weitminster, apd tit BtftwttJ y near 
Windsor, which he had m habited with 
his helo>t*d Countess, and retiree to his 
family sehl of wi larsim* in Somerset- 
anire, where she had never, tricih in- 
teed, the house, which was very large, 
had become ruinous, and lie filled up 


those intervals* of leisure which he, 
allowed himself from his literary pur-' 
sqits, by superintending the repairs and ' 
decorations of it, and in planting and 
gardening. He passed several succes- 
sive years at this mansion, making oc- 
casional trips to Ireland * where, on the 
SOth of June, 1738, six years after the 
death of his firstludy, he married Mar- 
garet, only daughter and sole heir of 
John Uamitton*tii Caledon* in the county 
of Tyrone, Esq. a lady of whom we find 
a liigh character, written by Swift* in a 
letter to Pope s and Lord Orreiy him- 
self, ih his Essay oti the Life of Pliny, 
thanks Heaven for having repaired iu> 
her the loss of his first countess. 

In 1746, having settled his two sons* 
by the first marriage, the elder at dr- 
ford and the younger in the college 
Oi Westminster* he quitted England, 
and fixed his residence, for a time, on - 
bii lady’s estate of Caledon * where he 
exerted himself in snpplying, 'With an 
exquisite taste, the little which Nature 
had left undone on one of the most 
beautiful spots in Ireland He returned, 
however, in 1750, to similar occupa- 
tions at his favourite Marston. On the 
Sd of December, 1753, upoh^the , death 
of his kinsman, Richard Boyle* ihfani 
Earl of Burlington* and fourth Karl 
of Cork* without male issue, he suc- 
ceeded to the Irish titles of that noble* 
man, and became Ear! of Cork , Vis- 
count Dungarvon , and Baron Hoyle 1 
of YoughaJl; the former ot which, 
being an earldom of earlier creation 
than that of Orrery , he afterwards used 
as his common designation. In the fol- 
lowing year, he went wiLh his Connies* 
to Italy* and Ctijoycd for twelve months, 
at Florence* the society of the Tuscan 
literati ; here he is said U> have col- 
lected materials lor on history ot Tue* 
cany* which he purposed to write in a 
series of letters, twelve only of whichbe 
lived to finish. In the spring of l75fi, 
he rcttsrhecUo England; and, in 17G8, 
became again a widower. A trait of his 
Countess's lender consideration of him, 
almost m het dying moments, is too in- 
teresting to he suppressed. Finding iter 
end approach, she desired to bo re- 
moved from Loudon to a lodging fit 
Knfghtsbridge * under the pretence of 
seeking a purer air $ while her true mo- 
tive to the request was, the apprehen- 
sion that her lord would quit Urn house 
which he had just before taken in Great 
Marlborough-s treat, it she were to dta 
tu it. * 
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yBn ibfi l^th of September, in the fol- 
lowing rear, he had the additional rnis- 
fortM^e to lose his son and heir, Charles , 
Viscount Dunbar van . These domestic 
calamities, probably, shortened his life. 
He survived the last shock only three 
years, and died at Marsion , under a 
goaty attack, which Ins weak constitu- 
tion could not withstand, on the 16th 
of November, 1762, aged fifty-six. 
IJis issue by his first Countess was two 
sons, and one daughter : Charles, who 
was horn on the 27 th of January, 
1728-9, whose death we have just 
mentioned ; Hamilton , born the 23d of 
February, »ii the following year, who 
succeeded to Ilia father, atid died, unmar- 
ried, on the 17th of January, 1704 ; 
and Elisabeth, wife of Sir Thonras tVor- 
a ley , Bart. By his second lady he had a 
son and a daughter: Edmund , who in- 
herited the titles and estates on tho> 
death of his half-brother Hamilton , and 
was father to the present Earl ; and 
Lucy : who became the wife of George* 
the present, and fourth. Viscount Tor - 
ringlon. 

John , Earl of Orrery (to give him the 
title bv which he is more generally 
known) was peculiarly distinguished, 
*fr»m bis youth, by the most ardent 
thirst for literary fame, which besought 
in its various sources of hisLory, biogra- 
phy, philosophy, poesy, 'and criticism. 
The degrees of his success were not less 
various than his studies. His Jet ter* 
from Italy, written to bis friend fTillikm 
Buncombe , Esq. and published in 1774* 
by that gentleman's son, the Rev. John 
Buncombe, nfay, in strictness, be deem- 
ed historical. As epistolary compe- 
titions, abounding with choice anecdote, 
thty cannot be too highly prized ; but 
to consider them as a specimen of an 
history of 'Tuscany would be malicious 
to the memory of the author. As a 
biographer, he bas left us Memoirs of 
the tile of Hobart Cary, Earl of Mon- 
mouth, published in 1759 1 mi the Life 
of his ancestor, Roger, the first Earl of 
Orrery • prefixed to the state letters of 
thdl nobleman, which he published in 
1742, Altboujjb it professes to hive been 
Written by his chaplain, the Rev. Tho- 
«tas Jtforrice , vicar of ffarpford, in 
Devonshire, may, as will appear from 
several passages in the following letters, 
he ipure justly ascribed tp our author’s 
pea. His remarks on Swift, which ap- 
peared in the year 1751, and of which 
have before spoken, ore aitical as 
well as biographical; they are in the 
Ruroy. Mag, Vol. MX, Jfarch, 1811, 


form of letters, addressed lo his, theft* 
second son, Hamilton Hoyle x and may, 
nerhnps, be justly estceiqed the best 0f 
his works. In his Essays on thb Life and 
Letters of ttiny the younger t prefixed 
to his publication of those letters, in thw> 
same year, we find an accurate classical 
taste ; a. vein of philosophy, if not 
deep, at least rich and glowing ; and a 
congeniality of character with his author 
so remarkable, that ,it Induced Mr. 
Buncombe to dcfiw the parallel which 
wejfhall presently quote. As a poel, it 
may, perhaps^ be scarcely too harsh to 
say of him, that. it would have beq^ 
better for his memory had bis verses 
been bcucalh criticism, than that tbej 
should have owed their escape from it 
to his rank, and. general talents: hit 
poetry consists of imitations of the first 
and fifth Ode of the first book of 
Horace, published in 1741, in folio, 
and of- a multitude of smaller pieces, 
which have nothing torcecom mend them 
but thc'Just tnechanism of metre and 
rhyme: the following instances, with 
which his lines on two subjects of the 
dearest interest, to his feelings conclude, 
will surely justify the censure

The character given of him by his 
friend Mr. Buncombe, though some- 
th .it long, is too remarkable to he 
withheld. 44 The character of John, 
Earl of Cork,” says he, 44 as a writer, 
and as a man, may partly be collected 
from his own works, and partly from 
t ho testimonies which have been given 
of him by some oft the most distin- 
guished among his contcmnonnea^ I 
shall only beg? leave to add, that, in 
every domestic and social relation, in 
all the endearing connexions of life, as 
a husband, a father, a friend, a master, 
he had ft w equals. The lustre which he 
received from rank and title, and from 
the personal merit of his family, he re- 
fected back, unimpaired and undinti- 
Dishedr and though tire 4 post of ho- 
nour* which V chose and pn fojrrcd was 
4 a private station though he was nei- 
ther a statesman nor a soldier, like the 
first Lord Coik, the f lit Lord Oricry, 
and his dwu father; the fival if Palla 
dio, like the late J#oid Birtlragton ; or 
tlic ri\al of Baton, like Mr. Robert 
Boyle ; jet, hi a « neial taste for lite- 
rature, oi, as they are commonly railed, 
polite studios, he was by no ivea'is infe- 
rior to his Aiicestms. Uem^ much in 
the gieat world at the beginning ot his 
life. Tie despised and dc lewtpd it whvii be 
arri ved at years oi reflet l ion . IT is con- 
shtuhon was never strong, and he was 
very thankful that it wa* not so, as h*s 
health was a true, and no very irksome 
excuse to ^o.d tfibit scutes by which 
bjs body would have bten hint, and hit 
Dpiad offended.

The early impression Which Iras made 
on the mind ot (he nephew by his 
uncle's catastrophe at Vesuvius, Could 
not exceed the shock which the son 
received from his fathers will Fond 
as they were of rural ease, for rural 
sports they had neilher inclination nor 
leisure. In conjugal love they were 
both twice happy. Great as were the 
taste, the judgment, the vutuc, and 
aflfeettou of Carpnmia, the late Countess 
of Cork was in every respect her equal. 
Pliny treated hu domestics as lusfm nds, 
and lamented their deaths as if he had 
been their parent, no less exemplary as 
a mastci was the Earl ot Cork , and 
even Ins domestics of the bmte creation 
had th^ir labours rewarded with tender- 
ness, and their lives prolonged by atten- 
tion. bur poetry, though tew ot Phuy’s 
versps aie transmitted to us, they both 
had a talent. In familiar epistles they 
both excelled: Pliny, m some of bis 
letters, is an histoucftl writu , he had 
been achisM bv many ot his ii tends to 
wnfe a history, ami, according to Cas- 
siodorus, he put the advice into exccii- 
tion l istoi ic il also are many ot the 
follow »ng letters;* and iftliibc had per- 
mitted the mthor to complete a work 
there mentioned, lie would have been 
ranked by posterity among the best 
Imtoriaus of 1 lorencc. To a taste fog 
liltsiture, and a thirst for knowledge 
both the Homan and the Briton had, as 
it 4 w©rc, a kind of hereditny right : in 
particular, Pliny the cider has be cn com- 
uncd as a philosopher, by Lord Cork 
ItimscJf, to nis pwu gren^ relation, Mr. 
Hohut Boyle. Equally happy were 
the tonsul and (he peei in their private 
friendships: wh&tArriaqnd F dim id were 
to the one, Mrs Howe, the British Phi- 
lunula, was to the other;, if Pliny had 
his Martial and Halims, Lord Orrery hod 
his ^outherne and ten too : and, to com- 
plete the parallel, as Suetomns and Ta*> 
utus, the two best writers that Horae 
then piUduitd, were the fnbnds and 
coi respondents of Pliny, his tramdatar 
wft* uo less fortunate in the fneiuUhip 
and correspondence of wifi and Pope.” 

In addition to the work sail eady men- 
tioned, Lord Orrery published, in l7$p, 
two volumes of plays, written by his 
great-grandfather, the first carl; tt> 
wl ich he added a comedy called As you 
l'ind rt, wiitten by his own father. He 
was the author of the papers marked 
bo*. 47, 6S, and 10I« in the periodical

Many of the Poymds and 
Castellans assumed the elegant haints of 
Hungarian car alters t others, loaded 
with the furs of Russia, emblem at r/ed 
the ancient Mustn't 1 (» ; the loose dia- 
pery, and even tin bans, of the lucks 
were also, in some degree, imitated ; 
the French, Spanish, and Gtrnutn to s- 
tumes, had abundance ot repiesenta- 
tivcs 1 the shot l cassocks and skull caps 
of the Tailors were to be seen; and (tie 
cumbrous clothing ot the Sc/m onions, 
ami the borderers ofthcJll.uk Sea, 
might, particularly among the magiste- 
rial Poles, frequently lie >u! Hired, aud 
indeed, for iU ^ravily, vciuiatul. 

The dresses ol the ludu* came less 
within (lie scope of the descriptive 
powers of the pen, or comparative 
faculties of the mind, than those of the 
im u. Mahomet had, however, lioutly 
occasion to admue the female repic- 
seutalives of ewiy nation in Lu- 
iope, aud of eveiy visionary form 111 
the ancient mythology, if, At onetime, 
he was attracted by the charms of sa 
stately dame, a terresliial Juno, who 
shone in all the brilliancy which dia- 
monds, embroidery, and tissue could 
bestow, he had soon after an oppor- 
tunity to contemplate a nymph, who 
displayed the many-iuiourcd robes by 
which the painters distinguish in*-, he 
might then turn to a resemblance of 
JJiana attired for the cliaec, or a sink- 
ing Itjutoeai of her archetype tcnu* t 
exhibited in the figuie of a girt* who 
accrued sufficiently undressed for the 
assembly. In fact, ue might wander 
from celestial habiliment! to the pom- 
pon* paraphernalia of the fimiesta! 
courts and thence receding from (hitler 
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and frippery, repose hi* eyeann contem- 
plating the elegatati farms and fasci- 
nating features of young ladies who 
a * mined Ihe simple drapery of Athe- 
nian virgin s. This was, however, the 
most pleasing view in which he had 
or cmild contemplate tho character of 
the inhabitants of Poland in general, 
or of IF arsnw in particular. 

For the three or four first days after 
the opening of the Dift, all, as he had 
occasion to remark, vfas gayety and 
splendor, good humour and hilarity; 
but when political questions came to 
he agitated, and, of course, opinions to 
differ, parties were formed, and, as the 
human passions expanded, the men be- 
gan to look with hostility towards each 
other i polemics, the bane of peace, and 
the dcstrover of all the elegance and (in 
Poland) of all the politeness of civil so- 
ciety, by slow, but certain, gradations 
also infected the ladies, banished social 
happiness from those public amusements 
which they had no long panted to enjoy, 
and repressed those delights which they 
had expected from the renewal of 
friendships, and the revival of juvenile 
remembrances. 

It did not escape the observation of 
Mahomet , that the country in which he 
now resided was rent by intestine divi- 
sions, and that three parties, clashing 
and opposing each other, repressed the 
energy of government, and rendered 
the exertions otthc monarch unavailing. 

The Moderates , at the head of whpm 
was Count Casitnfr, had sentiments truly 
lo) al, and views really patriotic. Op- 
posed to these were the Palatine s, who 
deemed themselves independent of all 
superior authority, and frequently turned 
the ' power which had, m former ages, 
been delegated to their ancestors against 
the organ whence it had emanated. 
The third party was the Ecclesiastical, 
which not only comprehended, as its op- 

t ellatioh indicated, the religious orders, 
at a very large portion of the middle 
class of society. This body, in which 
the piety, and a considerable share of 
the property, of the land resided, was 
represented by the •Yuncioo* hot What- 
soever might be the Views of different 
associations, it is certain, that the effect 
of their operations was anarchy. and 
confusion* 

Aa elective monarchy, though he had 
read of such in classic story, and beard 
of such in Turkey, was niifl an anomaly 
in politics that afforded' Mahomet a sub- 
jecr for profound speculation, and turned 


his thoughts to the feudal System, to 
castellated caution, to vassalage, and, of 
course, to their concomitants, t ht fero- 
city of manners observable in the upper, 
and servility in the lower rank* or the 
Potauders* “ These people, ” said he, 
“ stilt retain the character given of 
their ancestors, the Sarmatians , by 
Tacitus and Florus; The former says, 
that he did not- retollhct any thing re- 
specting them that deserved praise, ex? 
cept their skill in horsemanship # and 
the totter, that they were a people so 
devoted to .contention, that they, did 
not know the meaning of the word 
PtAce. 1 ’ 

A proof that this contentious disposi- 
tion still existed in the modem Po/es f 
which confirmed the observation of 
Floras , occurred in a few days. 

The deliberations of the Diet had for 
sometime been tumultuary ; every pro- 
osal had produced a dispute, and every 
ispute had increased the animosity of 
tho parties against each other i the Mo» 
derates had interfered, hut with little 
effect: the rhetorical war raged with 
very considerable violence ; the endea- 
vours of the men of peace seesped to 
throw oil upon the flame : the natural 
effect of x'erbal acrimony is, frequently, 
to produce manual exertions t swords 
and sabres were drawn $ and the whole 
assembly became a scene of bloodshed 
and confusion which spread over the 
city, and caused, if not a civil , cer- 
tainly a civic war. 

These explosions of the human pas- 
sions were, to Mahomet , ns disagree- 
able, indeed he thought them, in their 
effects, as dangerous, as the concus- 
sions of aa earthquake, the eruptions 
of a volcano, the bolts of thunder, or 
the confiscations of lightning : he, 
therefore, prepared to leave a country 
wherein he conceived, as rage and dis- 
crimination never can operate togw» * 
ther, he might, upon some sudden emo- 
tion, become subject to the direful 
effects of the former, before its re- 
cession enabled him to avail himself 
of the coolness of Ihe latter. He was 
still the more inclined to pursue In* tra- 
vels, because Count Casithir, who had 
been wounded in 4he Diet, was also 
about to retire to his estate, as to an 
asylum, where, protected by his viiv 
tues, he was certain of being able, in a 
contracted sphere, to effect that re- 
formation or maimers and moderation 
of sentiment which be had in vain eq- ' 
deavoored generally to enforce. 
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On the eta of hi* departure, this 
nobleman, in consequence, said to the 
4 ‘ Yon abler ve, my friend, that 
I have beea striving agaihst an impetu- 
ous torrent. Notwithstanding my ar- 
dent lore of nay country, and sincere 
commiseration of the miseries endured 
by the lowei^urders of its inhabitants I 
}«t dud it impossible to procure a 
change m the domestic system ; though 
you must agree with me, that no nation 
ujtoii earth ever stood in greater need 

• ‘ You honour the anarchical disorgan- 
i ration of Poland too much,*’ sard Muha- 
tiret, u m calling it vuyxttm. It is rather a 
compound of pride, cruelty; oppression, 
ptiil, of course, a series of confusion. 
I equally pity the people who suffer 
from the insolence of their feudal ty- 
rants, and the monarch that occasion- 
ally reigns over them? and think that 
your attempts to introduce order, and to 
repress licentiousness, though uiisuo 
restful, had in them great merit? be- 
cause I am certain, that any change 
which you could have introduced would 
have tended to the amelioration of the 
condition of a people who are centuries 
behind the rest of Europe with respect 
to civilization, and, consequently, with 
regard also to every other requisite 
winch can add to the comfort of human 
existence, or the discrimination of po- 
lished society.

IUBOY is an Hindoo city, that 
f can boast of the most valuable 
remains of Tery temote antiquity. The 
fortifications which surround it are 
neatly three mile* in circumference; 
and the ancient parts that y$t remain, 
are constructed in an elegant and cosily 
manner, being formed entirely of a 
beautiful hewn stone, having a covered 
ptazza, supported by pillars and pilas- 
ters, that are" formed of triangular 
stones, and arc adorned by very curious 
sculpture. 

Tlr four principal enfraneqf, or gates 
of the city, ere jet more magnificent ly 


decorated, and exhibit a more expensive 
and valuable species of woi km an ship* , 
particularly that which opens toward* 
the east ? this is called', by way of emi- 
nence, the gate of diamonds. 

Many lacs of rupees were expanded , 
irpba the decorations of this gate alctpgir 
and so great is the profusion of carted 
work and fine basso-relievos, that thw 
must superficial and idle spectator must, 
of necessity, be forcibly struck by it* 
magnificent appe trance. 

Near Hie centre' ot this justly-celo- 
brntedt city, a spncfou* tank , of tto*’ 
purest Reiter, expands its broad m»& 
pellucid surface, which is adorned 
he v era I small but beautiful islands, 
bearing groves ol tree*, that arc clothed 
by an eternal verdure. 

This artificial tank is surrounded, for 
the greatest part, by bights ot* rnarhlo 
steps, winch descend to the very bottom 
of the water, Jt was original} made for 
a reservoir, for the use of tne inhabit- 
ants, and was formed :it avast expense. 
Notwithstanding it adorns the amine of 
a large city, •containing unity very con- 
siderable manufactures, the banks ivo 
ornamented by beautiful groves of 
mango, and tstmunml tin***, that out- 1 
pend their luxurious foiiagf inti fruit* 1 
over the reflecting surface of the tanks / 
while all around trees ol the same Ape-, 
cies arc seen overshadowing tin* tfbiriooi 
pagoda*, and splendid homes of the?

Companicd Dr. Spon in his travels* 
through Greece, and we know, that, 
shortly after, he returned and settled 
n England, where be took orders; he 
was installed pi Vtulaiy of Durham* 
and aft* rwaidq be* Mmc vicar of Basing- 
stoke, and rector of Houghton le spring. 
I’ossihlv ht biought the stone in ques- 
tion with hinji for not long aflei Ins 
return to England, it was in tbe posses- 
sion of Mr John Kemp, the antiquary , 
who die d 17 17, and whose collection of 
antiquities #as sold by auction in 1720. 
U this collection contained many sum- 
1 ir pieces, they were all proha&ty the 
fruits of W he lei’s researches, from 
whom it is likely that Mr. Kemp pur- 
chased them In the catalogue of this 
colled ion, di awn up ht Mr. Henry 
Ainsworth, author of the Latin and 
English Dictionary, among several other 
rngiuved inscriptions, that on the Efeu- 
sinuui stone is found, u. 45. inscnp 41, 
which demonstrates the identity of the 
stone in question. At the luction, this 
stone was bought by a gentleman of 
the nainc^uf Hill, for 1/. ID as ap- 
pears by a priced catalogue m the pos- 
session of Mr. Combe, of the British 
Museum.

But it is in tbe 
visit to the tombs in Westminster -abbey 
that Addison has most indulged himself 
in ridiculing the good mail’s simplicity. 
Sir Roger, it seems, was prepared for 
this spectacle by a course of study of 
Baker's Chronicle in the summer, tor 
the purpose t>f enabling him to main- 
tain his ground in political debate with 
Sir Andrew Freeport. He accordingly 
deal* out his historical knowledge very 
liberally as he passes among the heroes 
of this profound writer. The show mun, 
however, informs hi in of many circum- 
stances not recorded by Baker; and 
this profusion of anecdote makes him 
appear so extraordinary a person to Sic 
Roger, that he not only kindly shakes 
him by the hand at parting, but invites 
him to his lodgings in Norfolk street, in 
order 44 to talk over these matters willi 
him more at leisure.” This trait is plea- 
santly ludicrous, but somewhat QUirk % 
as applied to a person at all removed 
from thb lotfcsi vulgar.

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Freeholder wu an stowed political pa- 
per, Addison did not hesitate to appear 
openly m it as the satirist of tbeCountrv 
party; but It required all his skill to ef- 
fect a similar purpose m the Spectator; 
without appearing to violate the impar- 
tiality professed In that work* or oifoftd- 
irtg some 6f his readers. He has been 
ao happy in his attempt, by ally mg 
benii'uity with wtaf'ncss, aud amusing 
incident with sfiokft of sarcasm, that 
his papers in which Sit Roger appears 
have always been among the most po- 
pular of the collection, and have, doubt- 
less, greatly contributed towards uta pip- 
ing upon the public mind that abstract 
Idea of a country gentleman, which has 
been the ground of the contempt (whe- 
ther well or ill founded) usually attached 
to the character. Fielding, m Ins Sqniro 
Wwtern, lias pursued the same satirical 
intention i but in a manner Which, com- 
pared with that of Addison, exhibits all 
the difference between broad tad deli- 
cate humour. In Fielding** portraiture, 
the features are so coarse and tin&mi- 
able, that when we do not laugh, weare 
disgusted. Provincial dialect 1 , gross and 
indelicate phraseology, vulgar habits, 
and headslroug passions, are the co- 
lours which, he employs 1 and the re- 
sult is the picture of a savage, rather 
than of a mein her of civilized society. 
On the other hand, Addison, by nice 
touches of rusticity, prejudice, and the 
ignorance belonging to sequestered life, 
lias drawn, with equal distinctness, two 
figures hi the same class of sot rely, and 
with the same ultimate purpose, one of 
whom he has made highly amiable, and 
the other, at feast, udt unpleashtg. 
Both those writers were masters in their 
aevtml styles t but while bidding has 
had many piedeccasur* and followers in 
Ms manner, where shall We find a paral- 
lel to that o! Addison 1

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I T is nt ail times with the greatest 
pleasure that we record the glorious 
actions of those heroes who have so 
ctnulously contributed to exalt the na- 
val aud military character of this united 
kingdom ; but, at present, such has been 
the cft'col of the victories on the ptnin - 
aula , that pleasure has scared far be- 
yond its general acme, and, expanding 
upon the pinions of fame, has become, 
with us, enthusiastic exultation. The 
late operations m Poitugaf seem to 
throw a new light upon even tho bril- 
liancy of former victories, and, con- 
necting themsehes with events which, 
indeed, were their harbingcis in the 
splendid track of glory, again to bring 
forward upon the historical canvas those 
heroes who have immortalized their 
names in the annals of their Country, 
of Europe, nay 111 the nunals qf nations 
“ Where yet the Roman eagles never Hew.’’ 
With the Port rails of those men we 
have had the good fortune very fre- 
quently to embellish our Work; and*, 
therefore, to adorn this Number of it, 
we are happy lo include that of Grnentl 
Sir John Stuart, an officer whose name 
lias been long since enrolled in the tem- 
ple of fame, with those of his validnt 
aud \icloiious compatriots. 

It is to be lamented, we n can histo- 
rically lamented, that, with respect to 
the early part of the lives of many men 
of .professional eminence, the notices 
are, in modern times, very slight. This 
wa $ not the case in the aucicnt world : 
Plutarch has been minute in icconJing 
even the transactions of the boyish 
da) s of his heroes : we know the birth 
amt juvenile progress of AUihinde a, 
tywon, Pcriclce , &x. &c, other ancient 


authors have either set hint a pattern, 
or followed Ins example; but, in the 
present times, it has been, in many 
instances, irreparably ueglectcd ; and 
the Memoir which we now contemplate 
is, of this neglect, alas ! an additional 
proof. 

Respecting the corJy years of the life 
of General Stuart, although bis latter 
have been so conspicuous, wc do rot 
know siny more, than that he was born 
in America about tho i^riod ol 1758 : 
that, as was then th<‘“cuHlom of the 
opulent Amt rica ns> with respect to their 
children, at a proper age he was sent to 
England for education, and placed at 
Westminster school; where, it is said, 
he continued a muih longer time than 
is common to young geutlcmea destined 
to the mililary profKsiou, 
i In the year 1780, we find, that soon 
after the death of his father, he obtained 
an ensign's commission in the foot 
guards, and, as it appears, was almost 
immediately sent upon active service; 
for, in the transatlantic campaign of 
1781, * dM present :it desperate 
liable of Guildford ,* in Sorth Caro - 
Una, where he exceedingly distinguished 
himself, but, unfortunately, received a 
dangerous wound in the groin, which 
was attended with such severe pain, 
and such lingering circumstances, that, 
although thirty years bate since elapsed, 
he still occasionally suffers from its 
effects. 

We have no correct mea n s of tracin g

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the progress of General Stuart through 
the subordinate commissions to which 
he was, in gradation, promoted, during 
the interval of peace which succeeded 
the American war . At the commence- 
ment of hostilities by the French , it 
appears that he was a field-officer, and 
that the reputation for which he had 
laid so good ja foundation at his en- 
trance into military life, had expanded 
with his rank, or, rather, we should 
say, that every opportunity afforded 
him for exertion produced an accession 
to his4'ame. 

In the year 1795, the atrocities of the 
French in the West Indies most energe- 
tically demanded repression. Vidor 
llnguc# not only retained possession of 
Guadaloupe, liut extended his arms aud 
his influence to the neighbouring isles. 
St. Vincent's was, at this period, ex- 
posed to all the calamities of civil war; 
the inhabitants of St. Domingo were 
also instigated to revolt; and the re- 
volutionary infection seemed to catch 
from island to island , and fvovnmun 
to man , and to envelope every system 
in confusion. • * 

To endeavour to stop this metaphori- 
cal conflagration, we find that Sir John 
Stuart , now a brigadier-general,* was 
employed : hi supposition to the most 
aav age chief, autt his conduct in the most 
trying situations of the most horrid war 
that, perhaps, ever raged, iverc jiurh as 
greatly increased hismihtary reputation. 

Egypt, which has, from the eailrest 
periods of commerce , been considered as 
the direct road to its Oriental emporium! 
became, at this time, ftp object of ardent 
contemplation to the French , deter- 
mined upon. Us subjugation, because 
they saw in it two advantages 5 the 
first, the foundation of a new empire, 
the reuovatioh of Theban grandeur 
and the re-establish merit of ancient 
cities, ports, and every appendage to 
commercial opulence. Through thdir 
Visionary eyes, they beheld the revival 
of the government of the Caliph#, the 
kingdom of the Mamelukes, or the do- 
mination of the Soldans, as each dy- 
nasty passed in review : but still, in the 
second instance, the prospect which its 
conquest afforded of impeding our Fast 
Indian commerce, and smoothing the 
way to itk source, seemed to present 
more solid, because more immediate, 
advantages. The preparations, conse- 
quently, made on the part of France 
to obtain its possession, stimulated the 
jealous sensibility of tbr Directors of the 
Fast Jndiu Company to active' efforts. 


Under the auspices of this government, 
an expedition was set afloat : the com- 
mand of the land foices which it in- 
cluded wav given to Sir llaiph Aber- 
crombie. This armament sailed from 
Manner ice on the qyd of Eebruary, 
1801, came in sight of Alexandria on 
the 1st of March j and, on the morning 
of the 8lh, having exponent cd consi- 
derable delay, in consequence of ficsh 
winds and a high surf, the troops began 
their debarkation. 

It is here unnecessary to slate the 
minute particulars of their regimental 
divisions ; the whole of the British force 
consisted of fifteen thousand there Inn - 
dred and thirty men, who, we must ob- 
serve, displayed the most consummate 
skill and gallantry in effecting their 
lauding, though exposed to a most se- 
vere cannonade, nnd under the clove- 
drrectcd fire of incessant showers of 
grape-shot. 

On the morning of the 12th, the 
whole army having been collected, re- 
viewed, and found to be tia excellent 
spirits and a high state of discipline, 
moved forward towards Aitx, ndria. 
They shortly .came within sight of the 
enemy, who had taken up, across the 
line of the English march; one of those 
skilful positions, the choice of which 
displays a thorough knowledge ol mih- 
fary tactics.. This position was on a 
long rough ridge, with his light to the 
caual of ^Alexandria, and his left to- 
wards the sea. Strong, however, as was 
this position, it westerned necessaiy to 
force it; and General Abercrombie re- 
solved accordingly fo attuck the foe on 
the following morning. 

Karly, therefore, on the morning of 
the ftfth, the British army, in two lines, 
marched to the attack. The first plan 
was, to .turn flip enemy’s right flank. 
’Ths/roifA,' however, perceiving ihcir 
purpose, -and impelled by their charac- 
teristic confidence and alertness, quitted 
their advantageous position, descended 
from the height^, and attacked the lead- 
ihg brigades of fioth the advancing lines. 
The 90tfi rcgipvent formed the advanced 
guard of the front line ; and the 92d 
that of the 2d hpc: those brave regi- 
ments received the fiist charge of the 
enemy, and repelled it with a firmness, 
courage, aud discipline, which at once 
secured the fortune of the day , and put 
these regiments very high in the list erf 
those who have so widely extended the 
military glory of their country. Tie 
remainder ol fhc army followed the ex- 
ample thus get them, and evinced equal 
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coolness, discipline, and skill, by an im- 
mediate change of position, which the 
unexpected movement of the enemy 
rendered necessary. Having thus re- 
pelled the French charge, the English 
army continued to advance, and ulti- 
mately forced the Frenbh to put them- 
selves under the protection of the forti- 
fied heights of Alexandria. 

Upon reviewing this battle, and re- 
membering, at Lhc same time, that the 
Gallic army were as yet entire, it is 
impossible not to feel a sentiment of 
admiration, at the courage and firm* 
ness of our own men. The French 
charges are always formidable, not so 
much on account of their weight, as 
from their spirit arid alertness. This 
charge was received in the matmdr 
above described ; and the celerity and 
good older with which Our whole army 
changed its position, on the unexpected 
movement oi the enemy, was equally 
honourable to their discipline and to 
their courage. 

From this affair till the morning of 
the 2 1 si of March, General Abercrombie 
remained encamped in a position about 
four miles from Alexandria , having a 
sandy plain in their front, the sea on 
their right, and the canal of Alexan- 
dria and the lake of Abou/cir cm their 
left. 

On this memorable) morning, the ene- 
my, having collected all bis force in the 
country, again descended from his, 
heights, and marched, or rather rushed 
forwards, to attack the British. 

The action was commenced about an 
houi before day* light, by a false attack on 
the British left. In a few minute varmdst 
the scattered firing of the manoeuvring 
bund, the real charge, and one of the 
most dreadful attacks during the whole 
corn so of the v/jit, was directed against 
our right. With the most admirable skill* 
without detracting any thing from their 
deceptive genius, the French contrived 
to bring their whole force fo bear on 
the British .light. Their infantry w fere 
sustained by their cavalry, at^I both 
seemed to vie w ilh each other ni main- 
tain mg limit* former reputation. Twice* 
were they repulsed by the firmness of 
our brave army, yet they* again re- 
turned to the charge. Infantry were 
mixt with cavalry as the columns gave 
why on either side. The celebrated 
Flench regiment, the “Jnvifirihles,'* 
fought with a spoil almost worthy of 
their name. After piercing the line, and 
carrying every thing before them, they 
attempted to stormy battery three dif- 


ferent times, but were repulsed with 
great slaughter; having been received 
not only by repeated volltes of grape- 
shot, but, what was Still more terrible 
and unexpected, by a charge w‘.tb 
screwed bayonets, which nearly anni- 
hilated this celebrated coips, the sol- 
diers appertaining to which fell exactly 
in the same position rn which they had 
fought.'* > 

Meanwhile, that portion of the Bri- 
tish army which had been thrown info 
some confusion rallied, and immedi- 
ately proceeded to attack the enemy. 
Tlie 4‘2d regiment of foot, which had 
fought with the most heroic gallantry, 
having, in consequence, suffered be* 
yotld its proportion. Brigadier-general 
Stuart, with his wonted promptitude, 
flew to its assistance. He accordingly 
pushed ou the foreign brigade ; and the 
Queen's German regiment, being on the 
right, commenced its operations in a 
well-directed and most dreadful fire by 
files, at a distance of about forty yards 
from the front rank of the Freni h in- 
fan fry $ but as both side* kept ad- 
vancing, » they were soon within the 
length of a musket of each other.' 

This conduct of Brigadier-general 
Stuart contributed much to the fortune 
of the day. - He timely* supported the 
29th and 42d regiments,' which, having 
supported the main bruut of the battle, 
bad suffered exceedingly , and were al- 
most exhausted of their physical (lowers 
to stand or move. These regiments com- 
posed apart of the reserve undci fhe late 
Sir John Moore,' who was wounded mi 
this occasion. Never, indeed, was a bat- 
tle fought, in which both uruue*, ami 
indeed almost every individual um- 
cerued, exhibited such astonishing va- 
lour, and such a durable firmms>and 
Constancy. The battle of Alexandria, 
in a word, w n$ one of those in whit !« 
nations fight for something more va- 
luable ; than a mere present purpose, 
andjn whicb fhe whole spirit of tho 
nations is infused into their n runes. 
The subject of contest was for n atonal 
, glory, and each army fought with a cou- 
rage, a disuplyie, and enthusiasm, con- 
comil ant to so splendid a prize. 

in summing up the narrative of this 
battle, it would be unpardonable to 
omit, that Getitrul Ahern ombie re- 
ceived a mortal wound; 01 which he, a 
to lays .ifteiwaids, died, iqtiaMy loved 
and lamented. in this place we tan say 
no more oJ him* thAw to repeal the just 
and sinking winds of Laid Huh h.nson 
— *• As his hie was honourable, so was 
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his death glorious. His memory will be 
recorded in the annals o This country, 
will be sacred to every British soldier, 
and embalmed in the recollectiou of a, 
giatcfu l ‘posterity. M 

The; conduct of Brigadier-general 
Stuart , and of the brigade under him, 
received due notice and thanks in the 
general ordms issued by the commander* 
in-rhitf, shortly after the battle. 

General Hnart continued to take an 
active part in the remainder of the 
Egyptian campaign ; hut our limits will 
not permit us to follow him through 
these detailed operations. In 1 802, he 
was promoted to the rank of mnjor- 
geneiul; and lor Ins service m Egypt 
was presented h\ the Turkish govern- 
ment with the order of the CieucniL 

The peace ot Amiens soon followed, 
and gave a short repose to military men 
and to the nation. The wai, however, 
recommenced, and Major general Stuart 
was sent m command to Sicily, 

Wc now arrive at another period of 
the life of General Stuart; that eia, iu- 
deed, that has raised him to the repu- 
tation which he at present enjoys. In 
all the former circumstances ot his mili- 
tary career, he acted subordinate^ to 
others, lie had merely to execute or- 
ders and plans which had not originated 
ip his own mind. He had certainly op- 
portunities .of exhibiting great talents 
in their execution ; hut no scope had as 
yet presented itself, in which, having to 
act alone, and as chief n& 'command, he 
' could display his own independent powers 
and absolute talent. In the battle of 
Maioa he acted by himself* and by hts 
valour and conduct, by his skilful ar- 
rangements and his invincible confidence 
in himself and Ins army, achieved a re- 
putation which will live as long as the 
name and glory of the British nation 
exist. 

The King of Naples had been com- 
pelled to sign a peace with the govern- 
ment of Jiance ; aud as the French 
leaders had, at tiiat I line, enough on 
their hands, they were contented to 
accepl this submission, and to wait for 
the conquest of Naples till they had re- 
leased themselves of some of their pre- 
sent embarrassments. The vigorous di- 
plomacy of England, seconded by some 
partial, but brilliant, military success, 
again animated the nations oftheenufi- 1 
went 5 and in the year 1805, Fur ope ' 
became the scene of nn universal effort 
to resist the coiarndb oppressor. * 
i Tite magnitude of the allied armies, 
and stdl more the general and universal 


zeal with which they all embraced the 
common cause, gave well founded hopes 
that tho infuriate career (jf France might 
at length be arrested, anti that her weak 
and divided government would not have 
the strength to support itself against the 
combined armies ot Europe, Th e King 
of ftaplei very well undo stood the si- 
tuation in which he was placed. He 
knew that Fiance had granted him a 
peace only for the more effectual fulfil- 
ment of 1ms ultimate rum. He, there- 
fore, correctly concluded, that it was 
rather an armistice than a peace ; and 
an armistice of that kind, which the 
person who had granted it would have 
no hesitation m icscmdmg the moment 
it could he doue*vilh convenience to 
himself. 

it is cetlam, that in Ibis conclusion he 
was, as we have jus l observed, correct ; 
fqr at the close of the German cam- 
paign which followed the infraction of 
the peace, a Ficnch anuy was oulcrcd 
to march to Naples , The Kins; was, 
consequently, compelled to place him- 
self immediately under the protection 
of tho Engl/Jh in Sicily, A aplrs was, 
of course, < ouq tiered as soon as entered, 
and Joseph Buonaparte seated ou its 
tlu one. 

It is not necessary here to state either 
the conduct of the French , or the resist- 
ance of the brave Neapolitans: but it 
may nil! he proper to add, that the lat- 
ter became so formidable to their op- 
pressors, as to occasion an army of 
38,000 men, commanded by Mavsena 
and Regnier, to be sent for their subju- 
gation. 

In consequence of the efforts of those 
patriots , the English government ordered 
General Stuart , at that period in Sui/y , 
to watch his time and opportunity, and, 
under the guidance of his own discre- 
tion, act for thcii relief as the exigency 
of the case required. Shortly alter, the 
General deemed that this time and op- 
porlunity had arrived. In the month 
of July' (1808), the fortress of Gael a, 
which had been long besieged by Mas- 
sena , and most bravely defended by its 
commandant, the Prince of Meste Phi - 
lipslhal , Hlill held out. Us situation in 
the gulph of Garta rendered it, m some 
measure, accessible from the sea, there- 
fore, tho operations of Sir Sidney Smith , 
whose character, in & great degree, re- 
sembled that of the brave governor, 
most admirably seconded the astonish- 
ing exertions of the gallant gamson. 

in tiie whole course of the war no fort- 
ress was more strongly attacked, or more. 
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bravely defended. The activity of the 
governor wav every where; he was 
busy in the fortifications night and day. 
This example animated his men to a cou- 
rage and enthusiasm similar to his own. 
Though his garrison did not exceed 
sixteen hundred .men, he made a sortie, 
to demolish the woiks, # defended by 
twice as many thousands, Massena, at 
length, brought 100 pieces of camion 
to bear on the castle. The governor, 
however, was still uiidismay t d. Afasse - 
na y iiritated at this br.ive resistance, 
though at the same time he testified his 
respect for it, put the whole country 
under martial law, and creeled military 
commissions in all the towns. Under 
this administration, the Kingdom, from 
one end to the other, became a scene 
.of rapine, massacre, aud devastation. 

At this point of time General Stuart , 
with aloice of 4500 mea, embarked 
from Sicily, and, on the 3d of July, 
lauded at St. Euphernia , on the oppo- 
site, or Calabrian shore. 

General llegni r was at Reggio when 
he was informed of Geu *rat Stuart's 
having effected his landing. Without 
loss of time, he collected whatever 
, force was withm Jus immediate reach ; 
and commanding whatever further force 
should come up, to form itself into a 
' second division, and in&lantly to follow 
him, he marched toward* the coast to 
meet the English, On the night of the 
third he reached' the village of Maida ; 
and, to wait for his second division, 
took up a strong position. The Trench 
gcncials were fonncily thought to ex- 
cel m the choice of such positions. 
This of General Hegntir's resembled 
almost au entrenched camp. It was as 
follows, aud cauuot he explained too 
distantly, as it is a mam feature in tilt? 
battle. 

A little beneath the village of Maida 
is a long woody hill, every part of U 
almost, being coveied with brush -wood* 
and more particularly on the flanks. 
His front was extended along the brow 
ot this hill, his flanks beitig protected 
by the underwood. At the bottom of 
the lull was a marshy meadow; through 
which, along the whole fiont of ms 
line, flowed the river Atinato ;» a stream 
small and fordable, hut pi otec Led by its 
in&tshy banks Such was the positiou 
in which General Htgniet' encamped on 
the night of the 3d of July, with the 
purpose of waiting the arrival of Jus 
second division, and whatever other 
force might come up. He intended to 
march against Genera! Stuart on the 


following tnoraing. In the mean time. 
General Stuart , on the samc^dtiy, the 
3d, was informed that General Rrgnier 
had made his movement ; that he hail 
arrived, and was encamped at Maida ; 
and, that his present force consisted 
only of about 4000 infantry, and H)D 
cavalry ; but, that he expected to hr. 
immediately joined by at least 3000 
more, and that, in order at once to 
wait for this junction, and to cover 
himself till their arrival, he had taken 
Up the above-mentioned strong position 
at Maida. 

In these circumstances General Stuart 
resolved to push forwards and attack: 
him. Accoidmgly, very early in e fol- 
lowing morning (the 4lli of July), lie 
marched forward* with the body of the 
army, amounting to about 4600 men, 
including artillery.* 

Their, line of march was along the 
sea shore, across a plain; so that, as 
they appioached Hie enemy, he being 
on the heights, was enabled to ohsci ve 
all their movements. He, accordingly, 
did view, them, and, m consequence, 
resolved cm a movement on Jus pat t, 
winch was as fortunate us uncxpcctei 
to the British. 

It lias been mentioned, that General 
liegnier, <»n the night of the 3d, en- 
camped on the heights pt Maida, for 
the purpose of waiting for the rein- 
forcements which he expected to come 
up to him in the second division. Ge- 
neral Slwii'l hastened up to him on the 
morning of the 4th, with the hopes of 
reaching him before the arrival of these 
reinforcements. The second division, 
however, had armed aud joined Gnier 
ral Ucgnier m the night, who, ihu* 
reinforced, had an army of at least 
7000 men ; a number nearly double the 
amount with which Sir John Stuart was 
approaching him. This superiority of 
force, and that force consisting of 
French veteran?, added to the impreg- 
nable strength of his position, might 
very justly excite some amprchensiou* 
as to the issue, in the mind of the Eng- 
1 ih|i commander. 

u Ilad the Freneh remained in their 
position,’* said the general, in Ins offi- 
cial despatch, “ the advantages of the 
ground were so favourable, and ail ac- 
cess to them so impracticable, that I

and important, we iuttit it. 
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could hate done nothing. But, being 
animated by bis superiority of cavalry, 

' which l 1 totally wanted, General Uegther 
quilted this advantage, and crossing the 
river in his front, with his enLire force, 
lie came down to^meet us on the open 
plain.” 

It was now 9 o'clock in the morning 
of the 4th of July. Both armies fired 
ii few loose shots to conceal their mu- 
tual mnvtruviing ; this lasted, how- 
ever, but a few minutes; both wcie 
equally eager to engage, and in ,a mo- 
ment, as if by mutual consent, suspend* 
cd the firing on both sides; in close 
compact order and awful silence, they 
inarched up to each other. 44 The 
prowess of the rival nations,” says Sir 
John Stuart, in the same official de- 
spatch above quoted, and ho say* it with 
equal justice and military enthusiasm, 
44 seemed now to be fairly at trial be- 
fore the world, aud the superiorily was 

• greatly and gloriously decided to be 
our own.”' 

The battle was now commenced in 
earnest ; the bayonets of the two armies 
fairly crossed each other ; and an En- 
glishman and a Frenchman looked each 
other full in the face. At this awful 
crisis the enemy became appalled •, they 
broke and endeavoured to fly ; but their 
previous darirtg had rendered it now too; 
late. The English w$ re upon them, 
and rushed into their, ranks whenever 
they divided* 

General A cl JonA availed himself of 
this opportunity to press them with bis 
usual vigour, and the 7 Qlh and 81st re- 
giments, by their conduct on this occa- 
sion, confirmed and, iudecd, ( augmcBtrd 
their former reputation./ Tbe enemy ’a 
left (led before them in all directions, 
and tbe pljiii, on hll sides* whs .entered > 
with the dead and Wounded. J ' 

The French commanders have general- 
ly distinguished themselves by their dex- 
terity in rid ly i ng after adet cat* /Tbeif 
. right wing now miutem noble effort to' 

* recover the fortune of t heyday,. lifts** 
j gen i Cote, uowever, gave them a suitable 

rcce^fioti, and the tf?th regiment tnuch 
dislinguisbediheminslvcs in this part of t 
the battle. The Trench cavalry, en- 
deavouring to turn' their left. Were 
sharply opposed by £ieulenufit-(vloutl 
/tiros, ‘who fotuMbaC morn mg landed 
from Afess/Vw^witWhc 20lb regiment ; 
and happening, to tom© Up during thu 
action, while observing the attempted » 
movement of the French cavalry, lie 
Ihiew his regiment opportunely into a 
situation near a small river* upon tbdir 


flank, and there, by a heavy and weft- 
directed fire, entirely disconcerted their 
scheme. 

The battle was now over. The field 
was covered with a most horrible car- 
nage. Thirteen hundred of the enemy 
, were killed, and eighteen hundred taken 
prisoners. 

44 When T*appose this immense las* 
of the enemy to our own small compa- 
rative loss,” ba\g General Stuart , 44 hi* 
majesty will, I hope, discern in this fact 
the happy effects of that established 
discipline, to which we owe the triumphs 
by which our army has been latterly so 
highly distinguished.” 

Tbe intelligence of this battle wag 
received iu England with the enthu- 
siasm width il merited. It nlost cer- 
tainly made a splendid addition to the 
long catalogue of British deeds of va- 
lour. Il augmented our military cha- 
racter andreuown, inspirited our allies, 
-.and animated the universal body of our 
v Country. It taught the enemy a very 
useful lesson, namely, that we did not 
owe out superiority to our mere mari- 
time dexterity ; but that our soldiers 
bait hands and hearts, had nerves and 
coufhge, which those who chose to 
stand the proof would fed, and those' 
whosurviycd, however reluctantly, must 
acknowledge* 

~ The thanks of Parliament were ac- 
cordingly voted to all the general offi- 
cer* concerned, as likewise to the whole 
body of the army; and certainly no army 
had ever /more bravely earned them. 

His majesty was likewise pleased to 
signify his peculiar satisfaction, by in- 
vesting General Stuart with the mi- 
litary order of the Bath. All the regi- 
ments concerned were permitted, hy 
a general order, to bear the word 
44 Maida” in their colours, and medals 
were issued and distributed to the offi- 
cers. 

‘/Very shortly ‘ afterwards. General 
Stuart was appointed to the command 
of The 74th regiment, and, nearly at 
Abe same time, made Licutcnant-C over- 
nor itf Granada. 

He is‘at this time in Sicily, the safely 
of which kingdom depends entirely upon 
him and his army ; though it is to be 
observed that the events *rhich base 
knee occurred, events lb which, in the 
prpdm to tilts memoir* we exuU ingly 
alluded, have not only increased the 
^security of that kingdom, but of every 
other to which the protecting aiiws 
op Great Britain have deen ex- 
tended*

Tills Quakers are a religious socielv,' 
that ‘bewail to be distinguished by thi* 
name id England, where it fust took its ‘ 
rise, about the middle of the last ecu- 
lu.y. 

In treating of this people, I shall 
deviate from the generality of those 
who have mentioned them in their 
writings; by exhibiting the account 
they give o\ themselves, v ilhout making 
nit self answerable for their pr.uciplesor 
practices. 

W rr cl im Sewn,, a Dnthhman , pub- 
lished, m the year 1717, the History Of 
Ibis people, ile was one of their own 
persuasion ; a mail of teaming ; and 
known to the public by his “ Diction- 
my *1 the Jhitih and English Lan- 
guages ” He had access to all their 
records; cm responded wjlli the Most 
eminent; lived at the lime when the 
tacts he recorded were recent; and t 
have not hoard that any part of his 
history hag been controverted : and as 1 
am informed, that it has been pub- 
lished with the approbation of the 
Quakete, I may, therefore, consider it 
as an authentic history of their rise, 
progress, and principal opinions. 

CJnoiu.E Fov, for whose birth ami 
parentage feee page fi ot Sf.wki.N His- 
tory, &c. was the first of these peo- 
ple. He was of a grave, sedate tuiui 
from his infancy ; always averse to 
the follies of youth, and desirous of 
nothing so much as to he preserved 
m mnoccncc and Muiphcsty. He wai; 
early remarked pn an example m I he, so 
respects; and ot inflexible* integrity . 
When a youth, he Was desirous, aim vc 
all things, to please Gun; and <au~ 
liously avoided every thing, that either 
scripture , or the dictates of fiis ov\u 
tomtiuuCy taught him to believe \va* 
offensive.— A*' he grew up, this ebspo- 
sition increased! it cost him much 

anxiety, much distress: But at 

fctiglh he was satisfied, in rcspcLt to 
many doubts lie had admitted; and 
juried nmclr experience by the things 

e had suffered.- This cm ibied hurl 

to inftrui t others •• and about the 
K k 
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year 1647, wc find him travelling 
through several counties in England* 
seeking out such as had any religious 
tenderness, and exciting the inquiries 

of several concerning him. Many 

embraced his opinions : and, indeed, 
he seems to have roused the public 
mind as much as ever any individual 
did In those counties tor the time, and 
tinder such circnnisl auc^s. A man of 
l aw- birth* without literature* merely 
*>y the sancttly of Ins life, aud the 
simplicity of his j>oniniNi:s, to have 
collected from all professions, and most 
ranks, men* of character, fortune, nnd 
understanding, and embodied them as a 
i* Miinrous sficir/rv; to have instituted 
one ol the best-concerted plans of civil 
discipline: is a circumstance most true, 
and not unworthy the disquisitions of 
the ablest pin return mis. 

The name of Quaker was affixed to 
this people cprly, by way of leproach. 
— in tlieir us»emblies, it sometime^ 
happened, that sonic were so struck 
with the -remembrance of their past 
follies, and forgel ? ithiess of their con- 
dition ; others so deeply nflcrtejl with 
a sense of God's mercies to them ; that 
they actually trembled and quaked — 
The nickname so suited the vulgar taste, 
that it soon became general Friends* 
or the Friends of TnWn, was. the name 
they were commonly known by to one 
another' Rut tint epithet above-men- 
tioned was stamped upon them by their 
adversaries, and perhaps indelibly. 

The following abstract fioiu the pro- 
positions of one countryman, the emi- 
nent Barclay, will, pet haps, exhibit as 
clear a summary of their opinions, ns 
can well be comprised within the limits 
allowed to this aitjelo : —

That as the* end of religion is to 
redeem man from the spirit of this 
icorld* and to lead into inn aid i am - 
m t union with God; therefore all vain 
customs and habits are to be rejected, 
winch tend to diveit the mind from 
a sense of the fear of God, and that 
evangelical spirit wherewith Christians 
ought to be leavened. 

Such al*e the sentiments of this peo- 
ple, as proposed to the public by their 
jtpologht ; who has largely commented 
on Umsje topics, in a work that -has 
passed through many editions iu Eng- 
lish, and has been printed iu most of the 
modern languages. 

Their particularities of address, lan- 
guage, and behaviour; their declining 
the use of arms; their refusing to pay 
tithes, or contribute to the support of 
ministers (as such) in any shape; like- 
w iso their refusing to swear, or take an 
oath, on any occasion whatever ; have 
subjected them to much obloquy, and 
many £rie\ous sufferings. On" what 
principles, aud by what arguments* they 
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vindicate themselves from the objections 
raised against them by their adversari-s, 
may he seen m tins elaborate perform- 
ance. — Government has, liov r\cr, in 
many instames, extended to this people 
great indulgences ; convinced, no doubt, 
by thCir 'patient 'suitering, that 1 heir 
professions of conscientious scruples 
were sincere; and that nothing dan- 
gerous to society could be appichcndcd 
from a people who disuVtim d the use of 
arms, both offttnsne and defensive. 

Tiie tveofiomy of th;s society likewise 
deserves notice. It appears, by their his- 
tory, that soon after the punching of 
Gkohgl t’ox had drawn together, \n 
many pails of tingle nd, considerable 
bodies of people professing the same 
opinions, be found it expedient, for 
their better government, to establish 
regular meetings for discipline. The 
fojlowiiig is, as nearly as we tan col- 
lect, the plan that is established amongst 
them : — 

Whore there arc any Quakers, they 
meet to 'ether once a month, to consi- 
der of ihc neu's^ties of their poor , amt 
to provide tor their relief; to hear and 
determine tom plaints arising from u- 
inong them selves ; to inquire itlto the 
conversation of their respective mem- 
bers iu regard to monthly, and con- 
formity to their religious sentiments; 
to allow the passing of man ittges ; and 
to mjoiu a strict regard to the puarcaitd 
good aid r of the society, the proper 
ct/uf at ion of their yepng people, and a 
general attention to the principles and 

practices ,of their profession. hi 

42very county.' where there are monthly 
meetings, a meeting ot the like kind, 
and for similar purposes, is held every 
<?uARir>n. This meeting consists of 
deputies sent from the several monthly 
meetings ; who are chin god with an- 
swers, m- writing, to qui Acs proposed 
to them respecting the good I order of 

the society. At these meetings, t.p- 

pea/s arc received, . in case of any dis- 
putes; aud d(fj\ r prices settled* it pos- 
sible. Adrii cs are given, as occasions 
offer; aud asuisl ant r dftonUs& io any of 
the monthly meetings, in case 0/ a 
/*//;§ ^proportion ot tncj’uoa, or any 
siuuhr expenses- — As there* are Qua- 
kers in most; parts of i.n gland, there 
are few counties which have not tluse 
quarterly meeting* : t and from these 
aie deputed four, six, or eight of their, 
members once. a year, to attend their 
Annual assembly a f LOMJON. 

The ann cal assembly is commonly 
held in May. At th»s anniversary 
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meeting, consisting of members de- 
puted from ever) quarterly meeting, 
v 'd a number of the most judkioiis of 
tiieif "persuasion in London (selected for 
the purpose of acting on all cuiei gencioS 
fof the good of the society f, accounts, 
ate received of the stai f of thO society 
in every pait of the vvoild wheie it ex- 
ists. —The deputies bring with them' 
accounts, signed by the respective quur 
Inly meetings, informing the yearly 
meeting »f any disunion appears; if 
there' is any. neglect in the religion* 
education of thci t^youth; if fhc po»r 
are we II piovidcd for; if tiny keep to 
Jhv’ir testimony a&aiml paying 'tithes 
imd bearing aims* if they pay I ho 
king Its duties, ( ns to 7ns, arid incise; 
and forbear to deal in goods suspected to 
be run.— — Appeals are there received, 
and fnalh/ determined ; pro positions re- 
ceded and corns idem! ; aud rules formed 
On particular emergencies : and, lastly, 
Such advices are scut to the subordinate 
mi clings as the particular or general 
stale of the society ru|U.rc*, 

Perhaps this is the only society in 
the wot Id that have allowed any share 
in the management of their affairs -fo 

the female sex ; which they do upon 

the principle, that “ male aud f mute 
are all one in C II 111 MV* Accord- 

ingly, ue find them in every depart- 
ment of their institution. They nave 
women premhers ; for whom the cele- 
brated Lot he has made an excellent 
apology. These have also their meet- 
ings tor discipline ; in which the like 
cine is taken in regard to the female 
youLh, and the good order of' their 
sex, as is done by the men in respect 

to llieir own. \nd when Sve i elleCjt 

what a number of individuals, of bqlh 
sexes, are kept in good order by the 
police of this society ; how few of them 
aie brought into courts of justice as 
delinquents ; how peaceable their beha- 
viour/ and how exemplary thejr con- 
duct : we cannot but think their prin- 
ciple* deserve a mote accurate exa- 
mination Slum bus hitherto been at- 
tempted; owing, ‘ perhaps; to the vul - 
gap prejudif ps Circulated against them ; 
for, according to the best information, 
neither their miniate i s, nor those who 
have the principal care of the society, 
enjoy any pecuniary emoluments or 
J ad vantages. ——A' few i tcrh* 9 only, re- 
ceive salaries for keeping lbeir records t 
so that, pei haps, there is not a religious 
society no* existing, where PRINCI- 
PLE has greater influence in promoting 
tiic cuds ot their institution.

M. gunt and loin m d scholar, and many 
yei»is master of the academy in Chit*- 
fcuk, was born and bio! in the uoith i\f 
NoLlawl. Ry flic e.uo ami direction of 
Mime eminent and wuithy men, who in- 
tei cited Ihcmvclws in In-, eduialton, he 
discovered a piedileclion for classical 
learning much above Ins ycm*. 11c was 
eat U smitten >vil li t hut enthusiasm winch 
the* classics' so genet :iliv inf live in ardent 
initida. And he soon evinced how well 
be mastered their meaning, and im- 
bibed their spirit. Having completed 
his univciVty studies lapully and sue- 
cesslully, he came to England, when? 
be Jouiul abundance of associates of 
milliners and dispositions 11191 a liberal 
and consonant to his own, Here he 
made his cull ante into life, and per- 
severed, with laudable inclustiy, foj 
Severn] \ears, in the humble and labo- 
H0I18 capacity of nil usher lo some of 
1 he principal academies about town. 
The translation of Sallust, which so 
long went under fhe name of Gold op's 
Sallust, fell Hum Ins pen, with variou* 
othci anonymous pieces Known to.be 
lus, while others claimed and ci.jou'd 
Hum redd of them No one cm undcr- 
sfood lirlli. i the genius of youth, or the 
mode of In si expediting their acquisition 
ol .science and literature, ill leaching, 
he wa* cautious, collected, cool, correct* 
mul imU fafigahle ; intfcfc conduct of Ins 
school, mu ulclv legular and, methodi- 
cal; m discipline, severe but placable; 
in lashing, rigid and inexorable; but m 
conuTsaliou, liberal, gentle, affable, 
and w illy'. And he adopted >t as a com- 
mon adage; that a mild add conciliating 
master made, for the most part, diligent, 
docile, undaccobiphshed pupils. 

Dr- Hose now' fogk* unto himself a 
vile, Miss Clnii^’dayghier of a worthy 
dissenting clergy tirttp * and with that de- 
nomination oi Christians coutinycd ever 
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after 5 though always on liberal terms r 
without a single tincture of bigotry or 
schismatick prejudice, lie was against 
the A me i i can insurgents, whose cause 
the whole body of the dissentcis so 
warmly espoused ; and firmly Opposed 
the ferment created by Wilkes and his 
faction, though many oi his friends were 
the dupes of it. * 

lli» high classical attainments, and 
well-cultivated taste, seemed him n 
leady acquaintance and tree commu- 
nication with all the wits mid men of 
Jetteis in his time. Cade 11 and Stfahau 
were then at the head of their rtspcct- 
’ ive pursuits ; the one the fust booksel- 
ler, and the other the first printer, in 
town. Of couise, the English press was 
almost, if not altogether, at their direc- 
tion. They neatly monopolized, at 
least, the whole book and paper trade 
in the kingdom. Tbc.r literary pio- 
peity became insensibly immense; and 
they weic too shrewd not to perceive 
the advantage of cultivating an inti* 
macy With l)r. Rose. Ills knowledge 
of hooks, his intci course with men of 
genius and learning, the influence he 
began to acquire with the upper ranks 
of society, his utbauily, his liberal de- 
corum and spirit, histidnk and facetious 
manners, proem ed lmn, at least,* a de- 
cided ascendancy over ail their opinions 
of meu and books; authors and manu- 
scripts : insomuch, that he , generally 
appealed not so like a gentleman visitor 
in a bookseller's shop, as ^partner and 
chief conductor of their business, it 
was about this time that Scotch litera- 
ture hurst forth in all the splendor it 
assumed undci the auspices ot a Kahns, 
a Robertson, and a Hume. The 
of these great incomparable w liters 
were originally submitted to the cog- 
nizance. and apprcciahon^of i)r. Rose; 
and Mich wiis ins credit With both par- 
.lies, that both were in the habit of rely- 
ing impliedly pi! lusdccmon. And much 
of the facility with which these works, 
so honouiabfe to the literary character 
of the count! y, were received by the 
English, pub^c, was owing to the mints- 
tiy of Ur. Hose. He often enough di- 
verted Ins friends with anecdotes yjF the 
celebrated, but whimsical, John, James 
Rousseau and David Hutpe^ho were 

frequently bis guests, and *drew pretty 
liberally both on his credit and hos- 
pitably. Their quarrels and reconci- 
liation, Tike those of school-boys, bo 
was wont to detail wt£li infinite humour.^ 
lie, one day, surprised them in 
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attitude of sparring with' cudgel*, ano- 
ther with Rousseau on Hume** knee 
blubbering like -a child, and another 
lime at loggerheads about a passage in 
Sallust, the Roman Historian, which nei- 
ther understood. 

The Monthly Review, a literary jour- 
nal still in high celebrity, ouginated 
solely with Hr. Rose. And he may be 
properly said to baiebeen the father 
of one of the most voluminous and use- 
ful woiks that ever did honour to Ihe 
literary world, in this or any other coun- 
try. And this draft or plan of his, is to 
this day the invariable model of ail the" 
critiques, Reviews, and publications of 
a similar description, that have since 
been obtruded on the public, it was in 
consequence of a pique at the dogma- 
tism of Johnson, whom Rose had re- 
commended as a coadjutor to the work, 
that l)r. Smollett seceded from tile 
monthly club, withdrew his assistance, 
and set up the Criljcul Review in com- 
petition. The Monthly however bore 
down nil opposition. And with Johnson, 
Goldsmith, Reynolds, Jeukmson, Burke, 
Campbell, Hawke* worth, aJM all the It- 
lei ary phalanx of the day, united, what 
efforts or combihations, of literati dot 
in league or friendship with, could 
withstand it. Mr. Gntlrth was the pub- 
lisher, and by marrying the Doctor’s sis- 
ter-in-law brought all the men of ge- 
nius and learning to rally round his 
standard. Liberty in politics, tolerance 
in religion, refinement in morals, and 
purity ot taste, became the order of the 
day in the literary world which ulti- 
mately rendered all the Articles in this 
Renew as popular as they were well 
wiittch. Of this mas Lei ly and highly 
favoured production, the Doctor was 
naturally fond, and always regarded it 
with the partiality of an affectionate 
parent, and continued to cultivate and 
improve it while he lived, it therefore 
established Ins reputation, brought him 
pupils and admirers from eveiy quarter, 
enhanced Jus interest with Bookseller*, 
and gave him bee access to the most 
elevated characters in Church" and State. • 

'Ihe Rev Dr. Biair of Edinburgh, 
whose sermons have been ot Lite years 
so well received, bail b. ought at certain 
quantity of th^ui |o Loudon, and fen- 
deied them to th<? Booksellers, but with- 
out success. A few yeai^ subsequent to 
this, lie put a volume to the press at his 
own risque. U was afterwards tiaus- 
miUcd io Cadcll and .'Ira ban, ns a spe- 
cimen, and by them put into the hands 


of Dr. Rose, whose opinion of if va* 
given in language of unqualified appro- 
bation. lie not only advised the pur- 
chase of it, at almost any price, bait 
putted it so successfully among all hie. 
friends and acquaintance, that f tie first 
, Earl of Mansfield immediately sent for 
it; and is' sau* to have read such passa- 
ges of it, especially from the Sermon on 
fandoai. to then* Majesties, that the 
v hole impression wait expended in a few 
days, the preacher < pensioned, jimt the 
character of the woi k cst.ihlishco. Nor 
ought it here to be forgotten, that not- 
withstanding the Doctor’s preference of, 
liberty, and all the prerogatives of de- 
mocracy, he was always a decided cne- 
mv» as hinted already, to the American 
rebellion, from fust to last. This'crea- 
led much shyness between him ami the 
Pi ice and Lbiestly faction, tlum so ex- 
travagant and licentious. Priestly had 
just al tacked the philosophy of the cele- 
brated Dr. Reid, so zealously and ably 
espoused by his cotemporaries Oswald 
and Beattie, both Mgually noted for ta- 
lent and worth. This virulent censure 
ot Ins friends and country men. Dr. Jjosc 
coolly and solemnly' condemned, as wan- 
ton, unprovoked, and unsubstantiated ? 
equally uuvvoithy a philosopher and 11 
Christian. Pi icslly attempted th romon- 
strnte ; but finding Hose could laugh, 
and be not, and thnt hi? dogmatism 
was no nuUhdbr the ridicule ot his la- 
celious antagonist, the controversy drop, 
ped. 

Many years before this, the learned 
Bishop Warburtoit had diHered with the 
fal her of Ifishop Louth* afterward* 
Bishop of London, on some passage 
of holy writ. This the latter resented, 
in a style of peculuu bitterness and as- 
perity. No species ol pugilism could 
occasion more noise in the Jockey Club, 
than tins spoiled contest, m all the li- 
terary and Clerical circles. Rose hod 
the weakness and temerity to espouse 
the part of D». Louth, aud eagerly 
fought his battles with all his character- 
istic adroitness and vivacity. VA Irtle- 
ver credit lie otherwise derived from 
this silly affray. Dr. Louth was ever af- 
ter his fast frit nd. And it is well known 
to the whler of this ai title, that while 
the Bishop lived, there was little with- 
in his Lordship’s jMtrjina^e that Dr. 
Ruse might not have commanded. 

The hie of Dr. Rose embraces all the 
literature and scholia of his time. But 
the hints nt him here given arc wholly 
from mejnory, without order, dates, dr 
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oilier avoiicliments than the writer’s 
own conviction and recollection ; they 
vnay serve however to idjtiiula&e others 
better 1 , qualified to do him the justice, 
which jvant of suitable materials, and 
free communications with his friends, 
put altogether out of his power. But 
to give his history in detail were lo pro- 
duce a picture of the whole biography 
of the period and place in which he 
lived. Few,, however, in his station and 
capacity, wcie more generally known, 
more corn ted, or more respected. 

What persons of hdeul, consideration 
in science or learning. he turned out 
during Ins long resident" in Cimwrck, 
is uncertain. It may well he presumed 
however, foom his personal accomplish- 
ment, Ins adoptability with jipople of- 
rank, his address and his industry, that 
Ins labours were not without success. 
.And 1 well remember his occasionally 
tnenlioning to me several who had dis 
tinguished themselves, and done credit 
to his institution, in ail the learned pro- 
fessions; but their parries have now ex* 
caped am. 1 1 is Lady survived him some 
years. By her he had several* children. 
Two soils and two daughters ai lived at 
a state of ptiberiyv One of his boys 
died, when turned of age, suddenly. 
The other, much esteemed by the Poet 
€uwper, lived but a short' time after his 
marriage. Ills eldest daughter was re- 
spectably disposed of in marriage to an 
eminent Attorney, and the youngest to 
the Rev, Or. Burney of Greenwich, one 
of the first Greek scholars m Europe; 
who has but lately entered into the 
church, and alieAriy adorned the profos- 
6iou by atnastei ly abi ulgcment of Bishop 
Pearson on the Ciced; and who pro- 
mises by his induct fj, talents, attain- 
ments and interest, to be one of our 
most distinguished Ecclevin slicks.

COlhliCTKhN of novel* has a bet- 
lei chance of g*vmg pleasure fluu 
of commanding respect. Books of this 
dcfccnptiou sire condemned liy the grave, 
and flamed by the fastidious; hut their 
leaves aroeMom found unopened, and 
l t.cy in' .»py the parlour anu the tires- 
ping-ioom, while productions of biglrcr 
name are often gathering dust upon the 
nhelft It might not, perhaps, be di (li- 
eu i l to shew, that this species of compo- 
sition is entitled to a higher rank than 
ha* been generally assigned to it. Fic- 
titious adventures, moke form or othtr, 
have made a part of the polite litera- 
ture «>f every age and nation.

the range of this kind of writing is 
so extensive, and it# effect so great, 
it seems evident that it ought to hold a 
respectable place" among the produc- 
tions of genius ;* nor is it easy to say, 
why the poet, who deals in one kind 
of fiction, should have so high a place 
allotted him in the temple of Fame, 
and the romance- w/itc* 1 so low a one in 
the general estimation he is confined to. 
To measure the dignity of a writer by 
the pleasure be affords his readers, is 
not, perhaps, using an accurate crite- 
rion ; put Hie invention of a story, the 
choice of proper incident, the ordon- 
nance of the plan, occasional beauties 
of description, and, above all, the power 
exercised over the reader’s heart, by 
filling it with the successive emotions of 
love, pity, joy, anguish, transport, or 
indignation, together with the grave 
'impressive moral resulting from the 
whole, imply tatehts of the highest 
order, and ought to bo appreciated' ac- 
cordingly. A good hovel is ail epic iu 
prose, with more of character, and less 
(indeed in modern novels nothing) ot 
the supernatural machinery. 

If we look for the origin of fictitious 
talcs and adventures, we shall be obliged 
to go to^fhe earliest accounts of the 
, liteiatureof every age and countiy. 
t Rude times are iiuitful of striking 
adventures i polished times must ren- 
der them pleasing. — The ponderous vo- 
lumes ot the romance writers being laid 
upon the shelf, a closer 'imitation of na- 
ture began to be called for; uot but 
that, from the earliest times, there bad 
been stories taken from, or imitating, 
real life. The Heromeran of Boccano 
(a storehouse of tales, and a standard of 
. the language in which it is written), the 
Cent Apuvcflek of the Queen of hi av arre, 
f 'antes el Fabliaux without number, may 
be considered as Hovels of a lighter tex- 
turn i they abounded with adventure, 
generally of the humorous, often of the 
licentious kind, and, indeed, were mostly 
founded on intrigue, but the tfobfer pas- 
sions were seldom touched. The Human 
l omtque of Scarrou is a regular piCCe of 
its kind. Its subject j« the advent ureSrof 
a set of strolling players. Comic htK 
tnour it certainly possesses j but the 
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humour is very coarse, and the inci- 
dents mostly low. Smollet seems to 
liavc formed himself very much upon 
this model. But the Zaide and the 
Princes sc do Cleves of Madame de la 
Fayette are esteemed to be the first 
which approach the modern novel of 
the serious kind, the latter especially. 
Voltaire says of them, that they were 
#i Its premiers tomans oil Von vit les 
nuEurs dcs honn&tes gens, et dcs avtin- 
tures tut tur cllcs deer ties avec grace, 
A rant die on tcrivtni d'un slile cmpouH 
das chases pen vraisembl able*." ** They 
wcrO the hrsl novels which gave the 
manners ot cultivated life and natural 
incidents related with t legance. Betorc 
the time of this lady, the style of these 
productions was affectedly turgid, and 
the adventures out of nature.” The 
modesty of Madame de la Fayette led 
licr to shelter her productions, on their 
first publication, under the name of 
Scgrais, her friend, under whose revi- 
sion they had passed. Lc Sage, iu his 
Git Bins , a work of infinite entertain- 
ment though of dubious morality, has 
given us pictures of more familiar life, 
abounding in character an 8 incident. 
The scene is laid iu Spain, in which 
country he had travelled, and great 
part ot it is imitated from the adven- 
tures of Don Gusman d' Alvar ache 
for Spain, though tier energies have 
so long lain torpid, was earlier visited 
by polite literature than any country 
of Europe, Italy excepted. Her au- 
thors abounded in invention ; so that 
the plots of plays and groundwork of 
novels were very frequently drawn from 
their productions* Cervantes himself, 
.besides his Don Quixofc, which has 
been translated and imitated in every 
country, wrote severkf little tales ana 
novels, some of which be introduced 
into that work, for he only banished 
one species ■ of fiction to introduce an- 
other. The French improyed upon their 
masters* ' There «• not, perhaps, a Tuoie 
amusing book than Oil Blass it abounds 
iu trails of exquisite humour, and les- 
sons of kfc which, though not always 
pure, are many of them useful, in 
this work of be fiage, like some of 
Smollct's, the hero oj£ the piece excites 
little interest * and it rather Exhibits 
a series of separate adventures, slightly 
Imktd together, than a chain of events 
concurring m one plan to the production 
of the catastrophe, like the Yew Jones 
of Fielding. The scenes of his Diabh. 
Jttfteux are Ml more slightly linked 


together. That, and his Bochelier eh 
Satamanguc, are of the same stamp with 
Gil Bhts % though inlet n>r to it. 

At the head of writer* of this clast 
stands the seductive, the passionate 
Hotfiweau — the most eloquent writer 
in the most eloquent modern language : • 
whether his glowing pencil paihts the 
strong emotions of passion, or the en- 
chanting scenery of nature in his own 
romantic country, or his peculiar cast 
of moral sentiment —a charm isspread 
over every part of the work, whiefi 
scarcely leaves the judgment free to 
condemn what in it is dangerous or 
reprehensible. His are truly the 
14 Thoughts that breathe and words 
that burn.” He has hardly any thing 
of story ; ho has but few figures upon 
bis canvass; ne wants thorn not; his 
characters are drawn more Irom a crea- 
tive imagination than from real life; 
and we wonder that what has so little to 
do with nature should have so much to 
do with the heart. Onr censure of the 
tendency of this work wHI be softened, 
if we reflect that Rousseau's ami, »s far 
as he tnd a moral atm, seems to have 
been to give a striking example ot fide^ 
hfy in the married stale, which, tt is 
well known, ts little thought of by the 
French; though they would judge with 
the greatest seventy the more pardon- 
able failure ot an unmarried woman* 
Uuf JiotHneau has not reflected -that 
Julie ought to have considered herself 
as indissolubly united to 6/. Pitux s her 
marriage with another was the infi- 
delity. Rousseau’s gieat rival in fame, 
Voltaire, has written many light pieces 
*ot fiction winch can scarcely be called 
novels. They abound in wit and shrewd- 
ness, but they are ah composed to sub- 
serve fits particular views, and to attack 
systems which be assailed in every kind 
of way. Ris Cundide bos much strong 
painting of the miseries and vices which 
abound in this world, and is levelled 
against the only system which can con- 
sole the mind under the view of them. 
In L’Jngtnu, beside fhe Wit, he has 
shown that he could also be pathetic. 
Les hearts Peruvienves, by Mad. C ra- 
fi&tvy, is a most ingenious and charming 
little piece.

From the foundation of Christ Church, 
Surrey, and the conversion qf tluj ma-

Christ CjujrmiB, Scurpy, Life edifice, 
the west-front of which is the princi- 
pal object of our View, is a modern 
building.

Committees. Their first governor, Sir 
Thomas Knight, was named in the art. 
The Company, their sons When of age, 
their apprentices, servants and factors 
in India, were vested, for a period of 
fifteen years, with the privilege, to use 
the words of the charter, of an exclusive 
trade 44 into the countries and parts of 
Asia and Africa, and into and (rom all 
the islands, ports, towns, and places Of 
Asia, Africa and America, or any of 
them beyond the Cape of Bona Espe- 
ranza, or the straits of Magellan, where 
any traffic may be used, and to and from 
every of them.” 

ThegeneiaJ assemblies of the Com- 
pany were vested with the* power of 
making any laws and regulations for 
the conduct of their concerns, hiefo 
were not at variance with the laws of 
the realm ; ami their exports were made 
free of custom, for a terra of four years. 
They were empowered to fit out and 
send six good ships and six pinnaces 
annually to India ; and to export, un- 
der some restriction, 'thirty thousand 
pounds in foreign coin or huttfon P 

This charter concludes with a proviso, 
which the ciowti, in the event of 
its operation not being profitable to 
the state, had the right, upon giving 
two years warning, to resume the grant, 
which m the samp clause it pledged it- 
jelt to prolong hftceu years heyond the 
first period, in the event of its proving 
advantageous to the country.

Anxious to confirm the advan- 
tages which they had obtained* the Com- 
pany solicited the King of England to 
send an embassy to the court of the 
Emperor Jehaungier , to settle their 
commerce upon a motffr secure and libe- 
ral basjs. King Jamds complied with 
theii: request s and Sir Thomas Hoe 
proceeded in the year 1614 to the Im- 
perial Court which was then residing at 
Ajmere. 

44 He was received with eveiy honour 
by Jehaungier , who seemed disposed to

“ The* charter of Queen Elizabeth had 
Invested the Company with an exclusive' 
right of commerce tor fifteen years 5 
and that corporation was declared a per* 
pctual body politic by a charter of 
James the First : but in that obtained 
from Charles the Second, the old pri- 
vileges were not only confirmed, hut 
new ones of great importance added. 
They were Vested with a right of cxer- ' 
rising civil jurisdiction ami military au- 
thority ; and With the poVer of making 
war or concluding peace.”

li Though the Company had obtained 
a new charter from Queen Mary in 1694, 
several flagrant abuses in the conduct of 
their affairs were delected by parliament, 
in 1695* Their home expences, it was 
found, had rapidly increased from the' 
sum of 1500/. per annujn to that of 
90,006/. and their governor, Sir Thomas 
Cooke, on whose nolcs this money had 
been lent, was terrified, by a bill of 
pains and penalties, to make a discovery, 
from which it appeared that ten thou- 
sand pouuds of this cash had gone to the 
king himself, and other sums to lus mi- 
nisters and principal servants.** The 
Duke of Leeds, who was the most ob- 
noxious offender, was ’impeached for re- 
ceiving five thousand pounds ; but King 
William put a Sudden end to the ses- 
sion ; aud by that act not only quashed 
the impeachment, but checked all fur- 
ther inquiry. 

44 The principal, and indeed nature'll, 
enemies of the Company, against whom 
all their Violence both at home and 
abroad was directed, were those English 
merchants, who wished to interfere willi 
their monopoly, and who were termed, 
in the language of the day, interlopers. 
Their endeavours to check and destroy 
these, led no doubt, to many acts of 
oppression, which hare been exagge- 
rated, by th$ writers of the suffering 
party, into deeds of the most barbaroifs 
tyranny. The interlopers, however, in 
spite of that violence of which they 
complained, continued to gain strength $ 
and in t698 they were able to bring

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under the cognizance of Parliament the 
Charter granted to the Company in 1694 ; 
and having outbid that corporation, by 
offering an advance of two millions + 
sterling at eight pqr cent, in considera- 
tion of an exclusive right of commerce 
with the east being vested in the sub- 
scribers, a bill was passed in their favour. 
But their triumph did not last long, for 
the old Company obtained a confirma- 
tion of their charter in the ensuing season. 
On the adoption of this measure, the na- 
tion had two Bast India Companies by pai - 
liamentary authority, instead of one by 
prerogative.^: Nothing could be mme 
violent, than the contests of these Com- 
panies during the short period that they 
continued separate. The gi cat effol ts of 
both were diiectcd to the object of gam- 
ing power in the House of Commons « 
•and in the general elections of 17 00 each 
was detected in bribery and corruption.

1 L 
expect,’ says this commercial despot, 
4 my will and orders shall be your rub*, 
and not the laws of England, winch are 
a heap of nonsense, compiled by a num- 
ber of country gentlemen, who hardly 
know how to govern their own families*, 
much less the regulating companies and 
foreign commerce.

’ enemies, or such as shall be deemed so,

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“ The union of the two Companies in 
England had not an immediate effect in 
reconciling their servants cither at home 
or abroad $ and it was some period be- 
fore their rooted animosities gave wav 
to a fcelmg of common interest. it did, 
at last; and in the year 170&the united 
corporation obtained a bill most favour- 
able to their commerce and privileges, 
which was granted, on condition of their 
lending to Government the sum of 
120,000/. over and above the two mil- 
lions which had been lent when the new 
Company was first established. 

44 That tranquillity, and consequent 
commercial prospciily, which the peace 
of Utrecht brought to Europe, was felt 
by the British settlements in the Ea$i\ 
and these were, about this period, (1713) 
under the rule of men of prudence and 
ability. But success created enemies* 
A very general clamour was raised 
against their monopoly, which was 
stated to be adVme to the general 
commercial interests of the kingdom ; 
and they were obliged to agree to an ar- 
rangement, which was considered ad- 
vantageous to I he state, in order to 
maintain their right of exclusive trade 
to India. 

44 The affairs of the united Company 
continual in the same prosperous con- 
dition, both at home and abroad, till 
war was declared between France and 
England in the year 1744. ^ The French, 
who had failed fur nearly* eighty years 
in all their attempts to erect and sup- 
port an East India Company, had suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing this object 
about the year 1720 5 and the re- 
gular ict urns made by this Company 
from the period of their establishment 
in India , had been so considerable, that 
the jealousy of the British Company 
was raised, and lh» Government enter- 
ing with some degree of warmth iuto 
that jealousy, turned their attention to- 
wards the East, when war was likely to 
arise between the two nations. The 
Ft tnth, anxious to promote a com- 
merce si ill in 4U infancy, had pro- 
posed a neutrality between Ibe two 
Companies as early as the year 1742, 
which the Court of Directors at first ac- 
cepted, and then rejected When, there- 
fore, war commenced m Europe in 17 44, 
the flame soon spiead to Jsta* Their 
respective sovereigns assisted each com- 
pany. The pursuits of commerce yield- 
ed to the occupation of arms *, and the 
strange* spectacle was presented, of two 
European natious combating with each 


other on the shores of India, aided by di m 
ferent native princes of the country. 
These chiefs, impelled by a short-sighted 
policy, thus sacrificed their permanent 
independence, for the attainment of, 
momentary objects of hatred and ambi- 
tion. For it was early in this contest 
very clmc/us, that whether the troops 
of England or France prevailed, the 
native allies must become depeudent on 
the conqueror. 

4t What has been said of the history 
of the Company shews m a very strong 
light, not only the origin, but the cha- 
racter, of their early power ; and proves* 
the urgent necessity, which existed 
from the earliest period of their associ- 
ation, for the strict and constant 'inter- 
ference of the legislature of the country, 
to check excesses, by which the na- 
tional character of England was so ex- 
posed to iujury. The Company, or ra- 
ther the individuals of the direction by 
whom the corporation was governed, 
were in a great degree dead, as has been 
■hewn, to those feelings which urge the 
mind Jo good and great actions. They, 
in fact, recognised no motive, but a 
desire to clinch themselves, their rela- 
tions aud dependants. Their strength 
as a community, which was the ualural 
consequence of tins system, increased 
with their means of corruption and op- 
pression ; and such was the venality of 
the times, that it appeals that hardly 
any, however high their station, escaped 
the contamination, 

44 The occurrence of war, in 1744, 
between England and France, was the 
‘commencement of a*ncw era to British 
India . The same system of government 
remained ; but the scene was changed. 
It liad gained importance, from be- 
coming one of national contest, and 
from the new actors who were intro- 
duced. These were no longer unob- 
served factors, and agents ot a trading 
compauy, whose obscurity left them 
without an incentive to virtue, or a 
dread of shame ; hut ollicers of distinc- 
tion, who not only acted under the con- 
trol of honourable superiors, hut under 
the observation of their country, which 
now began to take a warm interest in 
Indian affairs. 

44 Though it cauyot be supposed that 
the desire of fame, thus excited, . could, 
b) its operation mi the minds ot a few 
individuals, effect a complete change 
in a system which was radically bad-; it 
must be acknowledged to have had a 
wonderful effect* India became u scene 
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ia which character and reputation, as 
well as wealth, were to be acquire*! ; 
and many of those, who were employed 
in distinguished stations in that country, 
attained the highest honours, which re- 
spect and approbation can bestow, or 
courage and talents command. The 
names of Lawrence and Clive (both of 
whom commenced their career about 
this period of the history of the Com- 
pany) will live as long ns the annals of 
F.ngtand\ and he regarded as glorious 
examples, until the qualities of valour, 
military skill, and elevated genius, shall 
ufcase to receive the applause and admi- 
ration of mankind. 

“ The peace of f Jix la Chapelle, 
which was concluded in 1 T4S, termi- 
nated those direct hostilities which the 
French and English nations had carried 
on in India; but the armies, which both 
states maintained at that period oh the 
coast of Coromandel , continued to as- 
sist different native princes, with the ob- 
ject on each side of obtaining, through 
such policy, a strength that would 
make their power, at the renewal of a 
contest, paramount to the otker. 

11 Both the English and French had 
proceeded m this course for some years, 
with fluctuating success; when the em- 
barrassment, In which it led, induced 
the directors of each Company to apply 
to their sovereigns, to interpose their 
powfcr to mediate their differences : and 
the terms of accommodation were ac- 
tually agreed upon, when the war of 
1750 broke out between the two na- 
tions, and caused their arrmc9 in India 
to enter upon a more extended held of 
contest than ever. This contest was 
marked by aseries of unparalleled success 
on the part of the English* who re- 
mained, at the peace of 1763, sove- 
reigns of the rich provinces of Bengal, 
Bahar , and Orma , of the A or! hern 
Circtirs , of part ol the Carnatic, and of 
all their old possessions on the Malabar 
Coast, 

“ In addition to the strength, which 
these possessions gave to the ^govern- 
ment ot the English Company, we may 
add the resources of its Allies, the Nabob 
of the Cai until , and the Vizier of Oude , 
whose power it had $ imported, ant) over 
both of whose courts the English in- 
fluence was "so completely established, 
that that nation might he said to com- 
mand the resources of their dominions. 

“ The rapid aggrandizement of the 
Company naturally called the observa- 
tion ot the Administration in England 


to their affairs; and in the year 1767, 
the House of Commons appointed a 
committee to investigate the nature of 
the Company’s charters, to consider 
their treaties and grants, and to calcu- 
late all expenses, civil, naval, and mi- 
litary, which have been incurred by go- 
vernment on their account. 

“ Their right to any territorial ac- 
quisition. was at this pei iod boldly ques- 
tioned, and their monopoly was a sub- 
ject of very fiee discussion; but they 
found means, as they had on former oc- 
casions, to .silence opposition from those 
quarters where they thought it might 
be dangerous. Their personal and 
polilica! influence in Jhc state had 
increased with their fortune and pa- 
tronage ; and too many *had be- 
come intei csLcd in the golden har cst 
which, about this period, opened in the 
East, to make it easy to control, much 
less lo subvert, a body so strong and so 
united. The result of this inquiry, there- 
fore was, a compromise between the 
Company and the Ministers, by which 
the possessions of the former were con- 
firmed to them for the term of two 
years, on condition ol their paying the 
public 4 00, 000/. per annum. A new 
engagement, very neaily similar to the 
former, look place in 17 69 ; hut the 
period of its duration waf extended for 
live years. 

But ore thru agreement expired, the 
Company's a flans fell into considerable 
embarrassment : and in 1773 they peti- 
tioned Government lor pecuniary aid, 
which was granted; but the inqiiuy, 
that tlic Hggftse of Commons made upon 
this occasion into their a flairs, was fol- 
lowed by an act of the legislature, which 
made mauy important changes in their 
government both at home and abroad, 
which it is unnecessary here to quote.

** That the whole power, now vested 
in the Court of Directors and Propric-

tors, should be for the space of four 
years transferred to seveh Directors or 
Commissioners, named in the act ; to 
aid whom, nine Assistant Director** 
named also in the act, were selected 
from Proprietors holding at least 9000/. 
stock each. These, however, were en- 
tirely placed under the orders of the* 
former. On the occurrence of the 
death, resignation, or removal, (on 
charges substantiated before the Homo 
of Commons) of one of the seven ptm- 
cipal directors, Lhe vacancy was to bo 
supplied by the king; if one happened 
among the nine Assistant Directors, the* 
Proprietor of stock (as qualified by the 
act of 1773) were to elect another. 

“ The principle of these Bills, in re- 
gard to the power to be given to the 
Governor-general, was directly opposite 
to that of Mr* Lund as It wag de- 
clared, that the powers of the Gover- 
nor-general in CounnUhonld, ouno oc- 
casion be delegated to such Governor 
alone, or to any person or persons what- 
ever ; and the Governor-general and 
Council were restricted in all caves as 
much as it seemed practicable, but par- 
ticularly in that of makmy war. The 
Governor-general was declared not to 
have the power of entering, or in- 
vading with an armed foice, the domi- 
nion of any Prince of India , except 
upon intelligence, the credibility of 
which was to be admitted, and indivi- 
dually recorded by the majouty of the 
members of his Count il, that stlcli 
Prince was about to make w:« on llio 
Company or their Alius. The Gover- 
nor-general and Council woic not per- 
mitted, without orders Iron* the Com- 
missioners, to enter nlo any offensive 
alliance for the sharing any country be- 
tween the Company and a native Prince ; 
nor were they to hire out any troops 
( ICuropn.n or Native) in the territories 
of any Indian state. 

These were the leading provisions 
of these celebrated. Bills, which, 1 hough 
passed with agreat majority m the House 
oj l opinions, were thrown out by the 
Lords, and terminated m the expulsion 
from office ot the statesman by whom 
they were framed, and the parly by 
whom they were supported. JVlr. lot's 
measure wasderlaredJy temporary, and 
adopted as an expedient tor the moment. 
The seven Commissioner* whom he pro- 
posed, were to act Irkc Trustees to a 
Bankrupt House of Commerce, and were 
to manage the affairs of the Hast India 
Company until it was dcLcrmiucd what 
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was best and wisest for the future regu- 
lation of their concerns. What would 
have been the ultimate arrangement tor 
the Government of India, had this plan 
been carried into execution, cannot he 
known; but it is not probable that the 
Company would ever have regained 
their .power. It is not, however, in- 
tended to enter, in this place, into any 
discussion regarding the merit* 01 de- 
fects of Mr » Fox’s Bids. The wisdom 
and foresight, winch these in some pails 
displayed, were certainly clouded hy 
.strong party spirit am) prejudice ; and, 
from the want of correct am! complete 
information, many of his loading prin- 
ciples were eveiy way inapplicable to 
tile actual state of the country for which 
they were framed by that great states- 
man. 

“ This scheme, though it was an im- 
provement upon (he fount! adnmnstra 
tion of lruha x would probably have been 
found erroneous m some of its most 
fundamental principles; but pauicu- 
Jarly in that, by which, instead of gi\ 
ing confidence to the julmg authority 
of India under great and direct'rcspon- 
sibility, it multiplied checks upon the 
local government; and thus, by the 
diminution of its power, lowered and 
weakened its means of act ion , and ren- 
dered it more incompetent, than it had 
been before, to those great, and indeed 
sovereign, functions wiuch'ithus toper- 
form. The clamour against Mr, lot & 
bill was excessive. 1 1 is scheme erf sewn 
commissioners was represented as a. 
means which he had devised to perpe- 
tuate his own power. His me.isino-* 
went, it was said, to establish an ,n 
tl uence in the hands of minister, un- 
known to the constitution of the coun- 
try : and the East India C ompany, who 
had been before hated and abused on 
account of their monopoly and im- 
puted crimes, became the object id* 
pity and commiseration; and weic re- 
presented by the writers of- the day, 
as an injured and unprotected Hody, 
who were likely to have their privi- 
leges Violated, and their rights invaded, 
by a rash and ambitious minister. 

M From this violence of party rage, 
the right of regulating the Company’s 
affairs became a political conflict be- 
tween two great and nearly equally 
balanced parties ; and the scale was 
turned by a coalition between JMr. 
Pitt and the Court of Directors, or, 
rather, the great majority of the Pro- 
prietors of India Stock; who, though 


originally adverse to any interference 
in their concerns, when they found they 
could not avert that event, naturally 
chose that side which wav least un- 
favourable to what they considered as 
their established rights and privileges/’

1 reported to you in my letter of the 10th 
ult. of my having received information of an 
intt tided attack on tins bland by the Danes. 
On the bth mtftanf I received corroboration 
of this intelligence, but ns every exertion had 
been made to complete the woi ks as well us 
our materials would allow, and as pirquets 
were nightly stationed from one extr me of 
the island to the ocher, in older to prevent 
surprise, I waited with confidence the medi- 
tated attack.— -Yesterday lus Majesty’s* ship 
Tartar Anchored on the North side of th« 
bland, ,1’lie enemy's flotilla and army, con- 
sisting in nil of neatly 4000 men, have this 
day, after a c lose combat of four hour** and 
a half, icteivc.1 a ino«t complete and deci- 
sive defeat, and me tl* d bark to their ports, 
with thrloiii oi thiee pieces of cannon and 
upwards of 500 prisoners, a number greater 
by 150 men than the garrison liommdnd.— - 
I am now to detail the proceedings of the 
day. In the morning, just before dawn, the 
oul-piquets on the south side of the island 
made the signal for the enemy’s being in 
sight. The garrison was immediately put 
under arms., and X lost not a moment in pro- 
c< eding with the Btigade of Howitzers, and 
200 Infantry, accompanied by Capt. Tor- 
rens (who had hitherto at ted as Major-Com- 
mandant to the battalion ) in order to op- 
pose their lauding. On ascending an eleva*- 
tion, ior the purpose of leconuo tnng, I 
discovered the lauding had already been ef- 
fected , under the cover of darkness and a fog, 
and that ihe enemy were advancing r ipidly, 
and in gieat numbers. — On both wing* the 
enemy now far out-flankod us, and I saw 
that if we continued to advance, they would 
get between us and onr works: 1 instantly 
ordered a retreat, whi< h was effected in good 
ord^r, and without lo&s, although the enemy 
were w ithm pistol -shot of our rear, ami seem- 
ed determined to enter our batteries b> storm; 
but Fort Yorke and Maasarrrnr bat ter ic* 
opened such a well-directed hrr of grapeand 
musketry, that the assailants were obliged 
to fall back and shelter themselves under the 
wind hilly. AS the day lightened, we per- 
ceived thi4 the cuemv’s floi’Ha, consisting of 
eighteen guu-boats, had taken up a position 
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en the south-side of the ibland at point-blank 
shot. 1 ordered the signal to be made to 
the Tartar and Sheldrake, that the enemy 
had lauded, upon which these vessel* imme- 
diately weighed, and under a heavy press of 
sail used every endeavour to "beat up the 
south side, but the extent of sbotils threw 
them out «n> ninny miles, that it some 
hours before then intention could be accom- 
plished. Tiie gun-bo ds now opened a vei y 
heavy hie on our works, while a column of 
about 0(H) mini crow d the Maud to the west- 
ward, uml took up a position on the noifliem 
shore, roveiul bj hillm ksof .vuiri, by breaks 
and inequality of ground. Another column 
made, many at tempt* to carry the Mawu cone 
battery by storm, but wer»* ns often repul- *d, 
’and compelled to < ovt i theniwlvcs under hil- 
locks of sand, v. Uh h on this Maud arc thiow n 
up by every gale. 

The column on the south s»de had now suc- 
ceeded in bunging up afield piece against 
us, and Capt. Hoi Lowry, who had command- 
ed at the advamed post, joined us by watet. 
1 bad been under great apprehensions that 
tin? Officer had fallen into the hand* uf the 
enemy ; but finding, after several gallant at- 
tempts, that he was cut off from reaching 
head-quartern by land, he, with the coolest 
judgment, launched a boat, and landed his 
party under Tort Yoikc amklstthe*acdaimt- 
ttous of the garrison. Immediately after- 
wards, Lieut. H, L. Baker, who, with Lieut. 
Turnbull ot the Royal Mamies, and some 
brave voluuteeis, had, in the Anhalt schoo- 
ner, gone on the dating enterjmse ot des- 
troying the enemy's flotilla in his ports, bine 
down along the math side of the island. 
Things were it* this pout fab when the co- 
lumn on the northern shot c, which, divided 
by the Sand Hills, had approached within 
fifty paces of our lines, made another des- 
perate cfforL to carry the Missarccnc Bat- 
tery by storm ; the column ou tin south-east 
also pushed on, and the ream ye nppeafed on 
the hi I Is ready to support them, but while 
the Commanding Officei was leading on hs 
men with gic.it gallantry, a rnusht t ball put 
si period to Ins life. Panic -suuck bv the 
lov* of tie'ii Chief, Hie enemy again fell buck, 
and sheltered themselves beleml U„* Send 
Kills.

Tht San i KdL im eg no lon- 
ger a protection, and midmg it iuipo-sible 
either to advance or r» treat, the cft.iibii.rs 
burg out a flag of trio,*, and offered to sur- 
render upon t'-*‘rns ; bur l would Nten to no- 
thing but an unconditional surrender, which 
after sOinc deliberation was compbed with. 
— -lo |he mean tune the gun-boa's on th** 
south \t Inch had been much galled by 
the fire of Port York* and i*ia»iartvne K.u- 
tery, got under weigh, and blood to the \» to- 
ward, and the Cotuipu of the enemy which 
bad advanced on the south side, hading meir 


retreat no longer entered by the flotilla, al- 
so hung out a flag of truce, and 1 seitf out an 
Officer to meet it. I was asked to surren- 
der ; the reply that l icturned, it is unneces- 
sary to mention. The euemy finding my de- 
termination, sought permission to embark, 
w ithout molestation ; but L would listen to 
nothing but an unconditional submission, 
and I have the pleasure to inform j on, that 
this t oi ako laid down their arms, and sur- 
reudt icd themselves prisoners of war. 

The pi l^oneia, which were now more nu- 
nicious Ilian my small garrison, w ei u no soon- 
er secured,, than operations were commenced 
•ifiaiust the reserve, which had been seen ie- 
tre.Uiug to the* wc^twaid of the idaud. — I 
took the field with Major Torrens (who 
though wounded, insisted on accompanying 
me) and Lieut, and Adjutant Steele; but as 
out prisoners were so numerous, and as we^ 
had no place of security in which to pi ic«r 
them, l could only employ on this occasion 
the bugade of howitzeis under Lieutenant* 
R. I’. Steele and Bezant, of the Royal Mti- 
i me Artillery, and part of the light company 
commanded by Lieut. Turnbull. When we 
arrived at the west end of the island, wo 
found that the enemy had formed on the 
beach, and weie protected by fourteen gun- 
boats towed close, to the shore; tf> attack 
sin h ci fo^e, with four howitzers and d(> 
men, seemed a useless sacrifice ot buive mm's 
lives ; l the refore, with the adi ire of Major 
/Poiiens, Inlted on the lulls, while Jreluc- 
t mtlv saw the leserve embarked under cover 
of the gun-boats, and the flotilla took a final 
leave of the island. — l am happy to say our 
Iojs lias not been so considi rable a> might 
have btHii expected, from so desperate an 
uttauk, we having only two killed and thirty 
wounded. The enemy have solicit'd severe- 
ly -we have buned between thirty and forty 
of their dead, and have, received in the hos- 
pital twenty- three of their wounded, most 
of them have undergone amputations^ three 
since dead of iheii wounds, besides a great 
uuinhi i which they earned off the field to 
their boats.

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B Y the skill, bravery, and perseverance 
of the British and Portuguese troops, 
the) -French armies have beev expfxlf.d 
F nqw every faRt of Portugal' a feeble 
garrison in Almeida alone excepted. 

The sufferings of the Portuguese, owing to 
the excesses Or the French, tvho destroyed 
every thing in thedine of their march, exceed 
description. An officci of rank writes from 
Peniche, that thousands have period from 
hunger, and that they dAily discover Wi etch- 
ed objects at the last gasp, from" the same 
cause ; 150 people died ip two days at Col- 
das, from want of sustenance. 

All the accounts from Portugal concur in 
stating, that the Ficmh continued their ex- 
cesses until they were driven $rioss the Con. 
In passing through a village bet w een Celo- 
rico and Guardn, a horrible sight presented 
itself to the advance of the allied army. 
Numbers ofthe inhabitants, without distinc- 
tion of age or sex, were found murdeied in 
the streets, and o the re expiring under their 
wounds w ith loss of noses mid oars. This 
spectacle raised the indignation of the allied 
troops, particularly the Portuguese, and 
they shortly had an opportunity of retal iati ng. 
By the premature destruction w of a bridge 
which the enemy had to pass in their retreat, 
about 800 of their troops wete cut off; 
nearly the whole of Which weie put to the 
sword, the advance of the allies refusing to 
give any quai ter. 

Accounts have been received ofthe arrest 
of Marshal Ney by Massena, who has .sent 
lum to Paris. 

A plot to set on fire our ships lying in the 
Tagus, was lately providentially discorded. 
The Admiral, in consequence, ordered a boat 
from each ship to row guard rveiy night, to 
frustrate the diabolical pm pose. 

A letter from a Gentleman who was pre- 
sent with (he British army in Portugal, 
which, like almost all the letters from that 
country, is nearly tilled with accounts of the 
atiocities of the French, Btiites, that when he 
entered Santaiem, he saw, written in large, 
characters upon a house, the following cu- 
rious sentence : — ■“ Un bon said at doit avoir 
le, cceur du lion, la force da cheat/, I’appeht 
d'tfn courts, et Vhimamlc d\ne bote?' — * k A 
good soldier should have the heart of a lion, 
the strength of a horse, the appetite of a 
mouse, and the humanity of a brute:'* 
Extractor a Letter from a Gentleman who 
accompanied Lord Wellington V army in 
pursuit of the French, after their retreat 
from Santarem : — “ It is impossible to de- 
scribe the sreoes of horror cif which I have 
been an eye-vyitness, and w hich w«ll for ever 
brand the name of Masseaa w ith execration. 
It i6 hard for any body to believe that hn- 
man nature coal'd be guilty of such enorrfldus 
And wanton wickedness. The cHy of Leyfia 
kad been eleven days on fire when 1 was 


there, and was burning still. Every tiling 
tliat could b e taken away was removed, and 
the rest destroyed. The images in tbo 
churches were in pieces, the graves were 
'actually opened for the sake of plunder. 
The nuns and *nai*, at all the towns where 
w e came, had th d to (he mountains ; their 
convents were destroyed ; and we found 
none but a few Portuguese perishing with 
hunger and ill-treatment. At every place 
where wr linked, if we saw any thing like A 
house with a door standing, we made it our 
head- quarters, and took possession of any 
table or chair that might have escaped the 
geneial devastation, as the mansions had no 
tenant to dispute o»;r » «i/its. All was dread- 
ful silence fl*'d desolation. The Uoor? of al- 
most every house had hern pulled up where* 
ever we passed, p.nticulaily at Leyrin, 
where there wci** about twelve iniscruble 
w retches, who had hern unable to move 
from wounds and famine, some of -whom 
expired before it*. This city four year* 
ego contained 80,000 inhabitant^ Libraries 
were burned and scattered, and it seemed to 
be the intention of, the enemy to leave a 
dreadful incmonatof their fury , that never 
should he effaced from the recollection of (be 
country/’ 

Tne loss sustained by the army under MaS- 
sena, from it* entrance into Poitugal, js sup- 
posed to have fallen little abort of 40,t)00 
men. 

A letter from Lisbon contains the follow- 
ing curious paragraph “ A report has 
been circulated here, founded upon letters 
from Brazil, that Darn Pedro, aged 15, sou 
and heir to our Prince Regent, has expressed 
a stiong desire to be a Protestant, and to 
propose himself for the hand of the illustri- 
ous Female destined, probably, at some dis- 
tant time, to sw ay^he British sceptre. , 

A (trend ful storm, which lasted three days, 
viz. the 27th, 28th, and 29th ult. took place 
at Cadiz. The men of war rode it out ; but 
of the merchantmen ‘'and other' vessels, 150 
wer<? di ivci) on shore, and olie-third of them 
totally wrecked. Of those that were dri veu 
to sen, few had returned, and 'it is feared 
many of them have been lost. 

The Spanish General La Pena, though 
7,000 strong, did not fire a single shot at the 
battle of Barma; and yet this hero , this 
“General La Pena, in his despatches, takes 
credit for a full share in the glory of that 
hrnd-fought day.

On this ground *we have 
been called upon, by numeions friends 
of our Publication, to add to those of 
the good and the gieaf w’ndi already 
adorn our pages, a Pom rut and a 
Memoir of tins gentleman ; who is well 
known to have at lamed the very acme 
of celebriiy for Ins skill in Ihoimc'cut 
and venerable lore ot E rffvi imimiv. 

William PrcMotf, Evq. (his f il tier), 
who was ail eminent wntor to the sig- 
net in Edinburgh, married, in 17 10, 
Ileieua Cumuuug, daughter ol Mr. 
Arthur Cumming, ol llr.it cit\ ; and by 
her had five children 5 of whom, how- 
ever, four died m infancy 5 Wiiliam, 
their second son (the subject of our me- 
moir), alone surviving 

In 1750, Mr. Prcslon retired to his 
house at Linlithgow, twelve miles dis- 
tant trom Edinburgh; and 111 the follow- 
ing year died suddenly in a fit of apo- 
plexy while on a visit at the house of 
1119 triend, the Rev. Mi. Meidrum, of 
Meldrum, uear Torplnchen, where he 
was afterwards interred. Tnough Mr. 
P. fcad succeeded, by the death of his 
father and sister, to a considerable 
lauded property m the city ol Edin- 
burgh; yet, through the immiauage- 
ment of his guardians, and hisown unfor- 
tunate attach men t to some friends who 
had espoused the cause of !h& Stuart 
family, after! lie rebellion in 17 J 1, his bu- 
siness suffered atempoiary suspension, 
which preyed on his spuits, aud tmpaued 
at once both his health and Ins fortune. 


Wili 1 a vi, his son, to whom our atten- 
tion will be henceforth directed, was 
horn at Edmhuigh, July 28, O.S. 1742; 
ami having finish n! his English edu- 
cation under the tuition ot Mr. Stir- 
ling, » celebrated teacher in Edinburgh, 
before he was si* years of age, was 
entered at the High school, where, un- 
der Messrs. Enrquhar, Gibb*, and Lee, 
he made considerable progies* in the 
Latin tftngue. Prom the High School 
lie went to college, and was taught the? 
rudiments ot the Greek under Professor 
Hunter. 

While he was at the university, his 
habits of study, and attention to litera- 
ture, recommended him to the notice of 
that very celebrated grammarian, Mr. 
Thomas Huddinmu, who, from intense 
application to classical pursuits, and the 
infirmities of age, had greatly impaired, 
and al length totally lost, Ins sight. To 
the friendship aud protection of this 
gentleman Mi. Preston having been 
consigned after the death ot Ins father, 
he left college to attend on his patron 
as an amanuensis, in which character 
he continued till Mr. Rudd 1 man's de- 
cease. 

Before that event, however, Mr. 
Ruddmian had bound young Pres- 
ton apprentice to his brother, Walter 
Ruddmian, printer 111 Edinburgh ; hut 
his eyesight having, as before observed, 
failed In in long befoie he died, he em- 
ployed Mr. Preston the greater nart of 
his - apprenticeship m reading to him* 
and m transcribing such of h»s works as 
were not completed, as well as corrccl-

He now co, me to consider Mi. Pun-

Soon after his arrival in I ondon, a 
number of brethren from Edinburgh re 
solved to institute a 1 u ema*ons* Lodge 
iu this city under sanction ol a Constitu- 
tion from Suit laud ; but not having mic- 
4 ceded in their application, they were ic- 
com mended by the Giand Lodge at Edin- 
burgh to the Anticnl Grand Lodge in 
London, who immediately pi aided them 
a dispensation to form a lodge, and to 
make masons^ They accordingly met 
at the White Hart, in Ihd Stinnd, and 
Mr. Preston was the second person ini- 
tiated under that dispensation. 

The Lodge was soon after regularly 
constituted hy the Officers of the An-

tient Grand Lodge in person. Havysrg 
increased runsidei ably in numbers, it 
was lour.d ncccssaty to remove to the 
horn Tavern, m l leet-sdrcet, where it 
contiiiiicd some time, till, that house 
being urable to furnish proper arcom- 
mot'olions, it was removed to Scots Hall, 
Bhuk-friafo. Here it continued to flou- 
rish about two years ; w hen the decided 
stale ol that building obi getl them lo 
remove to the Half Moon Tavern, l heap- 
fcide, where it continued to meet f or a 
coimlernblo lime. 

At length, Mr. T’irsloii and some 
others of the mcinheis having joined a 
Lodge 'iiidei the regular tmghsh Const i- 
tutiuri, at the I dbot Inn, m the M rand, 
they pievivled on the rest of the Lodge

'fins CII cun. stance, added to the ab- 
sence of a vety skilinf Mason, to whom 
Mi First on was ail jc lied, and who had 
departed (or Scotland on account of his 
health, induced Imn to turn his atten- 
tion to the Masonic Lectmes; and, to 
arrive at the depths of the sutneo, short 
of which he did not mean to stop, he 
spared neither minis nor expense. 

H herever instriHhon could be acquire d, 
tli ii her lie directed Ins course ; and with 
the advantage of a retentive memory, 
and ail extensive Masonic connexion, 
added to a diligent literary research, 
he so (nr succeeded m Ins purpose as to 
become master of the subject. To in- 
crease the knowledge lie had acquired, 
he solicited the company and conversa- 
tion of the most experienced Masons 
from foreign countries; and, in, the 
course of a literary correspondence with 
the Fraternity at home and abroad, 
made such progress in the mysteries 
of the Art, as lo become very useful in 
the connexions be had formed, lie lias 
frequently been he.nd to say, that in the 
nrdom < I his inquiries he has explored 
the abodes of poverty and wretched- 
ness, and, where it might Imve been least 
expected, acquired very valuable scraps 
ot information. The poor brother, in 
return, we are assured, had no cause lo - 
think ids time or lalculs ill bestowed. 
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Mr. P. wai also* accustomed to convene 
liis» fiends once or twice a week, in order 
to illustiatc the Lectures ; on which 
occasions objections were started, and 
explanations given, for the purpose of 
mutual improvement. At last, with the 
assistance of some zealous 1 needs, he 
was enabled to arrange and digest the 
whole of thp First Lecture. To establish 
its validity, lie resolved to submit to the 
Society at large the progress he had 
made; an 1 Fr thfkt purpose he insti 
tuLed, at a very cons.tierable expense, 
a grand Gala at the Crown and Anchor 
Tavern, in the strand, «»» Thursday, 
Way 21, !7~ which was honoured with 
the presence o tfict then Grand Others, 
and many other eminent and respect- 
able iiicihren. On this occasion, Mr. 
Preston delivered an Oration ou the In- 
stitution ; winch, having met with ge- 
neral approbation, was altci wauls 
printed in the first edd’oii of the 
% * In os 1 i> at ions of Masomiy,” pub- 
lished by him in the same >car. 

Having th us far stirrer tied in his de- 
sign, Mr Pieston del mtuumI to piose- 
cule the plan that lie had to.'inpd, aud to 
complete the Lectures, lie employed, 
thuefore, *i nil m her otskiltul Brethren, 
at h-s own expense, to visit ditTeM.nl 
town mit! (oniuiy Lodges, for the pi»i- 
posc of.gaming infoi million ; and these 
Brethren cotumuiucaUd the result of 
their visds at a wcikl> meeting. 

When, bv study and application, he 
had arranged his system, he issued pro- 
posals for a regular coigpc of Lectures 
in the dtfieicnt degrees of Masonn ; 
and these were publicly dcliveicd by 
him to the Fraternity, at the Mitre Ta- 
vern, in Fleet-sheet, to J774. 

For some years aflerwaids, Mr. Pres- 
ton indulg' d Ins friends, by attending 
several Lodges of Instruction, and other 
staled meetings, to propagate the know- 
ledge of the science, which had spiead 
fur beyond his expectations, ami consi- 
derably enhanced the reputation of the 
Society. Hiving obtained the sanction 
of thcGrand Lodge, he continued to be 
a zealous < ncourager and stijtyorLer of 
all the measures ol that assembly which 
tended to add dignity to the (uft; in 
all the Lodge? in which Ins inn me was 
enrolled, and which were very numerous, 
he cnfotccd a due obedience to the 
laws and regulations ol that body ; and, 
as a proof of his good wishes, be sub- 
scribed, himself, *0l. to the Hall, and 201. 
to Che Charity Funds. By these means, 
the subsciijitious to the Fund of Charity 
became much more considerable, and 


daily acquisitions to the Society were 
made of some of the moot eminent antj 
distinguished characters. At length, lie 
was united hy his friends to visit the 
Loil.e of Antiquit\, No. I, then held at 
the Vvtic Tavern, in Flect-bl reel ; when 
the Bielhtcu of that Lodge wcie pledged 
to admit him. i member; .iud, what was 
very unusual, they elected him their 
Mas'er at the same meeting. 

He had been Master of the Philan- 
thiopic Lodge, at the Queen's Head, 
GiuyVinii (tale, TIolborn, above s»x 
years, and of several other Lodges before 
that tune. But he was now taught to con- 
sider t !.e importance of the office of Fiiwr 
Mas i i r rsum i in. t ( not isii ( on si 1 1 u- 
t i (vs ; and lie seemed to icgiet that some 
moic emmeiit character in the walks 
ol life had not been selected to support 
M’ distingius' el a sfnlio . Indeed, this 
too humble considerate n of his own 
ical importance has pervaded Ins con- 
duct on all occasions; ami the wnicr of 
this brief account has fn quenlly seen 
him voluntarily assume the suhoid natn 
o (files of an assembly over which he 
lias long hdoic presided, on occasions 
where, fiom the absence of the propgr 
prisons, he bus conceived that his ser- 
vices would pi o mote the objects of 
th« liseeiiiig. 

't othe Lodgcof \ntiquify he now began 
ci’ieC.v to confine his attention ; and dur- 
ing hm Mastership, wimh continued for 
some yearn, the Lodge gi rally increased 
in numbers, and improved m its finances. 

'J Liu be might obtain a complete 
know hdge of hie stale of the Society 
under tbe i.ng^sh Constitution, he now 
became an .ictivc attendant at flic Grand 
Lodge, was admitted a member of the 
Hall Committee, and, during the se- 
crclnrtsh.p of for Thomas French, un- 
der the auspices of the Hukc of Benu- 
foit, then Giaud Master, had become 
an useful assist. int in arranging the 
Gencial Regulitions of* the Society, 
and leviving the foreign and country 
cot i espondence. Having been appoiut- 
cd to the office of Deputy Grand Secre- 
tary, under James Hcsclhno, Esq. he 
compiled, for tbe benefit of t he charity, 
the History of Hem ark able Occurrence* 
inserted in the first two publications of 
the I reemasons* Calendar ; picpared for 
the pit\>s an Appendix to the Book of 
Constitutions ; and attended so much to 
the correspondence with the different 
Lodges, as to merit the warmest appro- 
bation of his patron 'This enabled him, 
from the various memoranda that he had 
made, to form the History of Masonry 
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•which was afterward* printed in his “ h.- 
irsinvriniNS ’* 'Die oftice ot hepu ly

[ WITH A PRONT VIEW OF THE LATTER ] 
THAT hail for many yours been the prnc- 
JL tice of the Grand Lodge to hold its 
meetings at Merchant T.i> l«»rs\ Leather* 
sellers*, or some other of the city halls, 
or at the Crown ami Anchor and other 
tiverns; but on Fndiy, Oct, 3$, 4708, 
the Grand Master In the chair laid bo* 
f >re the brethren a plan for fatting a 
find to build a Hhll for tbe Grand 
Lodge $ which plan was approved, and 
regulations made for parrying It into 
effect. A Committee, afterwards called 
^ tb# JjL|)l Commit tae, were empowered 
tw*tWNrt for and purchase any piece of 
gtottttti that they might think suitable 
for fhtdr purpose, 

’This Committee, at the Giand Lodge 
« Iiffd Apnl ST* H74, reported, that they 
bald conti acted for tbe purchase of a plot 
of ground an J premises, consisting of 
tWo Urge commodious dwelling-houses, 
and an extensive garden, situated m 
Great Queen*street, LincphiVmii tn f lds, 
latp imtho possession of Philip C irlcrct 
Webb, ijisq. deceased, the partnulaiH of 
which were specified in a plan dt lucre 1. 
That the teal value appcinal to be 
^,9051. at the least, but that 7,1801. 
as as the sum contracted to be paul 
for the premises ; that the front house 
might produce 90l. per annum , and the 
back house would furnish commodious 
committee- rooms, offices, kill hens, Ac. 
and that the garden was sufficiently 
large to eon la ui a complete hall foi lh<* 4 
Hie of tlie bociely, the expense of who h 
was calculated not to exceed 300 )l * 
Tins report met with general approba- 
tion Lord Pctre, the Dukes of Beau- 
fort and Chaudos, fail ierrers, and 
Lord Viscount Dudley and Ward, were 
appointed trustees foi the Society, and 
the conveyance of the premises pui- 
ihascd was m ule in their uames. 

On the 2 ’d of lebruary, 1775% the 
Hall Commitlee reported to the Grand 
Lodge, that a plan n ad been proposed 
and approved for raising AUOOl. to com 4 * 
plete the designs of the Society, by 
gi anting annuities for lives, with benefit 
* botwittotaiuiing tlitacrtiowitc, it appear* 
I>v the Grand treasurer's accounts, that in 
1799, above 20,U00t. had been upended on 
this build i i»f, and that, exclusive of an an- 
nuity of 9501. on account afaAontine, there 
then remained due from the Hall iiind to 
sundry tiadesmen a considerable debt, the 
whole of which has been since pud 
off. The tavern has been rebuilt, and < u-

zling in the opinion of ignorant persons, 
protrude themselves into immediate No- 
tice., The letters which Cicero addressed 
to him clearly shew the high opinion he 
entertained both ofhirtalcnte uqd gcrie- 
ral worth. This Trebatius* after having 
t devoted himself for some time to forcu- 
^ aic concerns, obtained a milttaryhnpoint- 
tneol under Julius Caesar in Gaul t any 
post under whom, at that time and in 
that quarter* opened an immediate ro^d 
to opulence and honours to those who 
wished to obtain them by plunder and

T HE origins of the most celebrated 
nations arc , from n plural caused, 
usually enveloped in obscui ity* Ibcir 
sources, like those of the mightiest 
rivers, are not only irsnute* but re- 
mote, and often disputable In some 
eases, hovviwr, tl i metis lo Hum 
becomes ition, rather i ban less, pi at - 
hcgble, with the (apse of oges * and ft 
certainly becomes the inoic interesting, 
in pioportum to the celebrity which hS-* 
tionsgradually acquiic, Although Bri- 
tish am! foreign wi iters have agicedtp 
call the first inhab tants offtniain CW&, 
liter differ very widely on the robbing 
of that name. V he principal nfttujUjM its 
of other countries, as Peflmltidr^ bfhi« 
Histoire des Ccltcs Mallet, in Ins 
“ Introduction to the Danish History 
jhatour D’Auvergne, in his u Qrigmcs 
fiautoise*;” and others, regard the 
ancient Celtcs as piogomtors both of the 
modern Germans, and likewise of the 
Welsh and Irish On the other hind, 
Bishop Percy, in his preface to Mal- 
let’s^ 4 Northern Antiquities; ’ Mr. Pin- 
kerton, in his “ Dissulalion on the 
Goths;* 1 and most subsequent Ingl »h 
writers, maintain the original Unions to 
hive been Celtcs* but entirely different 
from the progenitors of the Gmu us 
**4 fiemrfmaYiaui, These iplwouv, 


bemg diametrically opposite, cannot 
both be true.* yet the extent of talents 
and research by which each has been 
supported, renders it improbable, that 
the whole of the error, which evidently 
somewhere exists, should be justly mir 
puled to either pa) ty. It appears, primd 
ftete , most likely, Ltiat eich class of 
writers would best judge ot their own 
origin and it may be found as reason- 
able to admit, that the ancestors of the 
modern Germans were Celtes, as that 
the modem Rnglssh and the Welsh 
never could have belonged to Ibc same 
original stock. 

It iSjpot from the more usual objects 
of antiquarian pursuits, that we cau 
hope to decide this question. Neither 
manuscripts nor monumental inscrip- 
tions are commonly coeval with the 
origins of nations; nor have wc ground 
to belie vr, that the first .inhabitants of 
Britain used either ot these means to 
perpt luate the memory of thur achieve- 
ments. There icmam, however, the 
classic ? e cords of Greek and l\ oi an au- 
thors, wbo Jived piobahly within a few 
centuriey of the first population of our 
islands. There are a Wp reserved v^r 
carl; haditions of the ancient Briimf, 
which have hut recently been presented 
to public notice. There exist more 
over, dtnoug us, to this day, very strik- 
ing* dtstmUions of Unguage , that de- 
monstrate the populatioufof our islands 
to hive been derived from nations, 
ongmally diflmnl fiom rich other, 
and rtspcclivtJy allied to those, among 
whose descendants the neighbouring 
countries of ‘Europe are still divided! 
By a distort investigation of those 
br inches of evidence and a mutual col* 
lalion of th^in, 1 have rayseff obttoaeA 
some satisfaction^ on the subject, and 
shall bo happy if 1 can impart it to 
o|hbfs. 

The most ancient writer that a*cty» 
lions the Celtic nation, is HVq&fcftpt, 
of the filth century «eforethe Cprudfon 
eta. In his description of tiip river 
Danube, lib says, (Euterpe, 33*) “This 
nVer, commencing at the iftyoi Pyrgne, 
among the fella* flows tnrqugh the 
cenfie of Cutope. These (Mto ire 
fouhd be; ond the columns of Hercules i 
they border oq the £ ynesiins* the most 
remote of all the iftition? Who inhabit 
the western pqrt&of Europe.*’^ Hejtfhb, 
(Melpomene, 49,) ‘Mlcommoncat with 
the Cilta* who, except the Cgnetm* are 
the most remote inhabitants of tbwWfst 
ol E lropo,” 
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that the finetas, or Cynesd r of 
whom he speaks as a nation distinct 
from the Celts, and possessing the most 
western puls of Kttropc, were the same 
that are called Cunet b> many later 
writer*, is evident from the “ Ora Ma- 
ritime” of Festus Avicnus, ^trse 200, 
where he descubes a people inhabiting 
the border of "tyain md ortugil, un- 
der the name of ( l/ncifts , seven cen- 
turies later than the age of Herodotus. 
That these were Iberians, might be 
t urly infilled from thtir identity of 
situation during that period, acrofdmg 
to the testimony of mimeioii* succes-

The Cantabrians, who inhabited the 
northernmost part of spam, arc galled 
by Stribo, (lib 3 p 152 Ed.

f IpUJE Committee of Friends having 
B. ch n go of Indian concerns, were 
appointed to pay the *ud Indians a 
visit, in order to see wh it improvement 
tncy hid in ulc since our list in 180% 
as *vell as to promote the object of the 
concern general!*, by having friendly 
Conferences *ith them, and pointing 
out such things as would conduce to 
their happiness We set out the 1st 
of the 9th mouth, 1806, armed about 
the middle of the same; md lound the * 
Indians mostly at borne, employed m 
useful labour. Two of us being known 
to most of them, our meeting was cause 
of much gladness In passing along to 
the settlement formed by the Committee 
at iiiiKsvassa, we w<re astonished at 
the improvements made by the Indiana 
within the Jaft three yean*; for not- 
withstanding our sreiy siugmnc expecta- 
tions, they had cons dm ably exceeded, 
m iabdur and attention, any opinion 
that we bad formed. The aspect of 
things was truly pleasing, indicating 
inti easing industry and economy, and 
very encouraging to us, as proofs that 
our labours have not been m vain, 
Even the road* opened by them are 
remarkably well made, being much su- 
perior to those we observed among the 
frontier white inhabitants They had 
erected nearly one hundred new houses 
since out last visit, most of them two 
stones high, and well put up with hewn 
logs, veiy perpendicular at the corners, 
and nicely fitted together, home have 
pannelled doors and stone chimneys; 
and a great many of them glass win- 
dows. Their farms arc enclosed under 
ood fence, from seven to ten rails 
tgh ; and there is a much greater 
propoition of corn planted this season 
than has been known before, and it 
generally looked we 1 !.

The above statement exhibits the 
progress making by one tribe of the 
Senecas towards civilization, and fur* 
nishcft those interested in their welfare 
with gieit encouragement in the prose- 
cution of «i woik so wdl (dltuhilei) to 
inciease the toirforts of hum .mi life; 
and it is a pecuhai interaction to find, 
that one < fleet ot fi lends* tiidtavouis 
with these people, is a dnniunt'on ot 
labour on the pad if the females, in 
the corn-fields, &c.t for in their former 
salvage stale, the women appt u to have 
been consigned to shvery in the held, 
the piocunng of wood, and many other 
hardships; the men seldom, If ever, 
assisting them therein. Out notwith- 
standing th«> hbour less in 4 he field, 
they air not idle. Sterne of Hum have 
been taught the ait of making soap, m 
order to piomote cleanliness. Some have 
also learned to spin and knit ; and, in fell 
probability , tin it habits will, erelong, 
be as much changed as the men's. Loth 
men and women were much more c It in- 
1) in their persons, clothes, an8 houses, 
than al the time of our last visit 

There arc a number of other tnbi% 
whose ad vdo ccs are very cons dcri bit , 
and quite cquql t« what might In* i i 
son ably expected. We were as much 
ciumit'aged at Cattaraguesas at Altfega- 
uey, although the impiovemenls were 
not so great ; they being more remotely 9 
situated, and of later date. 

It is very remarkable, that the Indiafis 
among whom we hove endeavoured to 
promote the arts ol cry*! life have very 
generally abandoned the u*6 ol ardent 


spirits : except two or three of those on 
or near the Olegiuuy, the whole tribe

The 
author generally find ft them in some 
sequestered dell, among the fells and 
mountains of Westmoreland, where, 
after a narrow escape of breaking bis

Mr. Sterne, a clergy inan of York. They 
exhibit much originality , wit, and beau- 
tiful strokes of pathos, hut a total want 
of plan or advent ure, being made up of 
conversations and detached incident 
It is the peculiar chararlmvhc of this 
writer, that he affects the heart, not 
by long-drawn tales'of dirt**#, but by 
right electric touches which thrill the 
nerves of the readers who possess a 
correspondent sensibility of frame. His 
character*, -in like manner, are A ruck 
»jOti^ by 'a few masterly touches* He re- 
seijnrbfcs those painters who edit give ex- 
pression ftp a figure by two pr* three 
strokes of bpld oulUne, leaving the 
iwagmatioif to fill up the sketch t the „ 
feelings are awakened as really by the J 
»t<*ry,of Ue Feme* m by the narrative 
of Clarissa . . The indelicacies of these 
volumes are reprehensible, and indeed 
is a clergyman, scandalous, particularly 


in tho first publication, which, ho Wetct, 
has the richest vein of humour. The 
two Shanays, Tn.n , i)r. sh*p y arc all 
drawn with a masfeilv h ind. H is erne 
ot Lhe merits of SI erne that he ha* 
awakened the attention ot lus readers 
to tl * wrongs of the poor negroes ; and 
certainly a gioal spirit of tenderness 
and humanity breathes throughout tho 
work. It is rather mortifying to reflect 
how little the power of expressing these' 
feelings is connected with moral worth ; 
tor Sterne was a man by no menus at- 
tentive to the 'happiness of those Con- 
ner led with hun ; * ami we are forced to 
confess, tii.it an author may conceive 
the idea of “ hru.hmg away hies 
■without killing thrill. * and yet behave 
ill in every relation of life. 

It has lateK been said, that Sterne has 
been indebted foi much of his wit + to 
’ Bn) Inn > Anatomy of Melancholy. He 
certainly exhibits a good deal of read- 
ing in 1 1 1 a t and many oilier books, out 
of the common way ; hut the wit is in 
the application, nnd that is his own. 
This work gave rise to the vapid effu- 
sions ojT a crowd of sentimentalists, 
many of whom thought they had seized 
the spirit of Sterne, because .they could 
copy him in his breaks and asterisk*: 
The taste unread, and for a while from 
the pulpit to the play-house, the reigti 
of sentiment was established.

The passion of love, the most seduc- 
tive of ail the passions, l lie) certainly 
paint too high, and leprescut its influ- 
ence beyond what it will be found to be 
in real life; but if they soften the heart 
they aUo refine it. They mix with the 
natural passions of our nature all that 
is tender in viituous affection ; all that 
is estimable in high principle and un- 
shaken constancy ; all that grace, deli- 
cacy, and sen l» men t can bestow of 
touching and atti active. Benevolence, 
and sciis.hility to distress, aie almost al- 
ways insisted on in modern works of 
this kind; and perhaps it is not too 
much to say, tint much of the softness 
of the present manners, much ot that 
tincture <#i humanity so conspicuous 
amidst ail our vices is owing to the bias 
given by our dramatic wi limes ami fic- 
titious sto ues. A high regun! to fnnile 
honor, generosity, and a spfnl ot self- 
sacrifice, are strongly inculcated. iL 
costs nothing, it is true, to an author'd 
make his hero generous, and *eiy ollen 
he is cxtiavngantly so; still sentiments 
of tins kind serve in some measure to 
counteract the spirit of the vvoild, 
where selfish considerations have alw.ivs 
more than their due weight. In what 
discourse from the pulpit aie religious 
feelings more strongly raised than in 
the prison sermon of '/he t ttar of 
H r tiLi'fifhL or some parts ol the Fool of 
Qwttitt, ? 

But not only those splendid scuti- 
merits wnth which, when pioperly pie- 
sented, otir feelings readily lake part, 
and kindle as we read ; the more severe 
and homely virtue of prudence and eco- 
nomy have been enforced iu the writ- 
ings of a Burney and an Edgeworth. 
Writers of their good sense ha\e ob- 
served, that while the compositions 
cherished even a romantic degree of 
sensibility , the duties that havek^s bitl- 
Jiancy to recommend them were neg- 
lected. Some knowledge of the world 
is also gamed by these writing!, imper- 
fect, n.deed, but attained with mnic 
case, and attended with less dagger , 
than by mijpttg in real tile. If the 
stage is a mirror iff I^te,#o is the no-

Indeed the former abortion is not 
tine wiihout considerable modification. 
If picfrcnicd iu its naked deformity, 
vice will indeed give {h^istf but it 
may lie so sm rounded wflBKplemlid and # 
engaging ifuaiities, that the disgust is 
hint m admiration, fitter all, the effect 
of novtl •leading must depend, as in 
every other kind ot reading, cm the 
choice wlucji is made, if the looser 
compositions of I his sort are excluded, 
and the sentimental ones ^hiefiy pe- 
rused, pet haps the danger lies more in 
fixing the staudard of virtue and deli- 
cacy too Jngb for real use, than in de- 
basing st. 'I iu* most generous mail 
living, the most affectionate friend, the 
most dutiful child, would find his cha- 
racter fall far short of the perfection 
exhibited in a highly-wrought novel. In 
bhort, the reader of a novel forms his 
expectations from what he supposes 
purges in the mind of th$ author, "and 
guesses right fy at his intentions, but 
would often guess wrong if he were con- 
sidering Ihe real course of nature. If 
was very probable at some periods of 
his history, that Oil Bias, if a real cha- 
racter, would come to be hangul; but 
the practiced novel reader kii»w» well 
that no such event can await the hero 
ot the talc. Let us suppose a person 
specufolmg on the c hfrggct cr of Tom 
Jones ns ihe prod net uflKfan author, 
'whose business it is pfflffitgly to inte- 
rest his readers, l/e hat Do doubt but 
x ii 
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that, in spite of his irregularities and 
disltess's, his history will come to an 
agreeable termination. He has no 
doubt but that his parents will he dis- 
covered in due time; lie has no doubt 
but that his love for Sophia will be re- 
warded sooner or later with her hand ; 
he has no doubt of Lite constancy of 
that young lady, or of their entire 
happiness after marriage. And why 
does he foresee all this? Not from the 
real tendency of things, hut from what 
he has discovered of the author’s inten- 
tions. tuit what would have been the 
probability in real life? why, that the 
parents would either noser have bum 
found, or have proved to be persons of 
no consequence — that Jena wo'*ld puss 
from one vicious indulgence to another, 
till Ins natural good disposition was 
quite smothered undei his irregularities 
—that Sophia would either have mar- 
tied her lover clandestine!), ami have 
been poor and unhappy, or she would 
have conquered her pa scon and m.ir.icd 
some country gentleman, vmIIi whom 
she would have lived in model ale hap- 
piness, accordmgtothe usual touhneof 
married life. But the author would 
have done mmy ill so to base con- 
structed liiflTOuy. |t Booth bad been a 
real character, it is probable Ins hne!:a 
and her family would not only have 
been brought to poveity, Imf left in it ; 
but to the reader it is much more pro-

It is probable in Zeluco, that the de- 
testable husband will some way or other 
be got rid of; but woe to the veiling 
lad) who, when married, should be led, 
by contemplating the possibility of such 
an event, to cherish a pasrioii winch 
ought to he entirely relinquished ! 

Though a great deal ol trash is every 
season poured out upon the public from 
lhe v English presses, yet in geneial our 
novels aie not vicious; the food has 
neither flavour nor nourishment, hut 
at least it is not poisoned Our na- 
tional taste and habits are still towards 
domestic life and matrimonial- {sappiness ; 
and the chief harm done by a circulat- 
ing library is .occasioned by the frivo- 
lity Of its furniture, amt the loss of 
turn 1 incurred. Now and then a giil, per- 
haps, may be led by them to elojte with 
a coxcomb; j|Mf she is handsome, to 
expect the Mtc of a Sir hmri/ or 
Lotd % ii$Htii of the plain trades- 


man suitable to, hfcr situation in life ; 
but she will *u>t* have her wind conta- 
minated with such scenes and ideas as 
Crcbillon, Louvct, and others of that 
class, have published in France. 

And, indeed, notwithstanding the 
many paltry boohs of this kind pub- 
lished in the course of every year, it 
may safely be affirmed that' we have 
moicgood writers in this walk, living 
at the present lime, than at any period 
hince the days of ltichardsou and Field- 
ing. A very great pioporhon of these, 
ladies: and surely it will not he said, 
that either taste or murals have been 
losers by their lakmg the pen in hand. 
The names of D’Aiblay, Edgeworth, 
hichbald, JUdclifte, ajid a number 
more, wifi vindicate this assertion. No 
small proportion of modern novels 
have been devoted to recommend, or 
to mark with reprobation, those sys- 
tems of philosophy or politics which 
have raised so much foment of late 
years. Mr. HolcrofTs Anna St. Iver 
is of this number its beauties, and 
beauties it certainly has, do not make 
amends for its absurdities. What can 
he mm e jibsurd than to represent a 
Young lady gravely considering, in the 
disposal of her hafod, how she shall pro- 
mote the gw itc si (uhsiI)Ic good of the 
fevstem ? 'Mr Holer of l was a man of 
si long powers, and his novels are by no 
means vmIIioiiI hicmI, but Ins satire is

which the author, without the assistance 
ot any of the common events or feel- 
ings on which these stoiies generally 
turn, has kept up the curiosity and in- 
terest of the reader ui the most lnely 
manner; nor Ins M. Leon, the ingeni- 
ous speculation of a philosophical nnutl, 
which itralso much out of the common 
track. It will bear. an advantageous 
comparison with Swift's picture ol the 
Strulbruis in his Voyage to L/rput the 
tendency of which seems to he to re- 
press the wish of never-ending life in 
this world : but m fact it doqs not hear 
at nji upon the question; for no one 
overdid wish for immortal life without 
immortal youth to accompany it, the 
one wish being as easily formed as the 
ctiiicr; hut St, Leon shews, from a va- 
riety of striking circumstances, that 
qjpoth together would pall, and that an 
lmnior.'al human creature woyld grow 
an insulated unhappy being. 

Some pci haps may think, that too 
much importance has been already 
give v ii to a subject so frivolous; hut a 
discriminating taste is no wline more

<f}ie following short memoir* to the 
worth and condition of Sir William 
(Juseley. • 

This gentleman has his descent from 
# family V! t&iant distinction in Sfcrop^ 
•shire and Northamptonshire. Re was 
bora in the year 1771 - His earlier 
education was tinder several domchtic 
tutors * the last of these* a genflpman 
■of the University of Glasgow* possessing 
uncommon skill in the literature of 
Greece and Rome, and qualified to 
kindle in his pupil's, mind a passion for 
•the learning fit which he himself excel* 
led* was the director of bis studies for \ 
several years, j , 

In the year 1787, Mr. Qnuftey made 
an excursion, in finishing his educa- 
tion, to visit Paris, and perfect himself 
in the knowledge and familiar Use of 
the French language. After a residence 
of some months in that capita!* he re* 
turned, through \ormamfy,to England. 

In the year following, he entered the 
army, by purchasing a cornetey in the 
6th regiment of dragoons. He joined 
Jtis regiment white yt was quartered in 
Ireland » and, soon after, purchased* a 
lieutenancy in the same cirot* 

The military pcofession, to a man of 
a truly ingenious mnuL improved by 
early, culture, affords advantages the 
finest eligible for that study, o&erva*

cial intercourse, which are to endow 
the intellect with its truest wealth, am 
to ‘bestow the last maturity upon judg- 
ment,', and tbb highest polish of setyiJ* 
roetit. *» 

Mr. Onselcy having entered the a rtttj 
with a fit turn of mind and character# 
naturally sought in hteratuie a resource 
for amusement in the leisure of coun- 
try-quarters, The study of antiquities, 
which presents so many images of gran* 
deur and tenderness to interest the iina- 
gmation and the heart, was that for 
whusli he first conceived a passionate 
curiosity * titled him insensibly into the 
kindred stqdy of the ancient languages 
of the East j the Hebrew, Arabic, and 
Persian. 

What, indeed, can be more natural, 
k thta to proceed, by such agradalioh, front 
inquiries concerning the monuroeh(rof 
the history of the ancient*, and the 46* 
mam s of tbeir art*,io live study of their 
languages? Thepowor loti ace the rela- 
tions of etymology, ip one of the mas* 
teHteys wmch open to the knowledge 
of antiquity. The history of the origin# 
thodescents, the filiations, and fcie cog.- 
notfoUf of WOrdf, 1 Sfi philosophically 
written, might involve the Wlrole Ms* 
tory of human arts and institutions. 
We cannot examine the ancient and 
modern languages of Europe, without 
tracing them all to the three grand 
sources of the Celtic, (be Gothic, and 
the Sclavonic i and among these* again, 
We easily discern so many things to be 
in common, that they must be consi- 
dered as radically one nod the, same t 
while, in the Persian, the Hebrew, and 
$be Arabic, we can discover an agree- 
ment, in primary words, with the Cel- 
tic, Gothic, and. Sclafonic, that may 
seem almost to conduct us up to tho 
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knowledge of onftdriginal, universal tan* 
gunge, on which all others are variously , 
engrafLcd, without the destruction of 
the s!rm. Erudition is* amid such in- 
vestigations, exalted into philosophy : 
and, the study of languages expands 
and elevates the mind byj$Hing it with 
the noblest conceptions, and by teach- 
ing it*Le embrace, as it weie nf once, the 
liistorf of all ages and of all nation*,' 

In the retirement m which Mr. Ouse* 
ley began the study of the Eastern, 
tongues, lie had no helps in this study 
hut those of books, tint the famonln 
donat'd began his acquisition of a skill 
in the Arabic language, by reading, in 
an Arabic version of the psalter, those 
proper nanus which he might suppose 
to be file same in the Arabic as in the 
Hebrew* ami thus labouring to distin- 
guish the forms and sounds of the dif- 
ferent chin act ens m which the unities 
were in (he unknown language express- 
ed. Sir Will atn Jones was much more 
indebted to hi* own* ardent industry and

Persia, a country later"* in the origin 
of its population, it may be, than Hin- 
dustan* AMjpa, and Egypt, was, how- 
ever, tor as much as cac he discovered 
from the monuments of aneient history, 
occupied by human inhabitants sooner 
than almost any other reg'on of the 
surface of the globe. At an curly pe- 
riod ui the history of Persia, ns a scat 
of dominion, 4t appears to have had let- 
ters, and an ©rcb r of priests, the guar- 
dians of the knowledge and liieiature 
of the country.

accounts of unpublished works in the 
oriental languages which were not ut 
Major Ouseley 'f own hands, illustra- 
tion* of* difficulties in tlx* ancient his- 
tory of soma of the nations of the west 
by the light/ of eastern Teaming, with, 
other in ! u Kt equally adapted to' moke 
Version, Arabiau, aiil Sanscrit literature 
popular in Europe, have been received 
with great and deserved favour by the 
ubU in boili Britain and India, and 
ftve procured lo their editor very high 
esimjaiitm among the erudite scholar* 
of the pi osent age.

His writings were read and admired 
by men pf learning in various emm- 
trms, s who«were dot backward injpublic 
testimonies of Jheir just esteem for the 
author. , He was hence, without solici- 
tation; adopted as an associate by the 
members of various academies, and fa* 
vowrod with honorary' graduation in 
different universities. Of these there 
w&s^pone in itself more honourable, 
'none y%t believe biofe acceptable to Mr. 
Ouseley, than a diploma for the degree 
of doctor of laws, presented to him 
firom the University of Dublin. The 
miles under which the honours of gra- 
duation are there usually conferred# 
preserve degrees, with remarkable vi- 
gilance and jealousy, from being pros- 
tituted to the unworthy. Ann, so 
rarely - does the University overstep 
those rules, to bestow its' distinctions 
on extraneous literary merit, that, *a» 
was, on this ocean on, justly observed, ‘ 
Di. Samuel Johnson was the last per- 
son who had received from that body 
the same testimony of esteem with 
which they pow honoured Mr. Ouseley. 

He went, in consequence of this, on 
a visit to Dublin, to offer his thanks 
personally to the members of the Uni- 
versity. During lus stay theft* ha 
waited on ttie Marquis Cornwallis, 
Jiord Lieutenant of Ireland, in ‘bis 
court at Dublin Castles and had the 
honour to present to his Lordship a 
volume of the Oriental Collections. The 
Mrrquis Cornwallis, from the circum- 
stances of his own services in India, 
knew the importance of encouraging 
i’eal so ardent as that of Mr. Ouseley, 
in the culture of oriental literature, 
lie, therefore, bestowed on him, in the 
honour Of knighthood, a distinction 
that might widl be grateful equally to 
f the scholar and the soldier. 

* 7u the year I860, Sir WiMinm Ouse- 
ley had the* honour to present to bis 
Mnjeat v, at SL James's, a copy of a nevf 
fruit of his learned Inhours, a transla- 
tion of the “ Oriental Geography of 
Euv Hxiiral.” Thrs work appears to 
have been written in the beginning of 
l he tenth century of the Chicvtian *ra. 
Excluding those parts of Africa which 
were inhabited by negroes, strangers to 
the Mahometan faith, and that part of* 
Europe which was possessed by the 
Christians; it sketches the geography 
of the rest of the world, from Gibraltar 
’eastward to India, comprehending alt 
the country* m ’which Mahotuelaamm - 
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profcwi- Tbc author, of 
qrn<Me personal History there rs now 
little, knowu, appears to have been, like 
Herodotus, a great traveller. He has 
visited many of the countries which lie 
describes. Their political divisions iu 
the tenth century, there natural boun- 
daries, the states of IceeUom and domi- 
nion iu which their mb sibilant s. were re- 
spectively placed , many of the tradi- 
tionary fables in the antiquities of their 
history, and many particulars respect- 
ing |he sjale ot then: arU, maimers, and 
customs, ore ui this work iulcrestinply 
displayed. Its translation into English 
», to Us, like the effusion of a sudden J 
light across a part of a cavern that had 
been entirely hid in darkness, or like to 
the recovering of the ruin* ot another 
Pompeii or Herculaneum from under 
the lava by which it was overwhelmed* 
It is true, that Elm Haukal i* often in- 
correct iu bis estimation of distances, 
and that the historical facts which he 
mentions do not always appear with the 
evidence of sufficient credibility. Hut, 
even in these imperfections, his work 
has a value, as afford mg an instance of 
what was the precise stale of knowledge 
and liberal inquiry among the learned 
Mahometans of the age in which he 
Jived. 

Sir William Ouselcy’s w i \t publica- 
tion ffirn. +ed a specimen of th? man- 
ner in which the moralists of the cast 
often coutrive to use those fictions in 
which the vulgar and ignorant delight, 
as vehicles of ethical and political in- 
struction. It was a translation of * 
Persian work, named ftakhtyar Xameh, 
or, u Talcs of Bakhtyar and the Ten 
Viziers.” We have perused it with 
great pleasure; and are satisfied that it 
must long be a favourite with English 
readers.' It is contained in a single 
octavo volume. 

Beside those three specife* of hand- 
writing which have been .mentioned as 
being m use in Persian !itcialur£, there 
is another more ancient/ which, *iuce 
the Mahometan conquest of Persia, has 
gone into disuse, and is now no longer 
certainly understood. It is denorn'- 
nated the pehfavi , and appears still m 
•ome ancient inscription*. In ISO l, 
Sir' William Oust lev, in a paper of 
learned ami ingenious k% ObservaUoi » 
on some Gem* and Medals bt-anng in- 
scriptions m the Pnitlavi or ancient per- 
sick character*,*’ produced a specimen 
of his dffigeuce to introduce new light

the energies of his genius. 

By the University of Rostock, Sic 
William Ouseley has been created a 
doctor in philosophy. . lie ha* been 
elected a fellow ot the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, a member of the Asiatick 
Society at Calculi a, a member ft tot of 
the Royal Academy of Sciences at Got- 
tingen, and of several literary societies. 
The author* of the Journals of Criti- 
cism, which arc published In London, 
and in Vnnre, and Germany, have re- 
viewed lu* learned woik* with the tes- 
timony ot the most liberal upphuse. 
Dr. Vincent, the learned Dean ot West- 
minster, Mr. Eyles Irwiu, the author 
of the Pursuit* of Literature , and other 
eminent men of letters, have in their 
writing* equal!) exploded warm appro- 
bation of the zeal and the success of nis 
oriental sthdie*.

They 
aie ib'enicd loose and nnph^osophtcal, 
because conflicted by no aiiiticml sys> 
tern , Lsiey are the simple transcripts of 
hi, pute and spontaneous feelings. 

Aliddiegto this higher mode of what 
is called I'hUosoptncai hitiristn , ))r. 
(>itwi>has timidly apologised for the 
deficiency of Aodisok. Let us, before 
we allow of the ostenlatiou* preten- 
sions of tno new rac<* of critics, at least 
asccrta.u ( heir real claims to our alten- 
tion. Theiiujuiry is ( urious, perhaps im- 
portant, wheliier rrtlietsm ought <*ver to 
iiavcheen reduced toa* tirntet or rather, 
wheihcr it can be* aud finally, whether 
a fi 
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the congenial criticism of sentiment and 
a r not more practically useful in 
the studies of genius, than those of the 
most acute tcusonings or most elabo 
rate theories • f the mechanical crilus? 

Let instate the history of Criticism. 
Lo\gi\os, “ an ardent judge,” with 
the unerring consciousness of native 
Jerttns;, pronounced, without the me- 
dium of an atgumc illative process, on 
vhaL excited his delightful or his pain- 
ful c in itiou ft, while Vuisron f, who*e 
scientific gemus had nothing to trust to, 
but the au'iirac) ol his demonstrations, 
iimfully collected Ins picccpts, as he 
oundtncin practised l»> llic poets. Lvory 
thing with him rests on author it i/. 
Kamifs cxildims, 44 Why did Miey not 
go dccpei , and discover how tar those 
rules agreed with human nature t” This 
was the gum of Chtbsophu ifCnl*cism, 
Philosophical rnLicisiii professes to be 
a science which investigates the causes 
*>r those emotions we derive from the 
productions of the imigination, by 
tianng its rules of Criticism, not sci- 
vilely from authority, hut from their 
primary principles in the constitution of 
the human mind, its faculties, its feel- 
ings, and its operations. Theoretical 
principles are illustrated by numerous 
example's from the best authors ; the 
prutnples and the examples mutually 
elueul ite one another ; or, by another 
process, according to Minus, we may 
44 ascend gradually to pi inciples , from 
fads and experiments, instead of be- 
gi mingwilh t he/tf i mer hand led abstrac- 
tedly, and deset ruling to the tatter*' 

Of i htorelical Criticism^ extravagant 
hopes w^re cherished ; it was imagined 
that by theories the science of Criticism 
would reach its perfection. The scien- 
tific genius pf the age was introduced 
into the province of the imagination, 
without acfc rtaimng whether science 
lias any concirc l ion v \ tie impressions 
we rdlvne* fioni inMectuul produc- 
tions? Thc'sr worked their 44 Elements'* 
and their “ Philosophic” in imitation 
ot the dt monstratious of Euclid, and 
the an.ijvses of the chemist— the oiders 
and ctassc s of Lmineas. linen observes, 
that the iinconuecU d criticisms of Ao- 
oisoa might serve, as 44 collections of 
nntnial hittoi ^o »na vt/vf m* nature, 
Gt mi aro describes them as 44 a series 
of newspapers, compared With a sjs* 
tem or politics c” while another would 
arrange the concept ions of genius, as so 
many cases in medicine, which serve as 
materials for that science I 


Some grave and ludicrous blunders 
were the result of this systematic criti- 
cism. Sometimes it happened, that the 
critic, excelling in acuteness of pene- 
tration, strong logic, and scientific ar- 
rangement, hut wanting all alonj: native 
ft*ltnjr 9 in accounting, b> a system of 
principle's invented a priori , for the 
pleasmes we derive from the fine arts* 
it afterwards proved that these princi- 
ples had had no influence in their pro- 
ductions 5 or sometimes they referred 
the emotions of beauty or grandeur 
prunfifilcs with which they were uncon- 
nected ! B> such speculative refine- 
ments, and often by a metaphysical 
j irgon, that revived all the babble of 
the schoolmen, and the paradoxes of the 
sophists, they converted the art of cri- 
ticism into a myster), winch consisted 
of leaching others to blame or to ad- 
mire wh it they themselves dul not Un- 
derstand. They reuso cd earnestly, hut 
they only affected to fnL K a hies, there- 
fore, abounds vnlh the most erroneous de- 
cisions respecting the fine arts. On the- 
oretical print i pies he pronouuces 44 the 
humming birds to he one of (he most per- 
ft ct tragedies /” and demonstrates what 
every votary of the Muses knows to be 
false'! 

Thus, it “was that for a long while 
sentiment and taste were draped Before 
the tribunal of the most unfeeling and 
incompetent judges ; those who at- 
tempted to reduce the principle's of taste 
to the mere arbitrary decisions of dog- 
matic pedantry. 

Other philosophical critics only pre- 
sumed that their reasoning powers were 
to form the boundary ot the imagina- 
tion $ and consequently, the criterion of 
genius was to be that quality, in which 
they themselves excelled But we have 
discovers! the fallaciousness of substi- 
tuting reasoning for Jet lin$ 5 the legu- 
lar deductions of tbe understanding, for 
the rapid impresaons of active sensibi- 
lity 1 and the' most logical heads have 
been defected not to have been the 
most finely organised. To the philo- 
sophical Locke, Black more was an epic 
port, lleason rs arc indeed the best 
critics, provided they have first felt. 
Johnson is an unrivalled arbiter be- 
tween the contending geniuses of Dry- 
dcu and Pope, of w hose works be had 
such a pertect rompi chciiMon 5 hut his 
injurious cffticism to another school 
remains a mournful but instructive re-, 
cord of the incapacity of the most vi- 
gorous HfcclJcct to decide on the finer 





imagination. Critic# there will always 
be* whose minds are so constructed as 
to believe the reasoncr Jphnson of much 
greater authority) than the poets them- 
selves ! 

Thus the classifying principles of the 
the or mi are fallacious ; ami in the ar- 
guments ofthe reasoner we cannot con- 
fide. What then is the ultimate test of 
the production* ot the imagination ? 
f deling l The sole source of criticism 
with Horace consists m the rapid im- 
sions which agitated him, and is 
(ting mom than an appeal to his own 

flings. The passage i« well known : 

HI' per exleutnm. &r. 

Thi sjcefing, though duly cultivated 
in the studies of the oiigtniil works of 
genius, will still remain an occult cause, 
and be considered as a blind uncertain 
guide to critics who turn over their 
<4 Clements'* and their “ Philosophies” 
We can only appeal to cveiy artist of 
genius lor its reality, it isevpefience4 
in the excitement of their ideas, in the 
enthusiasm which absorbs all their fa- 
culties, and, wh.it has been confirmed 
by tile testimony of genius itself, even 
in the healing of tinny pulsus, and the 
vibrations ot I he brail* ! 

This Kiibjeit will, however, forty a 
controversy winch will never Jerminalc, 
becat*£p we have to convince some very 
sensible tndlf, that they are dditient in 
n sense ! They want ear , and we are 
appealing to the musical ! 

It is well, notwithstanding, to put 
young students on their guard ; they 
often fly to the mechanical crit cs, to 
learn those secret* in their art, which 
are not to be disiovered among them. 
Their metaphysical labours are mere 
curious amusements, and will not 
avail in the production of genius. To 
account for the causes of out emotions, 
seem* to require a vcr\ opposite talent 
to that whit h products them. 01 little 
practical use then is the science of phi- 
losophical Criticism; for when the ailist 
would operate, he must dismiss the 
principles from his mind, for abstract 
principles are absent from the mind in 
the act of invention. He n.i^st study 
Nature and himself. Such criticism*, as 
those of Kaime *, Hurd, and others, 
hf^etcr ingenious, from their own 
unproductive nature, can never gene- 
rate genius — the warm congenial criti- 
cism of Longinus and Addison diffuse 
over their feeling page its enthusiasm, 
its natural pabulum* its perpetual nou- 
rishment ? CLIO.

rr is a pleasing and, at the same time, 
JL a useful Btudy to trace I lie vestiges 
of antiquity which still remain cithei in 
reality or in reroute ; as it makes us ac- 
quainted with the local manners, tus- 
tums, arts, and sciences, of our ances- 
tors, induces comparison, and shews us 
bow much we have, in th'* lapse of 
cent nries, gained or lost ; how v\e have 
uupioved or recoded ; and, in what re- 
spects the system ot our lives, our do- 
mestic hi} bits, and domestic conveni- 
ences, are superior or inferior to those 
of uui piecursors. These MibjCcts open 
a wide (kid for speculation ; a field 
which we have often beaten, we hope, 
with some degree of success • and tins 
success has encouraged us in the pursuit 
of our researches, and led us to a more 
minute investigation of things than has 
been in general attempted. Ofthefruifs 
of this investigation many instances al- 
ready Imve, and it is probable that many 
more wilt speedily appear: at present, 
our attention is turned lo the Vimv 
which embellishes this Number of our 
Uagaffiuc, and which, the reader will 
observe, exhibits Ihe format' an ancient 
mansion, that was termed Bavbir's 


Barn, or, rather, Barbour Barms ft 
was situated' on the east side of Jfore* 
street , very uear the Grove, HsftKMicyi 
and is slated* to have “ been built 
about the year 1501, upon a spot of 
ground called Harbour I'crni: b) which

Reflections on the Arts practised for 
Helping the Memory. 
rriJIE knowledge of the aneans that 
JL may serve for perfecting the Me- 
mory is Called the mnemonic art. Four 
of these means are usually admitted $ for 
we niay either have recourse to such 
physical remedies as have been thought 
propqYfcr fortifying the mass of the 
brain j or to certain figures and schema- 
tisms, which cause a thing tolic better 
graved in the memory s or to tcchnienl 
termsrwhich easily yecal what has been 
learned; or’, lastly, to a ceKaln logical 
arrangement of ideas* m placing each 
so as that they may follow in a na- 
tural order. As to 'what regards 
physical remedies, it is not to be doubt- 
ed but a regimen of life well observed 
may greatly contribute to the preserva- 
tion of memory i as, on the contrary, 
excess in eating, dunking, and pleasures, 
must weaken it. But the same cannot 
be said of other remedies recommended 
by cerl rid authors; such as powdtis, the 
use of tobacco, cataplasms applied to 
tfie temples, potions, purgations, oils, 
baths, and strong odours: all these re- 
medies are very justly suspected ; it be* 


ing found by experience, that their use 
was often more pernicious than salutary*! 
as it happened to Daniel Heinsius, and 
others, who, far from receiving any ad- 
vantage from those remedies, found at 
last their memory so impaired, that they 
could not remember their own names, 
nor those of their domestics. Others 
have had recourse to schematisms. It 
is well known that we retain „a thing 
more easily, when, by the means of the 
external senses, it makes a more lively 
impression on our mind < for this rea- 
son some have endeavoured to help tho 
memory in its functions, by represent- 
ing ideas, under certain figures, which, 
in some measure, miy he expressive of 
them. Thus it is that children arc 
taught not only to know the letters of 
the alphabet, hut also to make familiar 
to them the principal events of sacred 
and profane history. * Some authors, 
also* by a singular predilection for fi- 
gures, have applied these schematisms 
to philosophical sciences. Winckel- 
mami, a German, has published alt 
Aristotle’s logic in figures. The title of 
this hook is “ Logit a me more lira, cu- 
jo heneficio compendium logiew peri - 
pat rlit a’ itrevissimi ton port ssimi tern- 
pnrts spnlio mentorin' munduri potest 
Mcmnrative logic; by the help of which, 
a compendium of the peripatetic logic 
may m a very short timene committed 
to memory. , lie also defines logic in 
this manner: — Aristotle is represented 
silting in a profound meditation, which 
, is to signify that logic is a talent of the 
mind ami not of the body $ he holds a 
key in his right hand, to denote that 
logic is Hot a science hut a key to the 
sciences. In the left hand he holds a 
hammer, to shew' that logic is an instru- 
mental habitude ; and. lastly, beiorc biru 
is a vice, whereon is a piece of fine and 
a piece of base gold, importing that the 
end of logic is to distinguish truth from 
falsehood. 

It being certain, that our imagination 
is of great assistant e to memory, we 
cannot absolutely reject the metbod of 
schematisms, provided the images have 
iiolhmgextrasagant nor puerileiti them, 
nor are applied to things that arc not in 
the least susceptible thereof. But herein 
several base tailed in many respects ;

figures, all norts ot moral, and meta-

r W 111 E dignity of man is composed of 
Jl that part of his natural mind which 
approaches nearest to purity, and of that 
part of his manners which is so chaste 
and proper that it disgraces not, nor 
deforms the express image of his Maker* 
which he is declared to nc. All the dig- 
nity of man is, therefore, derived from 
virtue, that is from God, and from man- 
ners proceeding from purity and excel- 
lence. As man is an imperfect Being, 
this dignity cannot be complete; hut it 
may m so much so as to give delight, 
great security, power, honour, aud true 
happiness to the possessor, and to co- 
bble him to bestow love, relief, comfort, 
and joy on his fellow-creatures. This 
dignity belongs to uo particular rank, 
nor depends on any particular circum- 
stances; it may appear in the honest 
front of the peasant, as well as oc. the 
brow of the prince ; it will rule ill ad- 
versity as well m in prosperity j and is 
the kingdom of that miohty honabcb 
known by the name of man. 

What peace l What comfort? ‘What 

I irofoctionl VVliat advice 1 Wbatconso- 
ation can the dignity of man bestow. 
On every occasion, the eyes of him who 
is Messed with this benignity express 
an anxious concern for your safety and 
happiness, and sparkle with an honest 
and triumphant joy at the bare mention 
of your success. The imagination of 
such a man is continually at work for 
the good of his fellow-creatures, and his 
unden.! ‘"Ming deciding for their benefit 
and advantage: Mr hand too, whenever 
he can afford to spare, follows the noble 
impulse nf his heart ; and the narrow 
precepts and officious advice of the nig- 
srd as ait nothing to preventthe bounty 
e designs, which be has himself mea- 
sured according to unerring rules from v 
the sacred word of infinite wisdom, of a 
generosity warranted by discretion, aod 
of a due regard to his circumstance*, 
being first just, then generous, and m 
abundance mutttficeat end magnani- 
jpoetit* What ip it the dignity of man

dignity should .resemble (hat of the Sa- 
viour of the world, since he derives 
and acknowledges his power from the 
same source— from abovc. 

The dignity of man yields to nc* 
owers nor principalities of darkness f 
ath no trust in the princes of the 
earth i ascribes nothing to chance f 
fears nothing from man ; nor think* 
that any thing can prevent or further 
its designs but OsiitieacsENca and Om- 
SirOTENCR. 

When the man blessed with this dig- 
nity of character enters the house of 
sorrow, a light -springs up in the dark- 
ness ; the gloom disperses; the faces of 
the dejected brighten f fear flics his pre- 
sence; and hope may be collected from 
eyes which display love, and promise re- 
lief: the celestial emanation shines front 
his countenance; glory seems to encircle 
bis head; the Creator is acknowledged 
in the creature , and God is seen in man. 

The admirable Crichton % possessing 
as he did all the perfection of natural 
form, beauty, and strength, and enriched 
as his mini was with science and en- 
dowment, still was deficient of the true 
orpviTT or man ; his character wanted 
the gentleness and benevolence of Chris- 
tianity to adorn it, and Ihe irtsrf'-w of 
the just for its embellishment. His chal- 
lenges of disputation at the gate of the 
college of Navarre and at Home, shew- 
ed only the pride of learntug, uot the 
mild dignity of religion ; while his con- 
scut to become the tutor of Do* Viccn- 
tio de Gonzago, a prince of loose man- 
ners and turbulent disposition, and hi* 
perambulation of the streets of bftantua 
at thctinuiof the Carnival with a guitar 
io his hand, agreed but ill with the cha- 
racter of an instructor; being attacked, 
and his defeating the masked bravoe*, 
and discovering one of them to be hi* 
pupil, and then offering the point of his 
sword to the princely assassin, who was 
base enough to plunge it in his bosom, 
all displayed the effects of that disorder 
and licentiousness which throws every 
thing decent and proper* off its poise, 
and distracts the fair and noble career of 
the true dignity of man, -The repre- 
sentation of Crichton on horseback, 
with a lance in one band and a book in 
tbe other, only wanted, that that book 
should have beea the Bible, and then 
Crichton might have lived safe, and 
died happy ; since tree wisdom consist* 
in the knowledge of the host means 
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of safely, and of the best materials 
for happiness* 

What is the dignity of man in the 
prince ) Let us see hour it gives efful- 
gence to the diadem. The prince, armed 
with the power to save ana to destroy, 
tempers with mercy the severity of pe- 
nal Jaws, and is satisfied with kitftng 
the wire*, not the man ; he views the 
criminal fallen among his brother men, 
and himself the object of ml miration 
, and esteem ; but the dignity of man, 
and of the prince, has taint lustre in- 
deed before the splendour of the Al- 
mighty presence The prince even re- 
members then his secret tins, and i*\- 
daims, 44 Forgive us our trespasses, as 
ire forgito them that trespass against 
fur." The dignity of the prince is lost 
that shines only in solitary grandeur; 
it is by extending to numerous lesser 
object* that the brightness of its virtues 
is reflected, and that it is seen the sun 
and GtoRvof his country. 

Let not despotism, Jet not aristo- 
cracy, let not tlie proud and misplaced 
assumptions of democracy lay claim to 
qigvity; in those circumstances only, 
it belongs not to one, or m%uy ; many 
may bemoan, and one a sing/e and ere- 
ctable tyrant, whose arrogance map ap- 
pear like dignity, hut who knows him - 
seif^X n f pr : yite y and is known in the 
secret thoughts of the silent as a cheat 
and impostor , imposing on himself and 
on all the world. 

What is the dignity of man in the 
private station ? See how it gives grace 
and grandeur Id the poor laboured, 
unbracing his healthy offspring, or 
leaping forward with the strength and 
activity of an Hercules, to dart on op- 
pression overpowering innocence, or to 
«ave the exhausted and drowning man 
from thelorrent, or showing the trshcl- 
~Tcr bis w ay , or giving refreshment to the 
weary or to the famished ; or last, not 
least, dignity working hard forhisifoj/p 
brtpd % and contented with the wish of 
Ha gar, with too much dignity to go in 
debt, too much pride to rob, deriving 
from bis manual labour the blessings of 
rest and peace, tbat belong uot to pomp 
and grauueur. 

And is the dignity of man 4enied the 
merchant and the honest tradesman ? 
*sot sec the first fairly and honourably 
supplying the foreign markets by the 
torijT of commerce, at the usual tad 
fixed exchange, getting.weshhy with- 
out the tricks anil frauds which may be 
dbuouioated the safe crimes bad mb a 


pursue, because no penalty is hftachcd 
to them by law, or because they can 
evade the Jaw. The British merchant 
was the pride of the universe. May the 
fictions of credit cease to .debase the 
character, and the pure dignity of the 
English merchant be again restored. 

The honest tradesman, or the huifc- 
blest mechanic, may have much of d»£n 
mty : seeking an honest livelihood, con* 
tented in his station, loyal to hi* king* 
many a one ranks as high Us the Homuw 
Citizen, and deserves for. his industry 
and patriotism even the civic crown* , 
The $ood man of every station, high 
or lowly, holds a rank in the creation 
which all allow amt suffer. Those who 
imagine themselves superior, from the 
pride of circumstance or of talent, yield 
to the true dignities and mild influ- 
ences of the good man : even the King 
and the prince bow before the superior 
Being, who may be called the Man on

* If m*u properly estimated the value 
of this dignity, and how easily it may 
be impaired, they would preserve it 
with more than common care ; they 
wotfld wear it constantly in their bo- 
soms, and never suffer it an distant 
out of their keeping. While indepen- 
dence lasts, the dignity of mau is secure : 
let that once he sacrificed, and there I* 
an etui of it; whether the sacrifice of 
it be made, to political party, to the 
Great, to a slavish regard to the 
fashions and follies of the fashionable, 
or to that torment of Sisyphus rolliug 
the stone Up the mountain, pecuniary 
involvement, by having incurred the 
plague ot debt, which occupies all the 
tunc, ntrd ot length destroys ail the 
dignities of muni so that bciug in 
debt is more a detriment than a dis- 
grace, and whose puuishmt^Ua severe 
enough from its imprrooitinenl of the 
mind alone.

The sweet independence of such a man 
is at an end i his economy of life is dia*

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■ time the native worth would display 
Itself again, it is immediately destroyed 
bv the gangrene of foul report; for 
even the ahjccts speak against bim, and 
ate attended to ; he only is not%Ueiuted 
to* If he would plead for the falsely 
accused, Im defence is their detriment « 
if he would relieve, hn circumscribed 
means Refuse to assist the impulse of 
generosity ; lie can no longer afford to 

f ive; lie can only say, “ / wish that I 
ad the power: lie can dispense few 
blessings; be dare scarcely plead for the 
Oppressed : if he speaks truth, he is not 
believed; if he would he just, unjust 
motives are ascribed to him; it lie would 
repent Ills limits, the watchful eye that 
could penetrate into his errors is in- 
stantly shut, lest it should be com- 
pelled to sec worth, where it had, m 
the pride of its discernment, disco- 
vered only indiscretion and crime. The 
energies of his mind ur^ all unbraced i 
he bears all oppression, lets every thing 
*go as it wills a wretched pittance of 
pride only remains, that senes but to 
show the ruins of a noble structure. 
Jt is in vain that stub a mail regieta the 
loss of his kingdom, the juuudise of the 
mind. 

Yet let not even such a man despair : 
he may restore his dignity to himself; 
and, though not acknowledged by the 
world, when once he can divest himself 
of the enchantments with which it lias 
deceived hint, he will not ‘be sorry that 
vt denies hi in- 1 eir, sine© that tm de- 
nial mny secure his happiness hereafter. 
He finds that he has been guilty ol a 
gross idolntiy ; that he has worshipped 
titles and riches merely ; and the fallen 
dignity of man in this woild rises to a 
dignity far superior, fitting him by a 
purer hemt and nund tor another uiul u 
better world; nor cycn will he be ut- 
terly ‘"rlY»i umvd and rejected in this, 
itince alt good men will accept and ac- 
knowledge him who is accepted r nnd 
aeknbwlc^ged by his Mcdmtoi. It is 
his vanity only tnat will suffer ; his rea- 
son and hisrel gimi will not lament I he 
Joss of sen<elc»!k and useless idoU. He 
?nay, as u further consolation, recollect 
the remarkable words of Sir Thomas 
More, who, on being pressed bv his 
wife to give up his principles to obtain 
a pardon, inquired of her how long she 
thought would be the probable dural urn 
of his hfe, and who answered, “ Per- 
haps twenty years.!’— M And am I,*’ re- 
plied be, *“ to set so small a space as 
twenty, years ugauut eternity 7” L$l 


man but rerrftjmbfcr that every boar, 
takessomething From even the insecure 
securily of health ; and let those Vho 
stand fairer in the world, to subdue 
Iheir arroganciea, ~rec«>ll< ct tbeir own 
infirmities, and tlmt in a few months 
and yeirs another judgment than that 
of the world will decide mi themselves ; 
the iccoHeetion of then* secret faults 
would theu abate their complacency to 
themselves, they would shudder at what 
the world had never known « and mild- 
ness and charity to others would supply 
the place of handiness and severity. 

But ti> return to the unimpaired dig* 
nityofman: What an opportunity ■ is 
alibi ded to him who is proud enough to 
judge for himself, who has been so cur* 
mt in his own conduct that scandal 
only imputes to him any thing 
wrong, who is admit cd, held hi esteem, 
and listened to with attention and re- 
sped. with good sense and discernment; 
and pfthshed niHuners ; what an oppor- 
tunity has such a man to save and to 
redeem, to check the progress of cala- 
mity, to bring good out vj evil , to 
draw the sling -of self reproach from 
the wounded bosom, and to heal the 
$ir/c at heart* Such a man can almost 
mlp the common omn rentes of hfe, 
cun abate their malignity, ran almost, 
like the Almighty Providence , paipdehia 
without money, and perform miracles 
even day. Yet do men, too often for- 
getting real dignities, suffer day after 
day to pan* in an useless, vain, and 
empty attendance oil trifles fashions, 
end opinions, that grow of Jess conse- 
quence every day we live, aud must 
uul w ith liU . 

Jt becomes every man to consider, for 
liixiwn sake aud tnes ike of others, whe- 
ther hr has mil sutiered frivolities to oc- 
cupy Ihe greater portion of his time; and 
whether those things which should have* 
Hh 1 highest plan* in his consideration 
have not been loo much neglected. 
Tct such learn that no amusement can 
be safe, or even enjoy that is not 
pure from the impression of having 
neglected higher duties for its attain- 
vufiit'i nor is there any notion more 
fake, or more unjust, than that *>euons 
subjects prevent the enjoyment «>fdi- 
veisioii; for diversion is then most va- 
luable, and has its greatest perfection. 
I he, truth is, the good man would 
prefer that nil the sentiments of hm 
iuu;d on the side of virtue should he 
constantly kept in pltij 3 he would de- 
sire that his chanty. Jus lo\e, bis gcu£- 
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Toatty,shouldbc called $x\ continually $ 
and that his amusements even should 
have such purity as well as pleasure, as 
to make their continuance desirable, 
destitute of that hitler and poison which 
is mixed up with the false pleasures of 
the world. 

That the dignities of man belong not 
exclusively to the dignities of rank or 
fortune is certain* from mnny instances 
of the perfection of the human mind imd 
character in humble individuals who 
ha\e deserved the monument of the 
hero and the praise of futurity even to 
the end of time. Among such instances 
may he ranked the following, which is 
recorded by A/. in his Annals, 

Civil, Political, and Literary : 

44 In those remote ages which have 
been rather improperly denominated 
fabulous, there were men so animated 
with love for their fellow-creatures as to 
devote themselves to their service ; and 
both Hercules and Theseus were the 
champions ot mild and peaceable indi- 
viduals, whom Nature had not: hlcsstd 
with either their natural Strength or 
prowess. 

44 In after times, iu well»regulated 
republics, that is to say, in those where 
the people were held in some estima- 
tion, one of the principal cares of the 
goveiwment jvas always thus to^ place 
the citizens under the protec t ion of 
each other. In Egypt, whoever saw 
one of his count rymeu in dutiger, with- 
out giving him his assistance, washable 
to be putmhed with death. At Koine, 
the legidaluie adopted, probably,* still* 
more efficacious method, to support and 
encourage in every heart this fraternal 
enthusiasm, winch was, to give an ho- 
nourable reward to those who succoured 
a fellow-citizen. The civic crown was 
one of the most flattering monuments 
with which a Woman could decorate his 
house. 

44 In those days, the word Palria 
(one's native country ) had some sig- 
nification ; it was a tender parent, lov- 
ing with cfjuul affection all her children, 
and who, served with ardent attach- 
ment by them, believed she could 'never 
enough shew and mark her grat it nde to 
the hand I hat spared her tears, and saved 
any of those who were so dear to her. 

44 hi modern times, these institutions 
are quito out of date, or no longer 
thought of. All the members oi the 
targe, and once umlcd family, are be- 
come strangers to eaih other; they are 
her u me the servile instrument* of courts 


which have enslaved them, or of go* 
\crnors who have usurped the rights of 
nations. The reciprocal mlercst , and 
attachment is no longer » punciple 
among men. Every one strives as much 
as possible to contract all his mtreils 
within himself. If, therefore, there is 
the smallest rink, he can see with in- 
difference a neighbour perish whom he 
might have saved ; and consoles Irmsclf 
for the accident, by reflecting, that he 
may he noticed in the newspaper as .1 
witness, aud that he would derive no 
greater honour, or would it he of the 
least use lo himself, to be mentioned as 
bis neighbour's deliverer. 

44 Nevertheless, it must he admitted 
that thisuputhy is not universal. 1 hd 
city of Dieppe, in the year 1777, was 
witness to an example of courage aud 
heroism of this kind, which was so 
much the more to be applauded aud 
admired, as it preceded even flic hop* 
of any recompense. » 

44 During a stormy night in the month 
of August, at ten o’clock, n contused 
sound of cries of distress was hem d from 
somewhere near the Jetty. The sea rose 
dreadfully, and raged with great vio- 
lence, heat tug to pieces n vessel which 
had Miamhd: the cicw, by their cries 
and lameutdtions, seemed rather to be 
taking their leave of Mr, than to h* 
calling *1 or help; for that it appeared 
absolutely impossible (o afford them. 

44 A river pilot belonging to the port, 
whose name wav Horsunn, nt this 
instant threw funwlf into the waves, 
nloue, with a rope winch he had made 
last on shore. Koussard reached the 
ship. No just idea can he formed of 
toe liomble rage of the ocean, par- 
ticularly about the object which seemed 
to rev'Ni their violence; the spectators 
alone could judge of the ijpmiifc»rt*dan- 
gerto which this humaneTicio exposed 
himself. Beaten every instant against 
the sides of the bull, and inp^dufldy 
driven back with the same impetuosity, 
it seemed as if the indignant waves 
had set theffiselve* against hi* design, 
and threatened to overwhelm him far 
his presumption. 

“ Surrounded by broken pieces of the 
wreck* which also added to hi* p m |, 
covered with wounds and bruises. Boon- 
sard nevertheless, l»v perseverance*, 
reached the vessel, and made fast tit# 
hawser ; he chccied and encouraged 
the crew, shewing them, by means of ' 
the rope* a way made far I firm fhrouglt 
the midst of a tremendous dark ac is and 



is* 
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imposing wares, how to roach the shore. 
He even supported them when their own 
strength failed ; he swam around them 
like their guardian angel; and. wrestling 
with the furious and roaring waves, 
which contended for their victims, he 
succeeded in thus bringing fifteen safe 
to land. 

44 But this is not all i exhausted and 
overcome by his exertions, and his joy 
at 8 conquest over the opposing ele- 
ments, he feM fainting to the earth t 
ln»t while every one was using the means, 
and assisting to recover the brave deli- 
verer, the cry of distress again struck 
la earsi one unhappy being had escaped 
li»» notice, in the midst of a njght as 
dark as Erebus. The voice of humanity 
again re-animated his bosom, and re- 
Stored his strength ; he plunged once 
more into the foaming sea, to seek * 
wretched Being nearly sinking beneath 
the surge. Boussard discovered him in 
time to save him, and carried him tri- 
umphantly to his home, followed by the 
ftfleen others whom ho snatched from 
the Jaws of death, and who loudly pro- 
claimed him their deliverer and saviour. 

4 ‘Tliereis, probably, no example, since 
the days of Codrus, Ourtius, &c. of simi- 
lar intrepidity : anil it is also so much 
the more interesting and admirable, 
when it is understood that it *vas not 
m blind instinct of courage in Boumrd, 
or m simple impulse of fraternity, con- 
firmed and strengthened by being in the 
habit of continually braving the dan- 
gers of the sen, and escaping them. ( 
In this truly great and worthy man, 
it was an existing principle, and deter- 
mined irsolution founded on filial piety; 
it was the practice of a daily devotion 
So the mones of his father, whom he 
had seen drowned befoie his eyes, with- 
out’tff'rtig able to save him* ho had, 
Ihmfoie, made a vow to expiate tins 
tort of involuntary crime, by attempting 
f«> savfr; *ot the risk of his own life, 
Everyone who was in danger of ship- 
wreck i Which vow he faithfully ob- 
served ; so that his devotion became 
m double virtue, by keeping alive 'the 
strongest filial piety, aud culling into 
action all his powers in the cause of 
humanity. 

44 11 is rot possible to feel greater ve- 
neration for a man than is excited by 
Ike wonders performed by (be intrepid 
Bouwanf. The public **prc?«cd I heir 
'Satisfaction by every testimony ot ad- 
miration and flppiauttb, and the govern- 
ment by rewards. Tbe minister himself 


wrote to Boussard a letter, dated frortt 
Paris, expressed iu the following terms*; 

“ BRAVE 51 AK, 

44 I was not till yesterday informed, 
i>y M. the Commissioner, of the cou- 
rageous humanity which you shewed 
in your conduct on the 3 1st of August* 
ana of which 1 immediately gave an 
account to the king, who directed me to 
express to you his satisfaction, and to 
communicate to you, from him, the 
grant of 1000 livres (about forty guineas 
English), and a pension of 300 livres. 

1 have written, of course, to the com- 
missioner. Continue to help the dis- 
tressed when in your power; and offer 
up your prayers for your good king* 
who esteems brave men, and loves to 
reward them ” 

44 There were two circumstances in 
this letter which must have been un- 
pleasant to Uotissard; m other respects, 
it was of as much value to him as letters 
of nobility : first, the comparison of tbe 
dale with the date of the event itself. 
If the granted liberality to the generous 
pilot was a debt of tbe state, it was not 
a pleasant recollection to reflect that it 
was withheld four whole months. 

L “ Secondly, it appears, that 8 man 
who had* at the hazard of his own life, 
restored to the king sixU :n useful sub- 
jects, was not one whom it was neces- 
sary to temiud that he should in future 
be grateful and zealous. 

44 Tho minuter of the naval depart- 
ment did not write, but he granted to.

It may also be 
regretted, that the rewards were con- 
fined to pecuniary recommence. Such a 
roan might have as usefully served the 
•tate in the rank of an officer, as in the 
simple situation of pilot ; and he who 
had conquered the waves, alone, within 
sight of the shore, would probably have 
conducted himself with as much glory if 
he had been honoured with the command 
of a ship: at any rate, the experiment 
might have been made. 1 ' 

Sych was the history of the gallant 
Boossard, who, with afl the courage of, 
grandeur and high birth, had all the 
compassion and humility of the lowly, 
pursuing the career of glory without 
the love of fame, and for the love only 
of mankind. 

It remains to consider how the dig- 
nity of man may be best prnseiwed* 
and t believe that it will he the true 
assertion to say, that its greatest pro- 
tection is soberness of the imagination, 
soberness of judgment, and soberness of 
manners i that is, that few i<Be fancies 
may disturb or distract the first? few 
false notions, of what is necessary to 
happiness, mislead the next: and tlibt 
no indecencies may offend fho Iasi. 
There are mail}* way 9 of 44 being drunk 
without wine whenever the head is 
AiU of ridiculous ambition, the little 
plots of pride, or intrigues of vanity, or 
Of schemes how to gratify passions and 
lusts, the mind is intoxicated It is this, 
drunkenness, as much as that of wme, 
which is fatal to the dignity of man. 
Selfishness, anger, peevishness and all 
the train of tricks and Inncies belonging 
to ill lemper, destroy even the appear- 
ance of dignity . 

The dignity of man may be found 
even in the most diminutive or de- 
formed. The eye, the seat of charac- 
ter, frequently, in such people, displays 
the grandeur of the mind and the beauty 
of virtue: it is then that, by a sort of 
enchantment, the beholder loses till v »en*e 
of ugliness, is charmed as by the power 
of magic, and the dignity, of man is ac- 
knowledged. The idea if most certainly 
delightful, that at the day of resurrec- 
tion the same shall become of excellent 
proportion % and that In another world, 
at soon as man’s «iot shall be forgiven 
him, the infirmities of his nature shall 
be removed, and moral and physical 
evil cease; for ever. 0. B.

I ACKNOWLEDGE, that the collec- 
tive testimony of Latin and Greek 
writers satisfies me, that the earliest ta- 
li a bit ants of Britain were of Iberian* 
and not, as has been generally supposed* 
of Celtic extraction 4 and that they re- 
ceived additional colonies, at a very 
early period, which were really Celtic* 
though they have not commonly bee* 
accounted such. The view, however. . 
in which alone I have already been able 
to present the inquiry, is raerdy of * 
general, remote, and' obscure descrip- 
tion t and it could not be of effectual 
service to the elucidation of our remain- 
ing national distinctions of language and 
manners, if there were no medium tw • 
connect these distant objects of discus- 
sion, by filling up the wide interval of 
time that separates them. Happily* 
such lytiks of the argument are sot ded 
ficient, though but recently discovered* 
and (ns yet) far from being general Ip 
known. The 44 Archasologmot Wales,** 
published under the direction of Mr* 
Win. Open, a member of the Society 
of Antiquaries, comprises ancient and 
authentic duramcnls on the present sub- 
ject of inquiry. Some of these have 
been ably vindicated by Mr. Sharon 
Tigper, a member of the same society* 
Ofthc authenticity of lho* r * to which I 
shall refer, as internal traditions and rr- 
oords of our original population , it may be 
accessary to premise a bnef defence! 

In numerous MSS. in the Welsh lan- 
guage, which have, mostly, till the pre- 
sent century, been ser'tidnd m^Tfivatw 
libraries, are collections of short de- 
tached memorials, consisting of three 
lines connected by a title, alyl iherffora 
denominated Tsiadr. buch,al least, 
seems to me to have been the original 
form, iu general, of these simple r^> 
cords ? although many of them are now 
dilated by a comment explanatory of 
the manner in which later writers, who 
collected them. Understood the subject* 
to which they relate. Some of lb# 
Triads record the mythological apA 
moral systems of the ancient Birds* 
others, the institutions of British legis- 
lators 4 and others (to which ahttr* f 
have occasion to rcierj a mqphuu of 
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event*, f roin ages prior to the Homan 
invaMtJ t >/f Britain, down to the twelfth 
century. At flint period when our na- 
tive history may be said to have com- 
menced to "t rude method of preserv- 
ing import nit events and eminent 
characters fiom entire oblivion, ap- 
pears to have fallen into disuse. It 
was, however, ill replaced by the fa- 
bulous ornaments with which Geoffrey 
of Mon mouLh disguised his extracts from 
chronicles of a somewhat earlier date. 
The Triads give no countenance to the 
extravagant fictions of Brutus and Co- 
nnrus, or to the romantic exploits of 
Arthur) although they fully establish 
the existence and the celebrity of the 
latter chictLaiu, as well as the truth of 
many events inserted in Geoffrey's nar- 
rative.* Their internal evidences of ve- 
racity, the extreme simplicity of their 
form, and its fitness for their preserva- 
tion wemorlfer, according to Osar's 
account of the practice of the ancient 
' Druids, (Bell. Gull. vi. 13), incline me 
to think it much more probable, that 
those Triads, which relate to the re- 
motest events, were transferred from 
memory to writing, when Christianity 
first prevailed over the Druidictil super- 
stitions, than that they should have 
bteu invented at a later period, when 
literature had made some progress in 
oor country. n 

it is to be regretted, that the very 
curious contents ot the Welch Archifto- 
logta, are still couched in a language, 
w Inch is iiuinviting to the classical scho- 
lar, though by no means nndeaorMg 
of Ins attention. 1 can, however, Tes- 
tify, that a slight application to the 
Welsh tongue, would sutbcc for the ex- 
amination of those doenments winch 
immediately relate to the present in- 
quiry. They are almost wholly in- 
cliiddtrm^wo^n pjgcs 5? uud no, of the 
•rroml volume ot that publication : it 
will therefore he unnecessary, as it would 
be ibcm^mcul, to cite every 'fund 
separately, lor cucuaisUftccs that arc 
recorded in them. 

From a comparison of them, it ap- 
pears, that when Britain became known 
to the Homans, it was inhabited by 
wren distinct colonies ) of which the first 
threat were emigrants from Gaul, and 
connected with each other. The 

S rliest w'ere the (ymri/, from whom 
e Welsh, who still bear that name, 
are chiefly descended. An attempt, 
which one of the expositors of the 
Triads has made to ascertain Ihcur cri- 


tfnal situation, demonstrates only bis 
ignorance ofit. To Riitain, they came 
directly from Uydnw, or Armorica; and 
seemingly from the northernmost part 
of the Gallic coast, (to the whole of 
whish that name wav commonly ap- 
plied], vince it is added, that they 
ciosscd the Mnr-tawch, or Hazy Sea, 
as the Welch denominate that which is 
on the eastern side of England. It is 
strenuously asserted, that they migrated 
to Britain for the sake of peace i and 
a* it was this very people which Tacitus 
represented to be of Iberian origin, it 
appears to he a necessary inference, that 
the Iberians (who in Mrabo’s time re- 
tained possession of Aquilain) had for- 
merly occupied the northern, as well as 
the western, coast of Gaul, It may also 
naturally be concluded, that thet ymry 
withdrew to Britain from the pressure 
of a Celtic invasion. The name of their 
conductor, flu gadarn, or Hugh the 
Mighty , was preserved, and highly ve- 
nerated, by these early emigrants. As 
he is called by a very ancient Welsh 
wriler II a yxgwn, or tho exalted , he 
was probably th clfisicion of ftennius, 
and the J$Hgannyk t of an old Chronicle, 
whence Geoffrey of Momnouih, and 
William of Huntingdon, fabricated their 
e<Ucaniu% the supposed father of Brutus* 
Part df the Cymry remained »u Ar- 
inoriea, when Hugh conducted his co- 
lony to Britain) uud they seem to have 
maintained their position, w hile the Celts 
w ere penetrating to the western coast of 
Gaul. The progress ot the latter, was 
,the most likely cause of a second emi- 
gration to our island. This consisted of 
the Uafg( my §, from Cwasgnyn s names 
w hich indicate the river Uger 9 or Loire, 
and (s'ascogne; and imply this party to * 
have been immediate neighbours of 
the Aquilanians. They were of near 
aflinity to the Cymry, and spoke the 
same language. They appear to havo 
occupied the southern and eastern parts 
of England ; the Cymri retiring beyond 
the river Severn, and to the north* 
western coast. The old Cornith are 
stated to lie the remains of the second 
colony i ami fs/oegr is the name by which 
the Welsh havq always designated Eng* 

The third colony seems to have been 
the chief remains of the Cymri from 
Armorica ; being formed of the Brv- 
tkon, an appellation which the H eUh 
have occasionally assumed. The Bri- 
tunni, who in the time of Pliny, were 
seated near Boulogne, were probably 
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" 'apart of thebe' nhich reinairfed (here, ' 
‘ nnd submitted to tile Belgcr. The. sou- 
thern districts of our island being pre- 
viously occupied, the Bryl lion appear 
to have M*tl«rd ubrthwarils : and (lie 
Gmail kingdom of S traffic !ydc, which 
existed till the tenth century of our era, 

- seems lo have keen derived fiom them. 

Thus, most of the maritime, Iberians 
apparently chided the yoke of their in- 
Vadcrs, hy the advantages of their si- 
tuation for removing; hut it i§ likely, 

• that wnltiiudcs of (he same nation were* 
spread over the in fir) or of Gaul, and 
were Cui restively conquered by theft Its 
mu! the liolgav Those warlike tribes, 
to whom ckmira! writers assigned' the 
J same origin with that of the Germans, 
had degenerated in their stature, nnd 
deviated in their customs andlangtiRge, 
from tlvir neighbours bey otid theRhiue, 
nt the period when the Romans fmdid 
them in Gaul. These changes are irfost 
naturally accounted 'for, by their^uter* 
mixture with the natives w holt they 
had subdued, and who might still con- 
stitute the chief population of the coun- 
try. On this principle, alone, ft ap- 
pears to me, tiial the adcVpt»on*qf Druui- 
rsm by the Belga? and the felts of Gaul, 
while it was unknown to the Gcrmnpx, 
can be satisfactorily explained Ctesar 
as*ur#s Us, also, that thCy ttlfucured 
I heir Druids Tiom Hritain t wWe he, 
consequently, supposed the System to 
have originated: but ft sem** more * 
reasonable lo conclude, that the emi- 
grants had conveyed thither their chief 
priests, as to a place bf freedom nmK 
safety; that the institution had flou- 
rished there, while it declined, amidst 
the ravages of war, in Gaul; and that 
the Celtic conquerors, having adopted 
the religious rites of the populace, found 
it necessary lo send to Britain for priests.

Ins Excellency General Blake, who are kil- 
led, missing, and wounded, but of which I 
have not the return. The loss of the cn^my 
though 1 cannot know what it is, must be 
still more severe. He this led o r n the field of 
battle about 2000 dead, and we have taken 
from 900 to 1000 prisoner*.. He has had 5 
generals killed and wounded; of the for- 
mer, Generals of Division Work* and Pcflm ;

ter .—His force Wiwtmieh more considerable 
than we had been informed of, as I do not 
tWhk He displayed less than from 20 to 29,000 
infantry, and he certainly had 4000 cavalry 
With a numerous and heavy artillery. Hta 
overbearing cavalry cramped and confined 
all our operations, and with *b is artillery sa- 
ved his infantry after its rout. 1 — He retired 
afVr the battle to the ground He had been 
previously on, but occupy mg it in position ; 
mid on Bits morning, or rather dnrmg the 
night, commenced his retreat on the roftd he 
came, towards Seville, and has abandoned 
Badojos to its fate, fie left or number of 
bis Wounded on the ground be had rdtked 
to, and to wMcb we are administering what 
assistance we catf. I have »dnt our cavalry 
to fellow' the enemy, but in tfikt arm be is 
too powerful for ul to attempt any thing 
against Hitt in the plains he fe traversing. — 
Thus w V have reaped the advantages we pro- 
posed from our opposition tofbe attempt? of 
the enemy; bud whilst he has been forced 
tuubandbn the object for which be h.ti al- 


most stripped. Andalusia of troops, instead 
dfhuVlhg accomplished the Haughty- boasts 
with Which MarsbatfionU harangued bis troops 
on leaving Seville, hd' returns there with a 
curtailed army, and what perhaps may be 
still more hurtful to him, a diminished repu- 
tation. '

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At the Old Bailey Sessions, Thomas Nor* 
tham was tried /or picking the pocket of

Ensign Walsh having the st 3 ffoi 
his colours broken by a cannon ball, whkl 
also severely wounded hinuch, fell upor 
the field nt battle; amfj more auxtom about 
his precious ihaige than tor him? elf, con 
trived to separate the flag fiom the rem 
want of the stofi, and recnrvd it in bis bo* 
sow, from whu h he afterwards produced 
it wtnnbg wounds were droned ufWr the 
battle. 
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A terrible calamity has Wallen a nimber 
of poor, people of Chtlboltoq, in Hampshire.

London to Portsmouth, the Earl of Spen- 
cer’s park wall being full in their front. At 
a quarter before twelve ihe first signal-gun 
was fired to notify the Urgent'* approach ; 
the whole of the military stood shouldered, 
and the royal artillery and artillery com- 
pany fired each a roy al salute. , The crowd 
rent the air with acclamation*. Ha* lloyal 
Highness was accompanied tu the ground by 
the Duke of York, who, on n aching the 
centra of tfte hue, immediately drew Ins 
sword, and took the command of the field, 
as coraniander-*u-ch»cl. '1 he Regent was 
also intended l»y a t«n retinue, and was 
mounted on a 1 cautiful gny ch«uger, richly 
caparisoned (the saddle ulone, it >4 said, cost 
near .>00 guinea'), droned m a full suit of 
general’s regimuiiaN, with the order of the 
garter and a diamond star. Evfry part of 
the conduct of ihe troops did credit to the 
officers by whom they wire commanded.
